Due to the death of Holden prior to publication of this work, 
only, the first two editions bear his name; the others were 
co-authored by C B Slawson. The text is based on a series of 
lectures to students of mineralogy in the University of Michigan 
but edited to present a smoothly flowing, coherent presentation 
of the entire field of gemology; it is tlie first comprehensive 
gemological textbook to be written in the United States and 
because of its simple, readily understandable language, and 
authentic information, remains useful and popular into the 
present day, Topics are crystallography, physical & optical 
properties, chemical properties, formation & occurrence of gem 
minerals, lapidary work, nomenclature, manufactured gemstones, 
and in a second part, the descriptions of individual gemstones 
and a classification according to various properties. The tables 
present lists of crystal forms, properties, etc, with a final summa- 
ry table of gemstones and their properties, in alphabetical order.

A scholarly work of immense research on the precious stones 
of the ancients, that is to say, engraved gems. Despite its obvi- 
ous merits, it is roundly criticized by C W King, never one to 
mince words, in his Antique Gems atui Rinjjs^ 1872, I, p 465: "A 
truly German performance, displaying an enormous amount of 
dactyliogical reading, neutralized by the national want of esprit^ 
and a total deficiency of all practical knowledge of the subject. It 
is self-evident that the author was never the possessor of a single 
gem... The book, however, has a certain value in the immense 
number of references it contains to the whole extent of the 
literature of the glyptic art.” The first part discusses the concepts 
held by the ancients concerning gemstones in their natural states, 
tracing gemological knowledge from the Orient to the West by 
means of fragments of writings and mentions of stones in Hom- 
erian epics, the Orphic poem(given as by Onomakritos), 


Herodotus, Plato, Aristotle, Theophrastus and Pliny, the last 
receiving mucli attention from Krause. This part alone is worth 
the effort required to consult this book despite the disparaging 
remarks of King. The second part is devoted entirely to engraved 
gems, reviewing the development of the art, describing 
ornamental and seal rings of the Romans, raw materials used for 
gems, including pastes, the techniques of engraving, suitable 
stones for same, and many other topics which bear upon the 
theme. In fairness to King, however, it should be said that 
Krause tends to be exasperatingly long-winded while his 
abundant footnotes that refer to important literary sources are 
too brief to be useful per se, and in any event, all of them 
should have been collected into a bibliography. Important, rare. 
Vinet 1659 who quotes King; see also Furtw^gler, Die antiketi

The first chapter introduces the book, treating the history of 
gemstones in general and reviewing previous attempts to imitate 
and synthetize gemstones. Ch 2 problems of nomenclature; 3 
summarizes specific features and properties of gemstones; 4 
considerable detail on past attempts to synthesize diamond, 
corundum, spinel, quartz, chalcedony, opal, alexandrite, phena- 
kite, emerald, aquamarine, euclase, topaz, spodumene, zircon, 
diopside; distinctions between natural and synthetic gemstones. 
Regarded favorably by L J Spencer, Alin Alajj^ 22, 125, 1929, 
67: "useful and concise review of the results that have been 
obtained in the artificial production of gem minerals, more 
particularly diamond and corundum... the author believes that 
H.Moissan succeeded in preparing diamond, but tliat die results

The first part is on minerals, rocks, stones, ores, etc while the 
second part treats assaying and metallurgy. Gemstones appear on 
p 147-220, but as is true of many works of this period, the term 
is used to embrace such odd materials as fossils, figured stones, 
and other curiosities in addition to the gem minerals and variet- 
ies as sard, topaz, emerald, ruby, sapphire, diamond, and others. 
Interspersed in this section are recipes for manufacturing colored 
glasses to imitate gemstones and a glass frit for use in making 
pressed glass gems. Basic facts arc given on gemstones, what 
they arc, where tiicy are found, obvious properties, and medici- 
nal virtues, if any. The treatment is more in line with a herbal 
rather than a serious attempt to provide a scientific-technical 
education to readers.

Fair to sometimes good photographs illustrate about 70 
selected examples of Chinese hardstone carvings from among 
more than 1,000 pieces in the Hermitage Museum, Leningrad. 
Most were acquired in Tsarist regimes but some were donated to 
the museum in recent years by the Chinese Government. The 
specimens arc not exceptional. The text describes jades, sources, 
lapidary treatment, significance of objects, and the development 
of the carving art in China from antiquity to the present with 
remarks on recent lapidary work in China. The illustration lists 
identify the objects and symbolism, stone used, and give dimen- 
sions.

According to the foreword, the publishers complied with 
many requests and reprinted the plates volume of Kris’s work 
above. This splendid work contains 658 photographs upon 200 
plates, all of good quality, and depicting the small lapidary 
pieces made in Italy during the Renaissance, and including 
engraved gems, objects decorated by such gems, statuettes, 
plaques, screens, panels, crosses, reliquaries, altar furniture, 
caskets, many types of vessels & containers, and table decora- 
tions of all kinds. By far tlic largest number depict rock crystal 
objects and engraved gems. While the period is indicated, along 
witli the identity of each object and the material from which 
made, there are no dimensions, and the work is not as useful as 
one would hope for.

Excellent survey of Chinese snuff bottles based on examples 
in the author’s collection and displaying a surprising variety 
considering that her interest in snuff bottles only "exploded" 
when her husband presented her witli a copy of L S Perry’s 
Chimse Snuff Bottles^ 1960. The origin of her collection is given 


in die first chapter and is followed by another on die history of 
Chinese snuff bottles while a third chapter treats the forms and 
materials. Other chapters systematically describe botdes made 
from porcelain, glass, quartz varieties, jade, other minerals 8c 
materials, organic materials, metals, enamels, etc. These chapters 
arc followed by others on s)Tiibolism, fables, animals, gods, 
dating problems, marks, and how to collect. All of it is illustrat- 
ed w'ith excellent photographs. An English translation of the 
German captions is provided along with an English summary of 
the text. A fine prcxluction but fatally flawed by die use of 
cement backing instead of sew'ing; my copy, shortly after use, 
already show's signs of separadon.

KUNZ, GEORGE FREDERICK (1856-1932) 

USA gcmologist, mineralogist, author, entrepreneur; b New York City; early 
childhood in New Jersey; in his youth amassed several collections of minerals 
subsequently sdd to universities 8c museums; largely self-taught in scientific 
subjects 8c languages; at age 23 apptd vice-pres in TilTany 8c Co of NYC, soon 
commencing extensive travels throughout America and Europe in search of 
gcmstoncs(scc KUNZ 8c RAY, 1927, below). An account of Kunz’s early years 
appeared The Treasure Truve^ May 1889, p 283 ff, while posthumous biographies 
include P F Kerr, .drwer 18, 3, 1933, p 914, portrait, and H P Whitlock, Bull 
GiL4, 44, 1933, p 377-94, portrait, the last with an extensive list of Kunz’s publ; 
sec also Pogg 4, 818. As a public-spirited citizen, Kunz served in various capacities 
on numerous commissions 8c committees, private 8c governmental. Awarded hon 
degrees: AM, 1908, Columbia U, PhD, 1903, Marburg U, ScD, 1907, Knox U; 
Legion of Honor, Fr; Knight of Order of St Olaf, Norway; Officer, Rising Sun, 
Japan. Instrumental in international adoption of metric carat, naming of "lifTanitc," 
moissanitc, moiganitc, while his name attached to the purplish var of spodumene 
known as kunzile. 

Kunz will always be remembered for the enormous quantity of literature that 
l>cars his name, although it has been suggested that he received a great deal of 
cditorial/rcsearch assistance from varicxis parties, not always acknowdedged, in 
order to have published so much while at the same time engaging in extensive 
travels, performing administrative duties in Tiffany’s, lecturing, and serving on 
numerous committees and commissions. Early in his career he recognized the 
research value of a personal library and tcok steps, even to the extent of placing 
advertisements in various journals, to buy as many potentially useful reference 
materials as he could, forming in time one of the world’s finest gernological 
libraries. Some years after his death, the library was donated to the U S Govern- 
ment, specifically, the Geological Survey, and it resided in its library in Washing- 
ton, D C for many years, then was moved to a rare book storage room in the 
Geological Survey’s library at their headquarters in Reston, Virginia. 'Ihesc 
materials were used by him and his assistants to provide the bases u]x>n which his 
works were erected. In an extended examination of his library, wc (J 8c M J S ) 
discovered masses of research materials 8c notes on diamond, clearly being gathered 
for a new work on this gemstone, but never carried beyond this pcMnt. On the 
whole, the shorter contributions of Kunz, especially thcasc to scientific journals, 
appear to be strictly his own, many being valuable for announcements of new gem 
materials, scxirces, finds, and, in later years, descriptions of new meteorites. Frewn 
his earliest days, Kunz was intensely interested in gem minerals and materials, 
particularly in those that were fexmd in America, and it is said that he placed 
standing orders in behalf of Tiffany 8c Co to buy any American gemstones and 
pearls wherever produced. This policy led to a number of prospector/miners to 
claimii^ that their operaiicxis were subsidized or owned by Tiffany 8c Co, hoping 
thereby to add luster and possible profit to their ventures. In no small measure, the 
popularity of pearls, especially these from American freshwaters, is owing to 
Kunz’s enthusiastic descriptions, and culminating in his monumental The Book of the 
Pearly described below. Ihe unabated popularity of every type of writing by Kunz 
testifies to the worthiness of his research, whether done alone or with help ftx>m 
others. While the numerous entries below seem overwhelming they encompass only 
the nujor works, vwth many more articles and short essays havir^ been f)rintcd in 
numerous popular and professional journals.

Kunz’s first major work and obviously based on the informa- 
tion that he had gathered via his gemstone chapters as noted 
above. It is the first systematic and tliorough monograph on the 
subject of gemstones in North America. While Ixwis Feucht- 
wanger’s A Treatise on Gems^ 1838, 4th edit 1872, preceded 
Kunz, and contained much on American gemstones, its aim was 
to present a general treatise on gems rather than to solely de- 
scribe those tliat occurred on the continent. The data herein, 
based not only on reports to Kunz but also upon his personal 
observations in many places remarked upon, are detailed and 
largely accurate although at times some overenthusiasm may be 
noted in describing deposits in which gem minerals were found, 
but not, strictly speaking, in gem quality; these he euphemisti- 
cally called "mineralogical gems." The text treats groups of 
species which may or may not be mineralogically related, each 
group occupying a chapter, save for Chapter 12 which treats 
pearls, while chapters 13 to 16 discuss gemstones of Canada, 
Mexico, and Central America, aboriginal lapidary work, and a 
final chapter of miscellany. Despite its age, this book contains 
material that remains useful today, certainly for historical rea- 
sons, if not for scientific or other reasons. Much of Kunz’s data 
on deposits and products has been revised and updated by J 
Sinkankas’s Gemstofies of North America, 1959, & vol 2, 1976, 
which see. 

A feature which makes this work attractive to collectors is the 
scries of eight vivid chromolithograph plates which depict native 


rough and cut gemstones, some examples of which, as the 
emerald crystal upon Plate 5, are of great historical importance. 
According to Katherine Morrison McClinton, The Chromolitho- 
jp'aphs of Louis Pranjj, New York, 1973, p 133, the drawings 
were prepared by artists of Tiffany & Co (unfortunately un- 
named!) under Kunz’s supervision and lithographed by the 
Louis Prang & Company firm in Boston, already famed for their 
splendid and varied productions. Early issues of these plates were 
so heavily inked, however, that they tended to stick to the guard 
sheets, or in the case of Plate 5, the double-leaf beryl plate, to 
itself and becoming in many instances impossible to separate 
without damage. Later printings corrected this deficiency but 
many copies remain defective on this account and a copy with 
perfect plates is to be treasured highly. This defect, along with 
the incredibly sleazy materials used in binding, and the bindings 
diemselves, further contribute to disintegrating copies, not to 
mention use of poor quality acidic text paper in contrast to the 
still well-preserved, bright paper of the plates.

This beautiful example of modern book design, executed in 
high quality materials is prized not only for the enormous 
amount of reliable information that it contains, indeed still 
unmatched in any work since, but also for tlie large number of 
high quality illustrations in color and in black-and-white. The 
lavish use of gilding on the binding imparts a particularly opu- 
lent appearance. The text covers the entire span of ancient to 
modem knowledge of the pearl, its host, formation, the natural 
history of the several shellfish, salt- and fresh-water, methods of 
fishing, preparation of pearls, marketing, fashion, lore, and many 
other topics directly or indirectly related to the central theme. 
Scarcely any aspect is neglected in this truly monumental work 
which remains indispensible both for the student interested in 
the strictly scientific aspects and the one interested in the socio- 
logical/ cultural aspects. There is a very large bibliography with 
all important works in any language brought together to form a 
still useful place for the commencement of a literature search on 
pearl.

An encyclopedic, durable work, whose contents are fairly 
summarized by the sub- tide. Apparendy Kunz meant this work 
and its companion volume, Ma^ic of Jewels and Charms, see 
below, to be the ultimate compilations of everything worth 
knowing on the curious lore of gemstones, and in justice to his 
effort, it can be said that no works compare to them, even to 
this day. The subjects treated include superstitions and their 
sources, gemstones as talismans and amulets (including engraved 
gems), ominous & luminous gems, crystal balls and die art of 
scrying, rchgious uses of gems. Biblical gems, birthstones, foun- 
dation stones, and the like, plus the astrological significance of 
gemstones and the uses of gems in the healing arts. The work is 
richly detailed, well-documented, but perhaps too much so 
because it is not easy to find information on one subject in a 
single place, and often one must seek out such matter by fre- 
quent reference to the index. This work became popular at once 
and was reprinted a number of times in similar bindings. The 
early printing history appears on the reverse of the tidepage of 
the Halcyon House edition of 1938 below, and is as follows:

Companion volume to Curious Lore^ but much scarcer; I 
know of only one reprint in lighter blue cloth, te stained blue, 
date omitted from title, thicker, originally 4.5 cm, now 4.8 cm. 
The content, style, illustrations, etc, in the same manner, but in 
this volume the text treats magical properties of gemstones, 
electric gems, meteorites, more healing stones, virtues of fabu- 
lous stones, concretions, fossils, snake stones, bezoars, gels & 
ministers of grace, more religious uses of gemstones, amulets, 
and other related matter. Especially interesting is the material on 
meteorites, which so far as I can ascertain, has not been treated 
so thoroughly before. Also remarkable are Kunz’s treatment of 
curious natural configurations of stones, or lusus naturae^ which 
before this have been seriously described only in Latin lapidaries 
or in the encyclopedic compilations of natural history or descrip- 
tions of natural history collections of the 16th- 17th centuries. 
Jade is also treated at length in this volume. As in its earlier 
sibling, references to older literature are abundant in scattered 
footnotes but regrettably not assembled into comprehensive 
bibliographies. The illustrations depict a wonderful melange of 
objects, portraits, jewels, gemstones, book titles, etc. As before, 
the reader seeking out information on one topic may be required 
to do considerable searching before he has unearthed all that this 
book has to say on the subject.

A complex, large work, by far the best yet written on the 
subject. \^ile not stated in so many words, it is apparent from 
reviews that professional art critics were loathe to admire this 
book because its author was not trained in art appreciation yet 
undertook to discuss die merits of many types of art as expressed 
in ivory carvings. Nevertheless, and accepting this implied criti- 
cism, the fact remains that nowhere is it possible even now to 
obtain within the covers of a single volume the quantity and 
variety of factual information on ivory. The text is abundandy 
supported throughout with foomote references, which one only 
wishes had been gathered together in a single list. Matching the 
text are illustrations of uniformly high quafity and in great 
variety. The first three chapters take up ivory carving art as 
preserved in objects dating from prehistory to modern periods 
and including examples from Eastern as well as Western civiliza- 
tions. Next is a fascinating chapter on the elephant in history 
which examines the lore and legends attached to this mammal 
and frimishes several quaint illustrations taken from antique 
works in which this animal is described and depicted. This is 
followed by a chapter on elephant hunting and procurement of 
tusks, with another chapter ^at treats in great detail the sources, 
composidon, and qualities of ivory, as taken from the elephant 
and other mammals. There is an excellent chapter on carving 
and working ivory along with useful pictures of the tools and 
equipment employed. A chapter on vegetable and imitation 
ivories not only describes these materials but is also careful to 
point out the means whereby they may be discriminated from 
the genuine article. Minor sources of ivory, as from the walrus 
and narwhal are described in their own chapter while two 
chapters are devoted to the evolution of the elephant, the 
mastodon, and the mammoth, along with the development of 
tusks. The last chapter deals with commercial aspects. The 
addenda are short contributions on various aspects of ivory and 
are followed by lists of ivory carvers.

In a letter to Kunz from Walter Gilliss, Gilliss Press, printers 
of the book, dated September 26, 1916, tlic lists of persons and 
organisations slated to receive copies of both special editions 
were acknowledged and thanks extended for including Gilliss as 
a recipient of a Belgian Congo edition.

Since Edwards’ The History atui Poetry ofFin^er-Rinjjs^ 1855, 
and W Jones’ Finder -Rinjj Lore^ 1877, no large, comprehensive 
work on rings, in popular terms, appeared until the present 
work. Other large books on rings have been published to be 
sure, notably by F H Marshall, O M Dalton, F Henkel, and 
recently, by A Ward, et al, 1981, but while all are excellent, 
especially the last, none can compare to Kunz’s work in respect 
to completeness and general appeal. It remains the largest single 
storehouse of information on rings available in any language. As 
with other Kunz books, the emphasis is on curious lore, cus- 
toms, traditions, and the like, with less emphasis on stylistic 
developments, the materials employed in rings, engraved gems, 
and gemstones, although much information on these subjects is 
to be found in the text. The first chapter discusses ring origins, 
purposes, and methods of wear. The second chapter treats the 
forms and materials of rings, while the remaining chapters 
largely devote themselves to detailed descriptions and discussions 
of rings of various types as used for example in signets, in be- 
trothals and weddings, in religion, in magic, etc. The last chap- 
ter, briefly describes how rings are made in modem jewelry 
manufacturies.

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mineralogy, and suggests other sources of information, among 
them several dozen works on mineralogy, geology, and 
economic mineralogy, also several periodicals. The first part of 
the first half is theoretical mineralogy, the second part 
descriptive mineralogy, while the second half of the book treats 
geology. Precious and ornamental gemstones are described in 
both the mineralogical and geological parts. The plates depict

While largely devoted to numerous enameled objects in the 
collections of the Louvre in Paris, it does contain much of 
interest to the gemologist. In the first volume, p 349-79, are 
listed and described items 564 to 833, which are carved or 
prepared in whole or part from gemstones as sardonyx, jasper, 
jade, garnet, amethyst, porphyry, agate, lapis lazuli, rock crystal, 
and other stones, in the forms of cups, caskets, table ornaments, 
and the like. Items 809-33 are engraved gems. The second 
volume contains the inventory of the jewels of Louis, Duke of 
Anjou, but more interesting is the very large and detailed glossa- 
ry of terms which appears on p 121-548, and includes numerous 
gemstone species/varietics names; this glossary is almost urmo- 
ticed but is certainly worthy of study by anyone contemplating 
preparatit)!! of a gcmologicd glossary. The entries are treated in 


scholarly fashion and supported by references to Pliny and other 
ancient sources.

The definitive study of the precious coral off the coast of 
Algeria which required intensive effort by the author for a 
period in excess of one year. There arc three subdivisions of 
content, historical, zoological, and commercial. The hbtorical 
division is of particular value because it assembles for the first 
time the views held on the nature of coral by numerous earlier 
scientists, from antiquity to the present, compares these views, 
and often cites verbatim, statements made by such as Orpheus, 
Pliny, Marbod, Gans, Boccone, Marsigli, Reaumur, Peyssonnel, 
and others, the last named, confirmed in the eyes of the author, 
as the first to correctly identify the coral organism as animal 
rather than vegetable. The natural history of the coral animal is 
treated fully, along with ass(x:iated zoophytes that inhabit the 
same reefs as the coral. Included are observations, in vivo, of the 
structures, reproduction, gestation, youthful stages, develop- 
ment, division, etc of the coral animal. There is a useful diaptcr 
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on the chemical composition and coloring matter of the coral 
skeleton. One of the aims of the author’s mission was to study 
the coral and the fishery in order to establish sensible protective 
measures and regulations that would insure a productive fishery 
for the future. This aspect is discussed in the last part and in- 
cludes chapters on the actual conduct of coral- fishing, with 
remarks on boats, the equipment, diving gear, regulations then 
existing and observance of same, recommendations for changes, 
fishing organizations, financial & labor problems, subsidies, and 
in a final chapter, the trade in Algerian coral with remarks on 
qualities, quantities, working of, etc. The plates arc exquisitely 
engraved, beautifully colored, and can scarcely be improved 
upon in regard to artistry^ and execution.

A selection of engraved gems from the important collection 
of engraved gems inherited by Louis Philippe Joseph, due d’Or- 
lcans(l 747- 1793), Biq^r Univ 32, 124-36. The engraved plates, 
admired by all critics, were from the burin of Augustin I>e 
Saint-Aubin( 1736- 1807), a noted Parisian engraver and book 
illustrator. The vignettes, for which St Aubin was also responsi- 
ble, are as good if not better, and certainly more interesting, 
than his gem engravings, each of the latter considerably magni- 
fied but furnished with a small profile on each plate to indicate 
true size along with a scale. While the engravings excited much 
favorable comment, the text did not fare as well. For example, C 
W King, Antique Gems & Rings, 1, 467, notes tliat "the plates, 
by St.Aubin, equal the illustrations of the Marlborough Cabinet, 
especially as regards the heads, in which department they, in my 


opinion, are the most satisfactory attempt that has yet been 
made to reproduce the true character of the gem-works. But the 
artist has been less successful with tlie figures, the drawing of 
which he has somewhat Frenchified. The lengthy descriptions... 
are overloaded with superfluous learning, but often betray 
complete ignorance of ancient art, in their preposterous mistakes 
as to the meaning of the most obvious types and inscriptions.” 
Reinach, Pierre Gravies^ 1895, 132, calling King "a mediocre 
authority in matters of art,” nevertheless uses his statement 
above, and finishes by saying that "the quality of the figures 
compensates for the nullity in text.” Vinet, 1634, calls the publi- 
cation "ostentatious and costly, without real benefit to science," 
and repeats King’s remarks on "frenchification" of figure draw- 
ings. A Furtw^gler, Die antiken Gemmefi^ 3, 420, also lauds the 
plates and condemns the text. The collection was bouglit in 
1787 for Catherine II of Russia and is now partly exhibited in 
the Hermitage Museum, Leningrad. See Catalogue Des Pierres 
De Due D*(^Uans which lists and briefly describes the complete 
collections when it was put up for sale in 1786. The number of 
plates shown for each volume in the preliminaries of this entry 
arc based on actual counts and do not coincide with tables of 
contents nor to tlic plate numbers, and this is due to the fact 
that several plates were used to depict single gems from several 
points of view.

This monumental work describes the minerals of France and 
its colonies, including Madagascar; numerous gemstones are 
included, especially from Madagascar, but more complete infor- 
mation is found in Lacroix^s work on the minerals of Madagas- 
car below.

An exceptionally fine topographical mineralogy, comparable 
to his mineralogy of France but with superior photographic 
plates. The author’s lively interest in the gemstones of Madgascar 
is reflected in the space devoted to such species as tourmaline 
and beryl and with comments on their usefulness for gems.

Episodes from the author’s life, which he confesses was 
largely devoted to hunting, travel, and adventure. One chapter, p 
158-205, is of value to the diamond mining historian because it 
deals with his visit to the Pniel diggings along the Vaal River in 
South Africa, also the diggings at Klip Drift, or Barkly West, 
and finally at the Old Dc Beers mine where the author worked 
several claims without much success.

The work begins with the Greek fragment of Theoplirastus, 
entitled the Peri lithon or De lapidibus^ interspersed with the 
Latin translation of same by Daniele Furlano. The latter’s trans- 
lation had been published ^fore in Hanau, 1605, but was 
"revised, with added variants, conjectures, etc for the Leyden 
1647 edition" (Lathrop C Harper, N Y, Cat 226, 1977, no 
185). Laefs text, meant to provide information additional to 
that in De Boodfs Gemmarum et Lapidum Historia^ 1647, is 
divided into two books, the first describing the "pellucid and 
semipellucid" gemstones, that is to say, the usual transparent & 
semi-transparent gemstones of commerce, as well as some whose 
identities are now uncertain, while the second describes the 
"figured" stones or those which arc shaped in curious or won- 
drous forms and which include ordinary fossils but also corals, 
geodes, enhydros, asbestos, pumice, and others. While none of 
the gemstones are illustrated, save for one small wo<xlcut of the 
chiastolite variety of andalusite, many of the figured stones and 
fossils are depicted, sometimes in very good likenesses. While 
Laet necessarily covers much of the same ground as De Boodt, 
he does add new material and corrects some errors and therefore 
lends credence to the view that his work was deliberately written 
as a supplement to the De Boodt edition of 1647, and especially 
in view of the fact that the title of that edition refers to Laefs 
work as an integral part thereof However, F D Adams, Birth & 
Development Geolo^fical Sciences^ p 163, treats it as an independent 
work, calling it an important lapidary "written under the influ- 
ence of Dc Boodt," and ranking it with Thomas Nichol’s Lapi- 
dary^ 1652. Whatever arguments may be advanced, it is true that 
Laefs work appears frequently upon the market in separate 
form, with the tide given above, and with no suggestion that it 
is part of De Boodt.

The papyrus manuscript here translated and extensively aniiO' 
tated may be as old as the end of the third or the beginning of 
the 4th century BC; it is in the Swedish Acad of Antiquities, 
Stockliolm, and is believed to be the companion to another 
papyrus of the Johann d^Anastasy collection in Leyden, entitled 
P.Leid.X. The present papyrus consists of 15 leaves and is called 
the Papyrus Graecus Holmiensis or That portion of the

8c manufacturing a variety of gemstones, is of greatest interest 
here to show how advanced die arts of deception had become at 
so early a stage in gemological history. Among the gemstones to 
be ’’manufactured" by various means are carnelian, lapis lazuli, 
emerald, pearl, ruby, "green stones," beryl, amethyst, chrysolite, 
"lychnis," jasper, sunstone, and chrysoprase, and also procedures 
for purifying rock crystal and pearls, etching or corroding gem- 
stones, altering their color, or softening them, and removing 
color. Unfortunately, Lagercrantz provides no useful commen- 
tary on the tcclmological merits of the recipes, but it b obvious 
from merely reading these recipes that by far most treatments 
are superficial or even cosmetic, and, in some instances, not only 
ineffective but actually destructive, eg, pcarb. In several recipes 
which claim to change one gemstone into another, usually rock 
crystal into emerald or the like, the formulas call for pigmenting 
agents which penetrate fissures in the quartz and impart superfi- 
cial coloration.

Laporterie describes and explains the reflective light streaks 
observed on certain corundum gems, notably on tke star sap- 
phires of Ceylon, with remarks on the tourmaline from that 
country and its properties.

In respect to size, scholarship, detail, and importance, this is 
truly a monumental work. It is almost exclusively on Chinese 
jades but mentions other jades only in the introduction. 
D’Argence, Clnnese Jades, Avery Brundajje Coll^ p lO, calls the 


studies of Wu Ta-ch’eng for China and those of Laufer for the 
West "epoch-making" and "the starting points of genuine 
scientific interest in the field." Laufer begins his book with a 
large introduction based on a miscellany of notes, considering 
such topics as the jade question in wiiich (with his typical lack of 
diffidence which proved so annoying to his contemporaries!) he 
vigorously asserts tliat "nothing could induce [him] to the belief 
that primitive man of Central Europe incidentally and 
spontaneously embarked on the laborious task of quarrying and 
working jade"(p 5). He makes this statement to support his 
conviction that ancient trade routes brought knowledge of jade 
and its virtues as a raw material to Europe and that the 
indigenes did not always discover this for themselves. In another 
part of the introduction, he compares the Bishop Collection in 
New York and the Blackstone Collection in Chicago, the latter 
rich in the anulets of the dead, many examples of which were 
published for the first time in the present work. He also 
provides detailed comments on five ancient Chinese books on 
jade as well as on later works which treat jade in part. Here he 
recognized, as a linguist, the problems of changes in language, 
hence changes in meanings in regard to uses and symbolism of 
certain ancient jades. Wills , of the East^ 31-3, states that 
laufer "strove nobly to pick his way through the accumulated 
misconceptions and fictions of several centuries, and to identify 
and date the early jade that came to his notice. It was a daunting 
task. The majority of the pieces were without documentation of 
any kind." On the other hand. Wills notes that one of the 
principal works upon which Laufer depended, the Kii yu Fu p’u, 
was declared a forgery as long ago as 1 789, but was accepted as 
authoritative by Laufer and Bushell. In this section also appear 
LaufeFs comments on the massive Bishop Jade catalog of 1906, 
in which he takes Bushell to task for the uncritical acceptance of 
a modern work by Chinese scholar T’ang Jung-tso, which sec. 
Laufer closes his introduction uith an excellent survey of jade 
sources, citing liberally from ancient and modern authorities and 
providing furthermore, remarks on the alteration of jade as a 
result of long burial. 

The text of twelve chapters, all abundantly annotated and 
supplied with numerous references, treat frilly the following 
classes of jade objects: implements, symbols of sovereign power, 
astronomical instruments, jade books, jade in religious worship, 
coins & seals, personal ornaments, amulets of the dead, objects 
used in dressing the corpse, animal & human figures, vases, and 
carvings of the 18th century. Jades in Buddhist art and the 
nephrite question in Japan arc treated in the appendices. The 
formal bibliography only notes major works, stating that the 
reader must consult others as given elsewhere in the text. 

In regard to illustrations, almost all line drawings arc taken 
from Wu Ta-cheng’s Ku yu t^u k^ao, 1889, and Ku yu t’u p^u, 
1779, 100 from the first and 71 from the second, according to 
Hansford, Chifiese Jade Carving ^ p 1 1 . These show a large vari- 
ety of objects of every kind, while the photographs, mostly 
uncolored, are taken of objects in tlic Blackstone Collection, 

Field Museum, Chicago. On the whole they are only fair in 
quality. 

Despite plaudits, eg, Hansford, ibid, who calls it one of two 
"outstanding" works among a dozen published in recent years, 
IvaufeFs Jade came in for severe criticism from Hansford, who 
devoted pages 4 to 1 1 in his cited work to meticulously point 
out those places where forgery in the Ku yu t^u p^u seems evi- 
dent. Similar criticism appears in P PellioFs review in T^oufig 
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Pao^ 13, 1912, 434-46, and Una Popc-Hennessy, in her Jade

In the preface Laufer states that this work was originally 
intended to be incorporated in J E Pogue’s Ilje Turquois^ 1915, 
but delay in the production of Pogue’s work caused issuance of 
the present monograph two years earlier. 'It should be under- 
stood," further states Laufer, "that only the exhaustive mono- 
graph of Dr Pogue... will lend these notes their proper back- 
ground and perspective." The three text sections dc^ respectively 
witli turquoise in India, Tibet and China, witli additional notes 
added at the end. Each discusses in scholarly manner, richly 
annotated, the position of this mineral in the culture of the 
country concerned, but the section on India is meager, possibly 
because of the higher position in esteem held by other gem- 
stones not so readily available to the Tibetans and Chinese, eg, 
ruby, sapphire, etc. In contrast, the sections on Tibet and China 
are replete with lore and it is easy to see that in these countries 
turquois occupied a unique position despite its low monetary 
value as compared to other gemstones.

Although the manuscript for this work was written in French, 
circumstances forced the author to leave it behind in Germany 
where it was translated into that language and published in its 
first edition in Prague.

This work is ably described by Thorndike, History of Ma^ic^ 6, 
p 298-302, ie, "the Speculum lapidum or Mirror of Stones of 1502 
was dedicated to Caesar Borgia. Camillo justified the writing of 
it by the assertion that he had not found the subject treated 
completely by any previous author, although it had been 
touched on by divers doctors, both ancient and modern. It does 
not seem, however, that his book represents any distinct advance 
over the treatment of gems and their sculpture in the De miner- 
alibus of Albertus Magnus, from whom he has borrowed exten- 
sively. Neither in tone nor content docs Camillo make any 
noteworthy departure from the traditional treatment of gems 
common to the previous authors. Indeed, his book is merely a 
compilation with little trace of independent or scientific observa- 
tion... Brasavola, writing in 1534, said that he knew of no one 
who had written more ineptly on any subject tlian Lunardi on 
stones... The Speculum is not a long treatise, running to about 
tliirty thousand words. More than a third of the space is devoted 
to an alphabetical listing and description of particular stones, 
while another third is occupied with astrological and magic 
images carved on gems and is in large part made up of chapters 
drawn from various books of magic. In both cases it is the 
occult virtues of gems or of images engraved upon them that 
especially attract the author’s attention." 

Leonardus lists, among others, the following authorities from 
which he drew information, Dioscoridcs, Aristotle, Hermes, 
Evax, Serapion, etc., as well as Albertus Magnus, all of which 
were noted by Thorndike, who also concludes that Leonardus 
believed in the magical properties of gemstones, and after noting 
the various editions, includes therein the plagiarism of Ludovico 
Dolce, which see. This work was described by Conrad Gesner in 
his Bibliotheca universalis ^ 1545, fl61 r. See also comments of 
Mariette, Traitd de Pierres Gravies^ 1 , p 248-9 concerning the 
credulity of Leonardus in respect to engraved gem magical 
powers.

Handsome work, made from high quality materials, tastefully 
designed and illustrated: essentially the biography of Jacques 
Guay( 1715- 1793), supplemented with comments on the en- 
graved gems attributed to Jeanne Antoinette, Marquise dc 
Pompadour/ 172 LI 764), who, among other achievements in 
private and public life, attained considerable skill in the art of 
gem engraving (see also POMPADOUR). Jacques Guay, born 
ill Marseilles, studied to become a jeweler in Paris, and tor a 


time worked under the celebrated painter Francois 
Boucher{ 1703- 1770) and was greatly influenced by him. Seeing 
the great collection of some 1400 engraved gems possessed by 
Pierre Crozat, he was inspired to try his hand at gem engraving, 
aided and encouraged by Pompadour who acted as protector, 
pupil, and collaborator. He was die creator of many fine gems 
and was the first gem engraver to be admitted to the Academie 
de Peinture et de Sculpture of Farts, The prefatory matter of the 
above work discusses the art of the gem engraver, the hbtory of 
the art, various engravers of reknown, and several large gem 
collections. The career of Guay is given in considerable detail 
along with remarks on his gems and his relationship to Pompa- 
dour. Thb portion occupies pages up to 60, thereafter a kind of 
"appendix" actually forms the main body of text and consists of 
essays on prints made by Pompadour from Guay gems, descrip- 
tions of same, extracts from various exhibition catalogs and 
books on engraved gems in which Gua/s pieces were included, 
then a catalog of his works in gems, and a supplemental note on 
Guay and his career. Leturcq mentions that not all w^orks attrib- 
uted to Pompadour by several 18th century writers are her oun 
inasmuch as only five engraved gems can be certainly attributed 
to her hand. More important are her engravings of the Guay 
gems, some 52 to be precise, which are reproduced on the 
plates. Most of these gems were executed by Guay during an 
Italian sojourn about 1 742 with many unsigned, and, as some 
believe, carved after designs of Bouchardon, Boucher, and Vien. 
Among other plates in this mteresting book is the famous plate 
reproduced from Mariette showing a gem engraver at work, also 
a facsimile of Gua/s handwriting, and a pair of sepia-tinted 
plates giving facsimiles of Boucher designs.

A highly interesting account of events in the history of Ger- 
man South West Africa, centered around the figure of Kaspar

A large and important work on the technology of the pre- 
cious metals, gemstones, and enamels, as used in jewelry and 
objects of ornament during the period 3000 BC to 1500 AD, or 
to nearly the close of the Middle Ages* The first "book," or 
actually, chapter, considers the history of the worker in gold, his 
social position and importance, and other topics which relate to 
the human elemait in the gold recovery/applications industry* 
The second chapter treats in detail sources of gold & silver 
available to the ancients with maps showing deposits in Europe 


and countries surrounding the Mediterranean* Chapter 3 is on 
mining & metallurgy of precious metals, followed by chapters 4 
& 5 which are devoted to all the processes whereby these metals 
are transformed into finished pieces of jewelry & ornament. 
Chapter 6 is of greatest interest to the gemologisr because it 
concerns itself with gemstones and other ornamental materials, p 
277-387. It opens witli remarks on gem lore and includes a

another map spotting sources for lapis lazuli, neplurite, and 
jadeite in Asia. A special section discusses the almandinc garnet 
and its very common use in jew^elry during the period con- 
cerned. In another section, the "gems of the sea” receive descrip- 
tion & discussion, namely, pearl, nacre, operculum, coral, etc, 
with a following discussion of animal products as ivory, bone, 
horn, and bezoar. The discussion of raw materials is finished 
witli substances from the vegetable kingdom, including here a 
large section, w^ith maps, on amber, also jet, coconut, and several 
hardwoods* This rich and entertaining chapter ends witli a 
description of lapidary treatments for ordinary cabochon and 
faceted gems, beads, and engraved gems. As is tlic practise in 
other chapters, there b a reference list at the end, p 363-87, with 
approximately 800 entries classed by scien title gemology, sym- 
bolism, lore, lapidary work, medicinal properties. Biblical gems, 
and individual gemstones or groups of gemstones. This is surely 
one of the most important gemo logical bibliographies to be 
found anywhere in modern literature but unfortunately contain- 
ing many spelling mistakes, especially of autliof's names. No 
paginations are provided and many of the entries are periodical 
articles. The last chapter of the work treats enamels and enamel- 
ing.

A catalog briefly describing 1,000 impressions of antique 
engraved gems, manufactured and sold by Lippert. It was 
followed by other catalogs for additional scries of casts. Furt- 
wiingler. Die antikm Gemmm^ 3, 414-5, states that Lippert was 
an apprentice in the glass- making trade and with the knowledge 
thus acquired resolved to provide the public with a series of 
antique gem casts which would far better serve to acquaint them 
with the beauties of ancient gems than could any book illustrat- 
ed m the conventional manner. Despite living in straitened 
circumstances in Dresden, Lippert invested as much as he could 
spare from a meager income to buy bx>oks and impressions of 
gems, and by intensive study, to become a self-taught expert in 
classical aniquitics. The paste he compounded was made from 
Talkerde” or magnesium oxide in part, although the exact 
formula was never divulged. Furtw^glcr, ibid, criticized the 
casts for lacking sharpness in detail and that some of the impres- 
sions were of modern gems. Despite these drawbacks, the collec- 
tion sold widely at the time and served to arouse tlie public’s 
interest in this field. In contrast to these remarks, W Lippmann, 
Winckelmann^ New York, 1970, 108-9, notes that Lippert, "the 
doyen of Saxon gem collectors," began his career as a draftsman 
but after seeing engraved gem facsimiles in a friend’s collection, 
his fascination was captured and he decided to give up his 
position and enter the porcelain business in order to learn how 
to make his own copies of gems. These were made from "a 
compound of magnesium oxide and isinglass, or fish glue, which 
were cheaper than concoctions of sealing wax, gypsum, calcium 
sulphate, and other substances employed by his competitors." 
Also, according to Lippmann, Lippert obtained the help of 
Johann Friedrich Christ( 1700- 1756), a professor at the Univer- 
sity of Leipzig, to provide "the learned framework for the cata- 
logue by way of suitable quotations from ancient authors and 
mythological explanations." Clirist also translated the scholarly 
portions of the catalog into Latin, later revised, and then re- tran- 
slated it into German.

While the preface discusses engraved gems in general, it is 
perhaps more noteworthy because of its descriptions of the 
machinery and tools used by the gem engraver, and remarks on 
the preparation of the crushed diamond powder used for cut- 
ting, with one of the text woodcuts showing the mortar & pestle 
used for crushing, while the other cut shows a typical engraving 
point. There are also comments and a plate on antique vessels 
and urns of elaborate classical designs.

This appears to be the most complete and valuable mono- 
graph on jewelry grade coral written in this century and covering 
fully aspects of natural history that are less well treated in the 
comparable, contemporary work of Tescione, 11 corallo^ 1965, 
which see. Although Liverino obviously knows Mediterranean 
coral best, his career in the famous coral- manufacturing center of 
Torre Del Greco in Italy qualifies him to insert remarks on coral 
from other seas, namely from the increasingly important waters 
of the Hawaiian Islands, the Midway group islands, and other 
places in the Pacific and Atlantic oceans which in recent years 
helped to augment the diminishing harvests in the Mediterra- 
nean. The text opens with a discussion of knowledge of coral in 
antiquity, relying for many statements on Ganz’s Coralliorum 
hist or ia^ 1669, which see, and Pliny’s Natural history^ among 
others, and with fascinating color reproductions of plates taken 
from a Venetian 18th century encyclopedia, then passes into a 
discussion of the natural history of coral, its environmental 
requirements, fishing techniques, etc. Other chapters describe 
corals and their fishing in both Pacific and Mediterranean wa- 
ters, the properties of coral as a material for jewelry, varieties, 
the manufacturing processes and the objects made, coral used in 
medicine, coral ornaments among primitive folk, and in tlie last 
two chapters, the current status of tlie industry in Torre Del 
Greco.

This splendidly illustrated and authoritative work is funda- 
mentally the annotated catalog of tlie Robert Woods Bliss collec- 
tion placed on exhibit-loan in the National Gallery of Art, Wash, 
DC, from 1947 onwards. It is introduced by articles as follows:

The 
second and very large part of no less than 16 chapters is histori- 
cal and includes chapters on the precious stone appelations of 
the Middle Ages, later names, names of figured stones, some of 
which appeared originally in ancient treatises, and a large variety 
of names and their sources as used in several branches of the 
earth sciences. The third part is the glossary of over 1200 names, 
many explained with near- encyclopedic thoroughness, and with 
references to sources or writings. The plate photographs illus- 
trate mineral specimens, but of much greater importance are the 
many text illustrations uiiich are mostly taken from older earth 
science treatises, especially mineralogy, gemology, and mining.

An early treatise on abraxoid gems by Macarius, originally 
deposited as a manuscript in Ix>uvain and exhumed and edited 
by Jean Chiflet with inclusion of his own Ahraxas Proteus^ the 
latter name given in allusion to the large variety of figures 


depicted on abraxoid gems. After a lengthy dedication by Chiflet 
to Prince Johaim of Austria( 1547- 1578), a short section treats 
the writings of Macarius and is followed by a laudation and 
recent writings of others on the subject of basilidian gems. 
Macarius’ work follows, entitled Apistopistus^ which Mariette, 
ibid, 362-3, and Univ^ ibid, interpret as meaning "faithful 
infidel," in allusion to the curious religious beliefs of the 
Gnostics who employed these engraved gems as tokens of their 
faith. Macarius obtained his expertise in Gnosticism during 
twenty years residence in Rome where he intensively studied 
early rcUgions. The largest part of this book, however, is occu- 
pied by Chiflefs treatise, who also arranged for the illustrations, 
especially of the excellent engravings of gems which were repro- 
duced in Gorlaeus’s Dactylicthccae^ 3rd edit, 1695. A large 
commentary is provided by Mariette, ibid, while C W King, a 
modem writer on the Gnostics, briefly describes the work in his 
Antique Gems atid Rinpfs^ 1, 465, and calls it "an excellent disser- 
tation upon the Basilidian gems; with many plates of intagli 
accurately drawn in a very spirited style by Jacques Werde, a 
military engineer, an accomplished draughtsman, with a taste for 
antiquities."

The eight memoirs comprising the text are based on the 
au thorns travel experiences in the Urals, Siberia, the vicinity of 
Moscow, and Poland. Among them are several of great interest 
to the gemoiogist, eg, the first memoir, on chalcedony pseudo- 
morphs after gypsum which are found in the vicinity of Cracow, 
Poland, with several specimens being depicted upon the first 
plate. A visit to the celebrated Wicliczka salt mines is narrated as 
well as visits to salt mines in Siberia, Memoirs three to five arc 
mineralogically important because they describe minerals found 
in a number of Siberian mines, including tlie Beresov deposit 
which formerly provided splendid specimens of crocoite which 
Macquart calls "plomb rouge,” and which he analyzed witiiout 
recognizing tlie presence of chromium. A few remarks are made 
on the famous copper mine at Gumeshevsk which is best kno\Mi 
for having yielded enormous masses of malachite suitable for 
overlay lapidary work. The eighth memoir is gemo logically most 
important inasmuch as it deals with die aqua marines and topaz- 
es from Adun Chilon in Transbaikalia, and provides a catalog of 
specimens of aquamarine and other minerals collected. Included 
here arc remarks on the amethyst of Siberia, several specimens of 
which are scepter overgrowths (illustrated on a plate), and 
specimens from Siberia, Saxony, and Hungary included in die 
catalog. Other notes treat quartzes from Siberia, agates, jaspers, 
and ornamental stones, with a final part on geography of Mos- 
cow and vicinity and descriptions and catalcigs of fossils found 
here and elsewhere in Russia.

William Henry Davenport Adams, b 1829, began his career 
as a journalist but moving to Ixindon he commenced translating 
and compiling an astonishing array of books on many subjects, 
by no means confined to sciences or natural history. Allibone, 
Supplement^ 1, notes nearly 50 books written by him by 1875, 
while by 1888, the total had increased to 114 titles! In the 
preface to tlie present work, Adams asserts that he made "very 
considerable additions and omissions... and the whole has been 
subjected to careful revision.”

There are also a good portrait of 
the author and views of miners 8c mining at tlie famous Cata- 
marca rhtxlochrosite mine.

As before, a chaotic though most interesting assemblage of 
facts and opinions, relating the author’s experience with the 
beautiful banded massive rhodochrosite of the Minas Capillitas, 
Catamarca Province, Argentina, and his determination to exploit 
the deposit commercially, once he had found through visits 
abroad that there was a demand for the material. The major part 
of the text is devoted to accounts of his trials and tribulations in 
establishing tlie true source of the rhodochrosite, obtaining 
rights to mine, road -building, and other preparations that were 
necessary before production could begin, not to mention the 
administrative and financial difficulties that were placed in his 
path by government officials. His bitterness is evident in the 
many caustic asides that are sprinkled through the text and the 
several equally caustic pen & ink sketches as well as the cover 
sketch previously mentioned. The color plates are good and 
form the greatest number of illustrations assembled in one place 
of the many finished rhodochrosite slabs, articles, and jewelry 
items made from this attractive material, especially when cut 
from the stalactites.

The first book edition, edited by German humanist Johann 
Cuspinian (1473-1529), recte Spieshammer, who was privy 
councillor to Maximilian I, and who wrote, besides other 
works, a valuable history of the emperors of Rome. The above 
work was printed by Jerome Vietor, a Viennese, born in Poland, 
and his only imprint for the year 1511. 

In short, Marbod’s work briefly describes 60 gemstones, 
which number includes several that are not now considered to 
be in that category, and gives for each their magical and medici- 
nal virtues. Apparently all of the material was drawn from early 
sources which Studer & Evans, ibid, p XIV, identify as those 
that are primarily scientific in nature and those that are magical, 
the two most important being Pliny’s Natural History and Isi- 
dore of Seville’s Etynwlo£fiae^ the latter derived from Pliny but 
with much of the prologue and the material on magic taken 
from Damigeron and the lapidary attributed to Aristotle. On the 
other hand, C W King, Antitpie Gents ^ 1866, 2nd edit, p 389 ff, 
prefacing his translation of Marbodus, held that the substance of 
this work was taken chiefly from Solinus, "of wliom he para- 
phrases entire sentences." However, King may have changed his 
mind with the passage of time because in his Natural History of 
Precious Stoms afui of the Precious Metab^ 1867, p 12-13, he 
states that "whole passages in the poem arc notliing more than 
pieces taken bodily out of the T)rigines’[of Isidore of Seville] as 
tliey stand at present, and put into rude hexameters." Further, 
"intermixed come occasionally what are unmbtakable extracts 
from Orpheus, whom, by die way, he quotes at length, under 
’Coral', as "Metrodorus," referring in the same passage to Zoro- 
aster also." Philipp Schmidt, the noted German student of the 
occult lore of gemstones, states in his Edelsteine^ p 69, that 
Mar bod paraphrased portions of another work, but Pliny rather 
than Solinus. The possibility that the poem was written by a 
certain Evax, a mythical Arabian king, as claimed by Marbod 
himself in his prologue, is examined by Thorndike, ibid, p 777, 
and also by F D Adams, Birth and Developmetit of the Geological 
Sciences^ p 150, and J Ferguson, Bibliotheca Chemica^ 2, all of 
whom agree diat Marbod was the true author and Evax an 
invention. The substance of Marbod’s poem, as Studer & Evans, 
ibid, p XTV point out, "shows that Marbode followed his au- 
thorities with meticulous care, and that he added nothing but 
verbal decoration to their content." 

As to the time of composition, Studer & Evans, ibid, p XIII 
suggest that the date lies between 1067 and 1101, while King, 
Nat Hist^ already cited, p 12 gives the span as 1067-1081. 
Adams, ibid, p 149, believed it to have been written between 
1061-1081. Both Studer & Evans and Ferguson remark upon 
the large number of manuscripts of which the former found 
nearly forty in English collections alone and more than a hun- 
dred in continental libraries. Studer & Evans furtlier note "it is, 
perhaps, the number of these manuscripts that has deterred 
Latin scholars from producing a critical edition of Marbod e’s 
text. It has been published many times, but usually from the

Rennes edition of 1524, Gorlaeus’ edition of 1695 and, at the 
most, two manuscripts, not always of the best date. The order of 
the stones varies little; all the best manuscripts described sixty, 
and have in addition a prologue, and an epilogue ’de anulo et 
gemma.' The edition of Gorlaeus gives fifteen additional chapters 
(all based on the lapidary of Damigeron) on the authority of a 
manuscript that cannot now be identified." A comparative table 
of the stones and their order is furnished in Beckmann’s edition 
of 1799, p XV-XVI, which edition, incidentally, is the only one 
described as "critical" by Ferguson, ibid, p 74. 

As to the mineralogical nature of the stones themselves, it is 
necessary to turn to Adams, ibid, p 149-55, wiio devotes much 
space to them and approaches his study from the practical view- 
point. In discussing Marbod’s choices of stones, Adams places 
them into five categories, the first of which, containing 26 
stones, and "making up approximately one-third of the whole, 
are mythical - or at least the description of them, when any is 
given, is so trivial that it is impossible to connect the name with 
any particular mineral." The second group of six stones "all 
come, or are supposed to come, from die body of some animal." 
The third group of four stones, namely, cerauneus, corallus, aetites 
and WWW, are not really minerals, while the fourth group, com- 
prising fourteen stones, are all varieties of quartz. In the last 
group appear fifteen minerals, which with the exception of 
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d^osekctrus bear the names of well -known mineral species." 

Like others, Adams points out that the work is liberally studied 
with references to the magical properties of the stones and much 
superstitious nonsense, but see tlic better analysis of this prob- 
lem in Thorndikej ibid, p 775-82. He gives examples of curious 
lore to be found in the poem but deems the inclusion of magical 
powers as understandable in view of the intellectual climate of 
die time in w'hich the statements of Mar bod were taken by 
^everyone else.,, precisely as Mar bod meant it, as a serious 
statement of the marvelous powers which had bjeen divinely 
implanted in gems, "and, further, "why should nor God be more 
easily reached througli the instrumentality of gems, since He had 
endowed them widi their marvelous virtues?"

This is the earliest analytical work on engraved gems and one 
that fully retains value even today. However, the two volumes 
are actually two distinct works combined together for the auth- 
or’s convenience as publisher as w^cU as writer. The first volume 
is by far the most important because of its authoritative summa- 
ry of the knowledge of engraved gems and fliat enormously 
increased in value by its lengthy discourses on previous works 
published on engraved gems, with a large, nearly exhaustive list 
of same. The first volume begins with a histor)'' of engraved 
gems in general, fo Howled by an essay on modem gem engravers 
and tlieir work, and a large description of the art of engraving, 
divided into 4 chapters: I descriptions of gemstones and other 
stones used in engraved gems, p 153-94, ic, diamond (including

its faceted forms with text & a fig of same), ruby, glass, zircon, 
garnet, emerald, beryl, peridot, chrysolite, topaz, sapphire, 
amethyst, other quartz varieties, opal, turquoise, malachite, jade, 
lapis, coral, amber, and ivory. The authorities cited here are 
mostly Pliny, De Berquen, and De Boodt. 11 lapidary processes, 
tools, equipment, etc, required to engrave gems and with the 
famous engraved plate showing an engraver in his atelier, and 
beneath, diagrams of the engraving head, accessories, and points.

In contrast, the second 
volume is entirely devoted to descriptions of engraved gems in 
the cabinet of Louis XV( 171 0-1774), King of France, and it is 
this volume that aroused the keenest interest on the part of C W 
King, Antique Gems and Rin£is^ 1, 1872, p 465-6, who lauds the 
first volume but criticizes the second, noting that "the large 
number of engravings, by Bouchardon [1698-1762], after gems 
in the royal cabinet, arc, however, in too loose and flowing style 
to give any acau'ate idea of their originals." The drawings of the 


gems were supervised by Comte de Caylus( 1692- 1765), the 
noted French art connoisseur and antiquarian. Vinet, 1620, 
provides a long resume of the work, noting that "even today, it 
is the classic work on the subject," but like King, criticizes the 
engravings for the same reasons. Vinet also notes attacks against 
the work by Giulianelli, Memorie de^li intajjliatori^ 1 773, and 
Natter, Trait^ de la mMjode...^aver eti pierres fines., 1754. S 
Reinach, Pierres gravees, 85-110, also discusses the work and 
reproduces a number of the plates. Furtw^gler, Die antiken 
Gemmefi, 3, 413, notes that the first volume "is still valuable 
today; it b broad in scope and written in easy style but always 
with intelligent judgment," but insofar as the second volume is 
concerned, he joins previous critics, calling the text "without 
learning and without citations and remarks on the factual as 
compared to the artistic... antique and renaissance gems arc 
indiscriminately mixed together... Mariette was as uncritical as 
Gravelle."

In this sumptions work in which many hands came into play, 
it appears logical to enter it under ALARLBOROUGH although 
his principal contribution, aside from owning the gems, was to 
provide the funds for the considerable engraving, printbg, and 
binding expenses* The following printing history can be regard- 
ed as audicntk, inasmuch as it is taken from an MS Itr, signed 
by the then 6th Duke of Marlborough (1793^1 8 57), dated 7 July 
1853, and enclosed in a bound copy of the 1845 reissue de- 
scribed below, which states ’Will you permit me to ask your 
acceptance of a copy of a Work I have had republished, or rather 
whi^ I have had reprinted ■ the printed statement enclosed will 
show its merits Sc importance to tiie lovers of the fine arts. I 
have given away a Dozen copies of it & it will afford me a great 
pleasure if you will allow me to place your name in the list of 
those who have condescended to accept from me copies of the 
Work*^' The statement referred to is on a slip of letterpress, 
loose, and stating that "Of this Work no more than 100 copies 
were originally printed for presentation to Crowned Heads, the 
Universities, and Private Friends. And wlien by the deaths of 
tlieir possessors, or from other causes, these Presentation -copies 
found their way into Auctions, tlicy have been sold for 60, 70, 
and even 80 guineas a Copy; at which latter price, there was 
lately in the Book-market a Copy of tliis Work* Under these 
circumstances. His Grace the Duke of Marlborough was pleased 
to comply with die request repeatedly made, that he would 
permit the pubUcation and sale of this Work..* tlie Drawings 
have been executed by Cipriani, the Engravings by Bartolozzi; 
whilst the Classical pens of Jacob Bryant, and the Rev.William 
Cole, D.D. w^ere employed upon tlie I^tin Dissertations, and 
those of Messieurs Maty and Dutens upon the French Transla- 
tion of diem*" Note that the Zazoffs, Gemmensamml^^ 1983, 
179-30, enter this work under audiors Jacob Bryant and William 
Cole. 

A full history of the Marlborough gems appears in die Story- 
Maskclyne work noted above, but he erroneously identifies the 
duke as the "third” of the line when in fact it was the 4th Duke, 
George Spencer Marlborougli (1739-1817) Who had been 
responsible for forming the coUecllon. This error is carried over 
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into Vinct 1635 and S Reinach, Fi^rres Gravies, 1895, 111-2. 

See also remarks in A Furtw^gler, Di^ untiken Gemmm^ 3, 420. 
The splendid plates were drawn by Giovanni Battista 
Cipriani (1727- 1785) and engraved on copper by Francesco 
Bartolo2zi(l727-1815), both artists having been born in Flor^ 
ence and achieving much fame in their lifetimes. Only one gem 
is printed per plate, recto, with facing descriptive I^adn text in 
tlie first volume by Jacob Bryant(1715-1804), and with French 
translation by Dr Maty after each engraved plate. The second 
volume is fitted with another splendid engraved ftontispiecc 
plate but its subject differs from that of the first; the contents 
arc arranged in the same manner, however, with the Latin text 
provided by Dr William Cole, prebendary of Westminster, and 
French translation by Louis Dutens(1730"1812) several of 
whose works are entered ebewhere. The biographer of Cipriani 
in DNB states, however, that the Latin of both volumes was 
done by Bryant and the French by Dutens. 

C W King, Antique Gems atui Bin^s^ 1872, 1, 466, comments 
only the engravbgs as follows '’regarded as works of art they 
reach perfection, but being on too large a scale, and often im- 
proved in the drawing, they fail to give a correct idea of their 
prototypes." On the other hand, Furtw^gler, ibid, calls the text 
"worthless," but the plates, insofar as fidelity is concerned, are 
"relatively riglit true and good." Reinach, ibid, is far more ver- 
bose, and not only gives a history of the collection but also 
describes the book itself and the catalog of Story-Maskelyne, and 
also provides reproductions of all 100 gems upon his own Plates 
109’ 118, with descriptions & comments that seem to be based 
on those of Story-Maskelyne. The collection was dispersed via 
auction s ales in I^^ndon; see Christie, Man son & Woods cata- 
logs of 1875, 1899, and 1909.

Gemstones 
appear in a brief discussion of the High Priesfs breastplate and 
the Urim and Thummim, p 24-7, while remarks on use of 
gemstones in talismans and amulets by tlie Gnostics are found 
throughout Ch 4, 100-20.

There is a great deal of useful information compressed into 
this large volume on jewelry in all its manifestations, related arts 
and crafts, and materials, but much gemological information 
could have been omitted with advantage, eg, hundreds of terms 
applied to gemstone varieties, including misleading names, so 
many of which arc now so obscure or rarely used that their 
omission would not have impaired the basic value of diis book 
as a reference. In regard to gemstones and other matters, the 
work is by no means free of errors while entries on lapidary 
work, as indicated by the bibliography entry, are all based on 
one modern treatise and that neither the best nor the most 
thorough. The bibliography neglects to include other important 
glossaries and dictionaries. The problem with all dictionaries of 
this type that seek to be comprehensive is that the author is 
hard-pressed to expertly select only those truly significant terms 
whose aggregate will yield a book of reasonable and saleable 
size.

A disappointing work and considering the author’s qualifrca- 
tions, one of very little merit, obviously hastily composed and 


written as a speculative essay with virtually no facts, figures, or 
references to support tlie statements. On the whole, the latter are 
generalizations on what might have happened in antiquity 
during man’s search for and exploitation of the mineral wealth 
underground. So far as I can find, the only mention of gem- 
stones, diamond and ruby, appears on p 41, and that is grossly 
inaccurate.

The general introduction summarizes the history of pearl- fish- 
ing expeditions to the Gulf of California and is followed by a 
brief introduction to the translation, tiic original being in the 
Biblioteca Nacional, Madrid.

The author describes in vivid and often minute detail his 
experiences in South Africa wherein he set up his medical prac- 
tise in 1871 that was to last for many years. While he also 
remarks on odier regions of South Africa, it is Griqualand West 
that receives his most intensive attention inasmuch as this former 
province was his home and the place of practise during his 
career in Africa. This province also happened to be that in which 
die most important diamond deposits were found and mining 
for them carried on most intensively, thus making Matthews’ 
reminiscences particularly valuable for the light they shed on the 
contemporary scene in the diamond fields. No aspect of life is 
neglected, not the climate, countryside, living conditions, diseas- 
es, habits 8c customs of the natives and miners, among others, in 
this fascinating account. Perhaps the most valuable contribution 
in regard to the history of the fields appears in Ch 9, p 126-35, 
wherein he discusses the initial discovery of diamond in South 
Africa, and gives a verbatim report of the statement made to 
him by John O’Reilly concerning the latter’s first diamond find 
(p 129). There are also chapters on the geology and mineralogy 
of the deposits as then known, and speculations as to the true 
character of the deposits and the original source of the stones, 
meth(xls of mining, both alluvial and deep, illicit diamond 
buying, legislation on same, formation of the great diamond 
companies, and the beginnings of claims-consolidation. The 
appendix, p 519, provides a table of diamond exports for 
1882-6. All of this work makes a prized account much esteemed 
by historians for its accuracy and interest.

A work much valued by historians and geographers as one of 
the earliest reliable accounts of Brazil under Portuguese coloniza- 
tion, and the first on the diamond & gold washings and the 
manner in which they were conducted.

The preface was written by Eyri« and gives a concise history 
of Brazil from its discovery up to the time of Mawe’s visit, with 
remarks on works previously published by other travelers as well 
as some economic and geographic information. The supplement 
is now greatly enlarged by the articles on die principal events in 
the revolution of the provinces of Rio de la Plata, p 271-299, 
and a description of the Azores, p 301-362, by Jean Gustave 
Hebbe.

One of the first general treatises on gemstones in the English 
language that is refreshingly free of fantasy and superstition; it 
is, instead, a factual, easy to read, and surprisingly complete 
work on the subject. Much of its outstanding character is due to 
the autiiotis experience in collecting 8c studying minerals and 
gemstones, and later becoming a weU-known and respected 
dealer in same. The first chapter treats the diamond at length, 
discussing its value, esteem, ancient knowledge, physical 8c 
chemical properties, occurrences, notable large diamonds, the 
diamond trade, and how it b cut. Other chapters, less detailed, 
treat corundum gems, amethyst, topaz, and Other gemstones of 
lesser value as the feldspars and quartzes. The work is greatly 
enhanced by its two color plates, which depict cut gems, cutting 
styles, and on Plate 2, crystals of diamond* The third plate 
consbts of colored rectangles representing the gamut of hues 
observable in gemstones from diamond to malachite. The final 
leaf advertises Mawe’s business and briefly describes the series of 
gemstones that he then offered for sale. The present work quick- 
ly achieved popularity and brought about a second edition. 
Copies are now very scarce.

Completely revised, reset, new plates. Text follows scheme of 
previous edition: the first chapter, a large one, on the diamond, 
and the second, in 1 1 sections, the last on cutting & polishing, 
gemstone descriptions. The appendix treats imitations, distinc- 
tive characters of red spinel as compared to gems of similar 
color, remarks on opal and the recently- imported opal from 
Mexico, glass made iridescent by surface alteration, and shell 
cartilage that resemble opal. The last page is a table of proper- 
ties: densities, crystal forms, electrical properties, and single or 
double refractivities. The plates are all new, the frontispiece 
showing many faceted gems, some cabochon gems, agate slices, 
and a star sapphire. The "peculiar diamonds" plate depicts several 


famous diamonds in line drawings; the Hope diamond, colored 
blue, shown in top and side views is simply entitled the "Blue 
Diamond." The remaining color plate, in two panels, shows a 
diamond cutter bruting and faceting. The two plain plates are 
line drawings of cutting styles and excellent drawings of dia- 
mond crystal forms and rough diamonds, including a ballas and 
a sample of the Brazilian diamondiferous conglomerate known 
as cascaUw. Complete copies of this edition are difficult to find 
and commonly the dedication leaf is absent although it is not 
known if it was originally supplied as an integral part of the 
book or issued as an afterthought. This edition was reprinted in 
1826 with new date.

An enormously detailed and thoroughly researched explora- 
tion of the curious lore attached to gemstones from the earliest 
Christian period into the 18th century, with consultations with 
and extracts from virtually every written work that addressed 
itself to this problem, in whole or in part. As such, this book is 
invaluable as a bibliography on curious lore of gemstones and 
no writer in this field can afford to ignore its bibliography, even 
if he chooses to avoid the text. The latter, to be sure, is extreme- 
ly convoluted, full of "learned" language, and otherwise replete 


with those complexities in language and style so beloved of 
beginning scholarly writers. Among the multitude of topics in 
which curious lore plays some part in the creation of whole 
legends, the author examines its attachment to such things as 
color in gemstones and the alteration of light in its passage 
through them, certain physical and chemical properties, shapes 
of stones, cut gems, especially engraved gems, the origin and 
mining of stones, and employments in medicines and in the 
healing arts. All of it is abundantly footnoted.

The book itself is an excellent detailed study of the celebrated 
deposits of gem chrysoprasc formerly mined in the mountains of 
Silesia, now a part of Poland. Section 1 geology, basement 
rocks, outcrops as hiUs & mountains; 2 occurrences of chryso- 
prase, associated rocks and minerals, die latter being mosdy 
other forms of quartz, and with remarks on occurence of chryso- 
prase elsewhere in Europe; 3 & 4 deal with the origin of chryso- 
prase, and it is to be noted that Meinecke interprets the evidence 
as meaning that chrysoprase forms from the dissolution and 
metamorphosis of enclosing serpentine. Section 5 is a useful 
history of chrysoprase, citing several dozen authorities from 
antiquity to the present, and including a comparative nomencla- 
ture in several languages. Important and rare.

Attractively designed & produced popular guide to the occult 
properties of gemstones and stones, with suggestions as to their 
therapeutic use by application to appropriate parts of the body. 
Discusses supposed powers of stones, influence of color, proper 
body sites for application, astrological significances of stones and 
metals. There is a series of tables listing "preferred" gems of the 
ancients. From p 6 onward, the stones are described and dis- 
cussed in alphabetical order, from agate to zircon. The 3 charts 
provide summary tables of stones useful for mental and physical 
improvement. The references include most major works on the 
subject in the English language. Unfortunately, the work is 
marked by many mistakes, unwarranted inferences and conclu- 


sions, spelling errors, and the like, suggesting tliat the writers 
may have used respected reference sources but were not always 
able to accurately transfer tliis information to their own pages. A 
number of modem gemstones, notably alexandrite and tourma- 
line, are included for which there can be no traditional basis, 
while jade is said to have been "rather common" in the tombs of 
ancient Egypt(!). Curiously, the name "rhyolite" is given as 
quartz variety. In other places, the "lore" seems to have been 
invented for the purpose of this book. In no place in the text is 
any authority specifically cited.

According to Mely^s preface to Tome I, it was originady 
proposed to write a work in five volumes comprising the Chi- 
nese, Greek, Oriental, I.atin, and Western lapidaries, of which, 
unformnately, only the above texts were published. According to 
the publisher's advertisement on the back wrapper of Tome HI, 
a 4th volume, Les lapidaires arabes was in tiie press but did not 
appear. 

Tome I begins with a lengthy introduction citing sources, 
other authorities and their publications, the state of science & 
technology in China, medicinal lore, history 8t geography, and 
legends, all discussed to create a background of reference to the 
contents of the lapidaries. The principal Chinese treatise is Wa 
Kan San Tsai Dz&u Te^ a SinoTapanese encyclopedia, with text 
figures, but only tlie portions dealing with metals, gemstones 
and other stones arc presented here. The original is reproduced 
at the end of the French text. Next appears a large section enti- 
tled "Diverse Textes," extracted from works of Oriental and 
Western writers, followed by an annotated glossary of tcmis, a 
short table of weights 8c measures used in the East, and the 
index, afrer which is the facsimile text mentioned above. The last 
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is considerably enlivened by numerous crude but effective wood- 
cuts of minerals, stones, fossils, deposits, and objects made from 
the materials. Tome 11 was issued in two parts, the first com- 
mencing with a facsimile of a pair of pages from a Greek MS in 
the Bibliotheque Nationale, and the text proper discussing 
sources, following which arc the Greek text of tlie Cyranides, 
with interspersed Latin translations, then the Greek version of 
Damigeron as extracts from several works in which it appeared 
previously, the Orphic lapidary in Greek, an epitome of same, a 
lapidary ascribed to Socrates and Dionysius, another by Pseudo- 
Dioscorides, a lapidary by Pseudo-Hippocrates, a nautical lapi- 
dary: "Astrampsychus,” then Epiphanius’ treatises, the Michael 
Psellus lapidary, and the extract from the temperance poem of 
M^liteniotes. A number of additions & corrections follow, plus a 
Greek index. The second fascicule consists of three appendices 
which give variants and additions derived from as many differing 
MSS which the authors consulted and compared to tliose select- 
ed for the first fascicule. A short table of contents finishes the 
volume. 

The last volume begins with a long introduction remarkable 
for its glossary of mineral terms used especially in the lapidary of 
Alfonso X of Spain, and for which no certain identifications 
seem possible. The text provides translations of Theophrastus, 
although no Greek text for same was given in the previous 
volume, and similarly, there are translations for portions of 
Strabo’s Geography^ Dioscorides’ Materia medica^ Pseudo-Plut- 
arch’s Treatise on rivers^ and lastly, Cyranides translation, all in 
French. Possibly if the work had been completed as designed, 
the rather disjointed text would have fitted together into a 
comprehensible whole; as it is, unless one is student of Greek, 
much of the text is not immediately useful. Nevertheless, much 
is valuable to the gemologist tracing ancient literary sources and 
as such, it is constantly referred to by succeeding generations of 
scholars writing on lapidaries or the lore of gemstones in antiq- 
uity. Rare; the paper seems lasting.

After a preliminary account of Augustus II (Augustus the 
Strong, 1670-1733) Elector of Saxony and King of Poland, and 
his great collection of art treasures gathered into die Green 
Vaults in his palace at Dresden, Germany, now the German 
Democratic Republic, the history of the celebrated cabinet piece 
made by court jeweler Johann Melchior Dinglinger (1664-1731) 
is described along with biographical notes on Aurangzeb, the 
Great Mogul of India(1618-1707). The splendors of his court 
were the inspiration for the manufacture of this astonishing 
silver, gold, enamel, and precious stones piece which forms the 
subject of this book.

The astonishingly fine and varied treasures m tlic Green 
Vaults of Dresden, German Democratic Republic, are first 
treated historically, then described and depicted. While not 
exhaustive by any means, this latest of a long scries of catalogs 
that attempted to impart some idea of the magnitude and diver- 
sity of the collections is notable for being the first to describe 
the treasury since its re-opening subsequent to World War II. It 
includes excellent photographs, a clear text, and a good quality 
book production. The descriptions are adequate and include 
remarks on materials, sizes, provenances, and other useful infor- 
mation.

Foshag 
was an exceptional writer who managed to use non -technical 
language in a dignified fashion and widiout resort to slang or 
jargon to create a work that remains eminently readable, infor- 
mative, and interesting. Topics include defrnition of gem miner- 
als, chemical classification, cr^^stal growth, properties both real 
and imagined, as in gemstones to wfricli magical or curative 
powers were thought to reside, descriptions of individual variet- 
ies and species, and with notes on deposits, followed by a discus- 
sion of synthetic gem materials.

Classic paper: Meyer completely demolishes the theory em- 
bodied in the so-called "Nephritfrage" or "jade question," to the 
effect that worked jades in Europe & America could only have 
been made from jade imported from Asia either as raw jade or 
even as worked objects. This view received past support because 
no local deposits were found from which natives of Switzerland, 
Mexico, Alaska, and Canada, could have obtained the necessary 
raw material. To archeologists and etlinologists the idea of 
extended land -sea routes, like those later proved for amber trade 
between the Baltic and Mediterranean regions, opened exciting 
vistas for speculation and the possibility of further tracing migra- 
tions of people with attendant transfers of languages, customs, 
art, etc. For these reasons, the "jade question" died a reluctant 
death, but the present paper, perhaps more than any other, 
pronounced the last rites.

While advantageous in some respects, the use of loose-leaf 
poses more problems dian it solves, the book being awkward to 
handle and the leaves continually jamming' some owners disas- 
sembled their copies witli the result that the parts were separated 
and lost. In essence, this book is a textbook of identification for 
gemstones and pearls, the first part with sections on the natural 
history of pearls and their parent mollusks, including cultured 
pearls, and followed by a large section on gemstones. An appen- 
dix to this first part describes special identification instrumenta- 
tion and uses of same. Part II largely goes over die same ground 
already covered in die first part but provides detailed instructions 
for examining pearls through their drill holes, using colored 
plates to show expected appearances. There are also instructions 
and a colored plate for judging transluccncy of pearls. However, 
most of Part 11 b devoted to the examination of mineral gem 
materials and includes an extensive set of color plates showing 
dichroic colors, a large number of photographs of inclusions, 
and augmented with property tables. 

While there is a great deal of extremely valuable information 
in this remarkable book, diere is duplication of matter, no index, 
and a generally confused presentation that suggests the author 
put down his dioughts and inserted illustrations without much 
regard for overall consistency. One of the notable defects is the 
insertion throughout of special instruments designed by Michel 
and manufaemred and sold by the Gustave L.Hem company, all 
of which, while most ingenious and unique, were sold in such 
small numbers that any of them are now rare collector’s items. 
Thb state of affairs b remarked in the review in G & 1, 4, 

1934, 121, "much of its material whidi should be of value b 
worthless because it applies to special instruments. These... were 
formerly furnished solely by the publisher," On the other hand, 
the use of the microscope is stressed in both parts, and supports 
E Giibclin’s statement in hb dedication of Innmwelt der Edei- 
steine^ 1973, that Michel is "the father of gemmology," because 
he was the first to recognize the diagnostic importance of inclu- 
sions in gemstones.

In this in teres ting though highly speculative work, Millin 
examines the knowledge of minerals possessed by the ancients in 
die time of Homer, who flourished ca 1000 BC, as revealed in 
passages and mentions in his celebrated poems, the Iliad and 
Odyssey. He also notes similar studies of ancient knowledge of 
natural hbtory including several specifically upon nimerals. The 
text treats six classes of mineral substances, arranged according 
to tile scheme of Wallcrius Systema mmeralo^icum.^ 1778, as

Primarily Millin studies Rliodes’ character 
and his influence on the commercial and political development 
of South Africa with relatively little mention of diamonds, the 
diamond industry, and his involvement therein.

Much original research into the previous literature of pearls 
makes diis a notable and valuable work with its abundant 
footnotes and references.

Moore begins hU study with a general discussion of 
rnineralogical knowledge possessed by the ancients, stating (p 13) 
"it is proposed to make Pliny the basis of the following remarks, 
and, without confining ourselves very closely to this order, to 
combine in a sort of commentary upon the rnineralogical 
portion of his last five books, whatever in Theophrastus, 
Dioscoridcs, and others, shall appear to deserve notice, as 
connected to our subject." Accordingly, Moore inserts headings 
in the text when radical changes in subject matter occur, w'ith 
the result that it all seems incoherent but actually causes but 
slight difficulties in ftjUowmg his excerpts and their 
commentaries. The gemological reader should particularly pay 
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anention to the sections on marbles, p 77-8, amber & jet, 

105-7, and an e3£ceIJent discourse on gemstones in general, 
136-87, with a list of Pliny^s gemstones appearing on 178-83, 
and ail of them commented upon. All in all, about 200 minerals, 
gemstones, and substances commonly classed with minerals may 
be found in the pages of this early American masterpiece, each 
section reflecting the devotion of the author to the classical 
languages of which he was master and imparting along the way 
much valuable information on tiie derivation of names and the 
identifications of minerals known to the ancients. The 
irirerpretive value of Moore’s work is reflected in the many times 
that this treatise is cited in subsequent works on mineralogy and 
gemology, especially as pertaining to nomenclatural problems, as 
for example in the several Systems of J D Dana. There is no 
bibliography but references to pertinent works, some of 
considerable antiquity, are furnished in footnotes. The index lists 
only minerals described in the text. 

The Late George W White, provides a critique of diis work 
in his ^The history of geology and mineralogy as seen by 
American writers, 18034835; Jrir, 64, 222, 1973, 197414, 
and also gives a vita of Moore as well as discussing its salient 
features. He calls attention to the fact that the bof>k "is notable

In this early Spanish work, Mosquera deals with the 
tlieoretical & practical aspects of weigliing and valuing precious 
stones, but supplies much highly interesting ancillary 
information. There are eiglit books, the first & second on 
diamond, tliird on rubies, fourth on emeralds, fifth on sapphires 
& topazes, sixth on amethysts, spinels, garnets, among others, 
seventh on pearls, and the last book comprising miscellaneous 
information on the stones and pearl previously treated. The 
instructions show readers how geometrical principles may be 
used to accurately estimate weights of cut gems that otherwise 
could not be handled singly, eg, as gems in mountings. 

Mosquera also tells how to correctly judge cutting proportions 
and thus aid in arriving at more accurate estimates of value, here 
referring the reader to die folding engraved plate which shows 
geometric diagrams based on the octahedral crystal of natural 
diamond, its cross-section, various geometrical forms, diagrams 
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of several cut gems, a baiaiice with weights, scales for 
measurement, etc, all aimed at facilitating weight estimation, 
correct cutting proportions, and values. Many tables of weight vs 
style of cut are incorporated tn tlie text with much of the 
information similar to that given by feffries in his A IVmtise on 
Diamonds and Pearls^ 1750, which see, and which may have been 
consulted by Jeffries, although we have no sign that Jeffries even 
knevv of the existence of Mosquera^s book.

The elaborate, annotated catalog of tlic objects of art and 
related objects in the collection of Paulus Von 
Praun(1543-i616), a wealthy tradesman, originally from Niim- 
berg, who assembled his cabinet in Italy, He died in Bologna, 
and after his demise, the entire cabinet was sent back to Niini’ 
berg there to be purchased by Herr Frauenholz, an art dealer. 
According to Furtwangler, Die antiken Gemmm^ 3, 430, the 
cabinet then passed to Sybylla Mertens-Schaafthausen of Bonn in 
1839, at which time it held 1626 engraved gems and 250 en- 
graved pastes. The collection eventually was sold in England in 
1859 and dispersed. In addition to gems, the catalog describes 
prints, sculptures, medals, some natural history objects, manu- 
scripts, and a few printed books. The engraved gems, 80 cameos 
and 1083 intaglios, are described on p 246-388. The two text 
plates arc in this section, both depiaing inscriptions on gems.

The audior, a prolific writer, judging from twelve books on 
medical and scientific subjects listed in the advertisement at the 
end, WTites in an easily understood fashion for the general pub- 
lic. The first cliapter takes up history & properties of the dia- 
mond and includes remarks on its combustibility and doubts 
tliat it was ever manufactured. The second chapter deals with 
geology, the matrix of the diamond, its crystal forms, and con- 
jectures on origin. Sources of diamond in Asia, Brazil, and in 
the Ural Mountains arc described. The third chapter discusses 
cutting, describes several famous diamonds, witli the latter being 
further described in the last chapter. The frontispiece plate shows 
a scale of weights versus sizes of cut diamonds, plus line draw- 
ings of the Austrian yellow, Mattan, Nassak, Piggott, Regent, 
and several other famous stones, including one that appears to 
be the Hope diamond but not so named. An interesting post- 
script records the author’s thanks to many persons who support-

This work is much more than its title implies because of 
sections not relevant to tlte main theme, eg, making jewelry, 
defining troy weight, births tones, general geology of the several 
Australian states and New Zealand, a glossary of geological 
terms, a short treatise on determinative mineralogy, etc* Howev- 
er, most space is devoted to descriptions of gemstones, their 
varieties, origin and geological occurrence, occasionally historical 
notes, and suggestions for lapidary treatment. The arrangement 
is alphabetical, and is followed by the localities information 
which gives in useful detail where the gemstones occur and how 
one gets to the deposits. There is a sub-section on gold and 
anotlier on thermal regions and manifestations of hot spring 
activity. The map guides are inserted here and provide index 
maps as well as detailed colored geological maps which show 
imder lying rocks, cultural features, and mines and mineral de- 
posits. Myatt wrote much of tlie text but parts were contributed 
by others who arc credited in appropriate places in the text. On 
the whole, the best work yet to appear describing gemstones of 
the continent but too much scope is attempted and many sub- 
jects that should have been treated in depth are written off in a 
few words which do more to confuse than to to instruct, for 
example, the contributions on mineralogy, gemology, and gem 
cutting.

Splendidly illustrated work on the underground riches ot 
Saxony but with most space given to fossils, dendritic stones, 
figured stones, etc, despite the fact that the real wealth of Saxo- 
ny lay in its metallic ores. To be sure Mylius docs not neglect 
such ores altogether but they arc not treated in a manner com- 
mensurate with their real value. Anong the highly interesting 
plates in the first part are some fine depictions of dendrites, one 
supplied in pale sepia tinting. The second parr of the work is of 
greatest gcmological interest inasmuch as the first "Relation" or 
account, 28 pages, is on the standard commercial gemstones as 
diamond, ruby, sapphire, and the like, but more importantly, 
provides also a substantial section on the freshwater pearls ot 
Saxony, illustrated with a plate of a typical Unh shell. The 
accxiunts of gemstones are somewhat disjointed and the whole 
appears to be an attempt to attach more importance to their 
occurrences in Saxony tlian they meric. It is not clear if Mylius 
was expert in mineralogy inasmuch as he discusses diamond and 
quartz toge tiler. Many authorities of antiquity are cited, Anong 
die attractive plates are several of quartz- crystal- lined geode, 
quartz crystals on matrix, and quartz single crystals. Rare.

Very thorough, detailed descriptive catalog of the many 
hundreds of objects obtained by Luigi Palma Di Cesnola(i832' 
1904) from Cyprus and eventually acquired by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Ait in New York City. DNB, (Myres), calls it *'an 
exemplary catalogue," and as such it is far more than a mere 
listing. For example, the introduction provides a history of the 
collection interwoven with remarks on the colorful career of 
CesDola and incorporating a brief but valuable essay on the 
history of Cypriote peoples and their cultures, a field in which 
Myres was particularly expert.

This interesting and worthy text is divided into two distinct 
and actually unrelated parts, the first being a course of instruc* 
tion for apprentice jewelers and the second, descriptions of large 
and famous gems. Each part is paged separately, the first written 
as a dialogue between a certain Litofilo^ who asks the questions, 
and the expert, DiadascGlo^ who answers them. During tiie dia- 
logue much is elucidated on the reasons w^hy gems are held in 
high esteem, and giving examples of diamond priccs(taken from 
Tavernier, De Boodt, Mosquera, Dutens, etc), along with com- 
ments on principal gem -producing regions, weight sytems for 
gems, commerce in rough and cut gemstones, forms of rough, 
cutting, hardness, and absence of flaws as vital to final value. 
Following sections describe the gemstones, beginning with a 
large treatise on diamond, then passing on to ruby, spinel, opal, 
sapphire, topaz, zircon, emerald, and others, and including the 
cr)^stalline and chalccdonic varieties of quartz, jades, petrified 
wood, various ornamental materials, stones useful for engraved 
gems, lapis lazuli, aventurine, coral, and the pearl, the last given 
in considerable detail and subdivided according to types of pearls 
and their shapes. All of it is non-tedmical but references are 
made in places to the formal mineralogies of Wailerius, Rome de 
PIsle, and others. The second part of die book describes 26 large 
or tamous gems, each illustrated by an engraving in which 
shadings arc imparted as well as the usual sharp lines of the 
burin. Most of the illustrations are copied from Tavernier and 
include the Grand Mogol and Grand Duke of Tuscany dia- 
monds, among others, and include several examples of large 
pearls. All gems are identified in the text, their weights given, 
and shown in natiu^al size in the engravings.

Careful examination of ancient writings to clarify the etymol- 
ogy of die word "lincurio," in English, "lyncurium," which Pliny 
defined as the hardened urine of the lynx, but which term Nap- 
ione believed may have been derived from amber or another 
mineral found in the Italian province of Liguria.

Garbe’s entire work is reproduced in facsimile, including the 
original titlepage. Garbe notes the lack of any significant mono- 
graph in Sanskrit on minerals but after searching the literature 
discovered Narahari’s treatise. The latter, a Kashmir physician, 
produced a larger work entitled 'King of Dictionaries," of which 
the mineralogical treatise is a part; it was written between 1235 
and 1250 AD, Extracts arc divided into I Metals, II Non-metal- 
lies, and ni Precious Stones, the last occupying p 70-91 of the 
German translation. It contains notes on synonymy, short essays 
on ruby, pearl, coral, emerald, topaz, diamond, sapphire, hya- 
cintli, and cafs-eye, the classic nine precious stones of Indian 
gemological lore, and an essay on their comiections to tiie nine 
planets. Other gemstones are rock crystal, sunstone, "Schein- 
diamant," moonstone, lapis lazuli, and turquoise, all of which are 
furnished with their alternate names or synonyms as used by the 
natives of India, their medicinal or curative powers, and remarks 
on color, quality, etc, Garbe depended heavily on the Mani 
Adala of Tagore, which see, but remarked on its defects that 
required its information to be used with caution. Garbe’s transla- 
tion of Narahari is an invaluable addition to the early Indian 
gem lore and provides a useful supplement to Tagore, Richard 
von Garbe(1857-1927), was a noted Sanskrit scholar and profes- 
sor in the University of Konigsberg.

By far tlie most important compilation on synthetic gem 
materials yet to appear in any language. Especially valuable arc 
short histories which recount past experiments and lead to 
understanding of modern methods of synthesis and how they 
were developed. The first section of two chapters discusses tlic 
begimiings of synthesis, die attributes of gems which encouraged 
attempts to duplicate them, gem -testing techniques, noting that 
these were commonly developed precisely because synthetics 
were created, while the second section treats the classic early 
products beginning with Verneuil’s development of the flame- 
fusion process for corundums, along with decriptions of odicr 
methods for manufacturing corundum single crystals, and infor- 
mation on their appearances and properties. Section three, in 
like manner, treats hydrothermal growth of quartz, four treats 
the highly interesting story of emerald syntheses, beginning with 
die first attempts in late 19th century and tracing developments 
up to date, including the highly successful and profitable meth- 
ods used by Chatham of San Francisco and Gilson of France.

The only book that I know of, yesterday or today, that dis- 
cusses so thoroughly and clearly the astonishingly numerous 
methods and "tricks” that have been used throughout the history 
of man’s acquaintance with gemstones to enhance their appear- 
ance in some way.

This famous book, the only publication of importance by its 
author, is tlie first to attempt an explanation of the tools, acces- 
sories, materials, and methods employed in the carving of en- 
graved gems. The lengthy preface treats many topics as the 
history of the art. Natter ^s opinions on certain gems of the 
ancients, tlieir personal marks, contemporary artists and dieir 
gems, the materials used for gems, etc. The first four plates 
depict the tools of the engraver and the steps required to carve 
intaglios and are inserted in the text section dealing with this 
phase of work. The rest of the book shows examples of engraved 
gems on plates with descriptions in the text. Each description 
indicates owner, actual size(plate figures are greatly enlarged), 
and otlier data. While many hail tlib work as explaining the 
"secrets" of the art, the facts are that crucial detail on how one 
goes about making the carving points and charging them with 
diamond, or how die latter is procured and processed, as well as 
other details necessary to insure success, are all glossed over, one 
suspects more for preservation of the real secrets of the art radier 
than inability of the author to explain them. Nevertheless, for 
one wanting to engrave gems, this book must have offered 
considerable help and certainly was far better than nodiing. C W 
K'm^, Antique Gmts and Bings, 1, 1872, 435-6, provides a brief 
sketch of Natter’s career and works, but witli erroneous date Sc 
tide, and cites diis work as "excessively scarce." Further, p 466-7, 
he states diat it is "valuable as giving the practical experience of 


one of the greatest of the modern practicioners of the art, and 
illustrated with 37 plates tolerably executed. Some of them, 
however, are particularly interesting, as they are given to illus- 
trate the progressive steps by which this artist effected his most 
important copies of celebrated antiques." Furtw^glcr, DU 
antiken Gcmmm, 3, 1900, 414, "contains fairly go^ drawings of 
34 antique and 3 modern gems." Natter’s ability to meticulously 
copy antique gems, and the often imscrupulous disposal of same 
as genuine, is touched upon in Billing^s The Sciefice of Gems, 

1875, 82, where acid comments on such gems sold by the 
"arch -humbug dealer, Baron Stosch," enliven the text. Of the 
two editions, the English is far more difficult to obtain although 
both are truly rare.

Regarding the text prtiper, til is is the first independent gem- 
ological book written or published by an British author. The text 
is distinedy in two parts, die first being a general treatise on 
gemstones in 25 unnumbered chapters, while the second, enti- 
ded "Book of Particulars," contains 89 numbered chapters, each 
describing a gemstone, stone, fossil, or odier substance then 
regarded as valuable and classed with precious stones. Where 
appropriate, each is provided with a note on the dyc(s), foils, 
and bractea {reflecting plates of pf>li.shed metaJ) used to enhance 
color and brilliancy. Here also Nicols gives adulterations, no- 
menclature, varieties, sources, properties (real 8c imaginary f), and 
other useful information. 

The importance of this landmark gemology lies in several 
features among which is the attempt of the audior to provide a 
scheme of classification which largely is taken from Boetius dc 
Eoodt, and as in his Gemmarum^ printed upon a folding table. 
The author also acknowledges using odicr material from dc 
Boodt. Nicols further considers such matters as the origin of 
gemstones, his interest in this being reflected in die poem given 
above, and noting that pearls are generated by the ingestion of 
"pearly drops of chrystall morning dew, drunk in by the shelf 
fish called Scallops, and Cherlpo: and indurated after the same 
marmer diat die Bezar is generated in the beast Bezar, or that 
stones arc generated in the kidneys of man." This statement is 
based, in part, on Pliny. The chemical origin of gems is taken 
from writings of Hermes and Plato and is followed by a short 
chapter on the "place of the birth of Gemms in gcnerall." Next 
he treats physical properties as transparency, color & causes of 
color, hardness, and specific gravity, with remarks on the adul- 
teration and falsification of gemstones and the various methods 
by which they may be enhanced in beauty or brilliance by use of 
dyes and reflective foils. Here too arc several recipes for the 
hardening of soft stones and for imparting or remov^ing color. A 
short chapter sketches the process of engraving gems . Next 
appears considerable material on magical, mystical, and medici- 
nal properties, some of which is scoffed at by Nicols, but at the 
same time admitting that gemstones may be imbued with super- 
natural powers we cannot identify, and if such are present, they 
must be due to the inten^ention of God. This first part of text 
concludes with a "division of gemms" or classification, according 
to the scheme of De Boodt and shown diagrammatically upon 
the folding table. The second, descriptive part begins with 
diamond, to which much space is given, then passes on to ruby, 
spinel, garnet, zircon, aniethyst, pearl, sapphire, opal, emerald, 
quartzes, clny^soUte, topaz, beryl, rock cjy^stai, munerous chalce- 
dony varieties, jade, malachite, lapis lazuli, turquoise, several 
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fossils, coral, amber, jet, bezoar, and others. Several rocks and 
massive ornamental materials are also described. 

On the whole, Nicols’ work is based so firmly upon Boetius 
de Boodt tliat one may be excused for characterizing it as an 
English translation and abridgment, modified with some materi- 
al that has been brought in from other sources and perhaps 
stenuning in part from the author’s investigations. So litde is 
known of Nicols that it is now impossible to say where he had 
acquired his expertise, or even if it was no more than his proven 
ability to read works in other languages, interpret them accurate- 
ly, and synthesize findings into an independent work. A strikng 
feature of his book, perhaps gained from personal experience, is 
his familiarity with the methods of enhancement of gems in their 
jewelry settings, also falsifications and adulterations, all of his 
statements regarding these areas being fresh and authoritative 
and suggesting a recent experience with gems and the manufac- 
ture of jewelry. Much of this information remains pertinent. 

One of the fascinating aspects of the work is its appearance in 
several titular versions without textual change, each tide drasti- 
cally different! Evidently too many copies had been struck off 
and the unsold surplus had to be disposed of in some way. 
According to the British Museum (Nat Hist) Catalogue ^ "the 
above appears to be the original title of the work as first issued: 
the surplus, of unsold, stock seems to have been acquired by a 
London bookseller, who issued it with a new title reading 
"Arcula Gemmea: or a Cabinet of Jewels, etc. 'The remainder 
then passed into other hands, and was issued with another 
tide-page: "Gemmarius Fidelius, etc." A copy of this last tide- 
page was pasted over the original one in the example in the 
Museum." The titles of these later issues are give below. See also 
comments on the work as a whole in Gmtleman^s Majji^ Dec 
1842; Bodleian Lihr Cat; Ferguson Bibl Chemica 2, 138; Part- 
ington Hist Chemistry 2, 103; Adams Birth & Developmefit Geol 
Sci 163-4; Wing N-1145.

Highly derailed, comprehensive, and the first to attempt a 
complete survey of Chinese jades for the benefit of the general 
public as well as connoisseurs. Wlule Goetteb Jade Lore was 
published in die same year, it does not compare in variety of 
information and wx:alrh of illustration- The text begins with a 
brief chapter on the deposits and mineralogy of the jades, fol- 
lowed by several chapters on archaic jades in several d)iiasties, 
and ending with chapters studying and interpreting numerous 
design motifs with many examples illustrated. The appendices 
include comments on the mincralogical methods useful for

The illustrations are generally good but 
lack the crispness of modern work; some color photographs 
appear "adjusted" in respect to hues and may not accurately 
reflect the colorations of original pieces.

The Vetlesen catalog is certainly one of the largest and most 
lavish yet to appear. The hand -made paper is thick, high-quality 
st(x:k, and is interspersed with attractive plates; the letterpress is 
crisp and handsome in style, and also large enough to afford 
easy reading. The splendid leather binding is appropriate to the 
contents. The collection of jades, mostly large carvings of spin- 
adi and other green jades, with some jadeites and hardstones, 
was formally presented by the heirs of Maude MoneU Vetlesen 
to the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D C on February 
5, 1959, and housed in a special rfX>m next to die Gera Hall in 
the Natural History Museum building. 

In his introduction (Vol I) Nott states that "to niy certain 
knowledge no otlier single collection can boast of so comprehen- 
sive an assemblage of jade carvings ranging from the 16th to the 
early 19th century," While the size statement can be argued, the 
fact is that the collection is both large and impressive, consisting 
of 134 specimens altogether. They are carefully described in the 
catalog, often accompanied by considerable discourses on the 
symbolism displayed on them, and the descriptions augmented 
with dimensions, provenances, and other pertinent information. 
Most are illustrated. The first volume contains Notfs essays and 
information on the formation of the collection. It is interesting 
to note til at the second volume contains no essay material, and is 
striedy a catalog, but at some point here, or perhaps after com- 
pletion of work on the second volume, it was decided to expand 
the catalog to three volumes. This explains why the third volume 
resumes widi a large and elaborate statement of symbolism and 
an examination of the sources of such symbols in Chinese 
tradition, religion, and mythology. This remarkable essay spans 
the first 136 pages of the third volume and could be easily 
extracted to stand alone as a separate work. The catalog is said 
to have cost about $500.00 per set to produce at the time; in 
1985 a set in London fetched 18 times diat amount. 


Mrs Vcdcsen’s first husband, Anbrose Monell(d 1921), 
founded Intern ationaJ Nickel, and produced a stainless alloy of 
copper and other elements which was trademarked as "monel" 
metal, finding extensive use in industry as well as in domestic 
applications. It was during her first marriage that Mrs Vetlesen 
collected the jades. Her second husband, George Vetlesen, was a 
wealthy Norw^egian. After her death, no room was available 
among her direc children's residences to properly store and 
cxliibit the collection and It was decided to present it to the 
Smithson!an(sce art Waskm^fton Post & Tim€s Herald^ Feb 6, 
1959).

The title gives little hint that tliis Ls primarily a work on the 
symbolism of Chinese jade similar in treatment to his previous 
Chimse Cuittire in the Arts^ described above. In the introduction, 
Eld red states tliat "tlie author has consistently adhered to the set 
purpose of placing on record a complete interpretation of the 
fundamental origins of the principal symbolic ritual emblems ot 
tlie oldest known Oriental civilization." Accordingly, the text 
treats jades used in funerary ceremonies, stylized representations 
of toob, implements, w^capons, sacrificial & ceremonial objects, 
marks of rank or office, a treatment of a large number of animal 
motifs, and including wild as w'cl] as domesticated animals. All 
of it is interspersed wiffi comments or what even amount to 
short essays related to the subjects, much of it offered in proof 
of Notf s conclusions. This work seems also to have been ig- 
nored as a reference by others writing on jade, eg, Salmony, 
Wills, Hansford, cr al, despite the fact that each of these writers 
also discusses the symbolism of jade carvings. This may have 
been due to the very^ few copies issued but probably reflected 
lack of esteeni for Nott and his works. Despite die possibility 
just mentioned, this work, as in many others of Nott, contains a 
great deal of higlily interesting information; its scientific value, 
or the validity of Nottb conclusions, should be compared to 
those of the more scholarly students of Chinese jade. Good 
illustrations and a well-made book.

Written in simplified language, this book is meant to assist 
anyone working with or selling synthetic gemstones which arc 
creating for themselves an increasingly larger share of the mar- 
ket. Initial chapters defuic crystals, their modes of growth, 
principal methods of syntlicsis, irradiation and coloring of gem 
materials, coatings, and die testing of sudi materials with con- 
siderable discussion of inclusions and the methods of photo- 
graphically recording them. A section of colored pictures shows 
typical inclusions, but curiously, these have been printed upon 
yellowish paper which affects the accurate rendition of color. 

The remainder of the text is descriptive, creating such older 
classical synthetics as corundum and spinel to such modern 
creations as diamond, newer forms of emerald, ruby, and others, 
and many commoner stones as garnets, quartzes, precious opal, 
and mrq noise. There is a useful chapter on assembled stones.

He hints 
at undiscovered fields but gives no advice on how these may be 
located.

ORPHEUS, Pseudonym, fl 4th C AD? 

The fabled Orpheus lived in Thrace about 1200 BC, according to Greek 
legend, and was revered as a poet, musician, inventor, and traveler. Under this 
pseudonym appeared the Lithica of which Thorndike, History ef 1, 293 

states "among poems of some length extant under Orpheus’ name the one of most 
interest to us is the Lithica, where in 770 lines the virtues of some thirty gems arc 
set forth with considerable allusion to magic. Ihc authorship is uncertain, but the 
verse is supposed to follow the prose treatise by Damigeron who lived in the 
second century B.G The date of the poem is now generally fixed in the fourth 
century of our era." In C C Leonhard, J H Kopp & C L Gacrtncr*s Propadeutik (Ur 
Muianlo 0 u^ 1817, 232, which see, we read "the ancient poet Orpheus has ascribed 
to him a still extant poem with the title: [Lithika^ in Greek characters] or about 
stones. It consists of 768 verses. Obviously the content shows that Orpheus who 
flourished about 1255 B.G, could not have been the composer. In the poem are 
advanced the medicinal and chirurgical powers of many stones, which not once 
were known to 'nicofhraslus, Dioscoridcs, Pliny and Galen. In short, from the 
content, the form, the viewpx>int, and the style of this poem, it is most apparent 
that the composer could only have lived long after the birth of Christ and before 
the Emperor Constantine and not long after Empxror Valentine." In respect to 
editions, they give "the principal editions arc: Vcnct.1517.8. - Lodii. 1576.4. - 
Traj.ad Rhcn.1614.4. and 1689.12. - Lips. 1764.8. - Lond. 1781. 8. One of the 
most recent editions is that of G.IIermann.

While devoted to fossils as a whole, this work is of consider- 
able interest to the lapidary and gcmologist because the author 
includes much information on siUcified woods, amber, and jet, 
with remarks on tlieir uses in the lapidary arts! These may be 
found in the first volume in ”letters"(ie, chs) 6, 7, 15, 22, 29-37. 
Parkinson notes the early mentions of silicificd woods by ancient 
writers as Theophrastus, Eratosthenes, Pausanias,and later, such 
autliors as Agricola, Kircher, and De Boodt. He also notes 
numerous localities in Europe, considers carefully the processes 
by which silicification can occur with comparisons of die several 
views held by others in this regard, describes in detail die origins 
and natures of amber and jet, and later digresses into discussions 
of siliceous pebbles and agates, mentioning at the same time 
such materials as tabasheer, opalized wcxxl, precious opal, and 
hydrophane. While his contribudons to the knowledge of amber 
arc not remarkable, his assemblage of information on the many 
types of silicified fossils and other forms of silica is a most 
impressive contribution and easily the largest to be published up 
to the time. Much of it is rewarding reading even now and one 
can only wish that it could be extracted some day and published 
separately. The importance of this work was early recognized by 
Gideon Mantell in his Pictorial Atlas of Fossil Remaifis^ 1850, p 
xiii who remarks "it was the first attempt to give a familiar and 
scientific account of the fossil relics of animals and plants, ac- 
companied by figures of the specimens described." John Challin- 
or. Annals of Science^ 6, 1948, states "its appearance was the 
outstanding event in the history of our scientific knowledge of 
British fossils."

Historical essay on the famous lapidary creations and their 
creators in the Ural Mountains of Russia during the 1 8tli to 
20tli centuries. Major emphasis placed on tlie enormous urns, 
vases, plinths, etc made from native stones and sometimes cov- 
ered with veneers of malachite. Not ignored, however, are the 
many t)pes of smaller objects made from rhodonite, quartz, and 
other gem or ornamental stones. The text traces development of 
the industry, training of personnel 8c craftsmen, sources of raw 
materials, designers, methods of working, and the types of 
objects tliat w'ere made. There is a long list of lapidary masters 
with brief notes on tlieir lives and works, and another list of 
native stones which include aventurinc quartz, lapis lazuli, mala- 
chite, marble, rhodonite, various quartz varieties, and others. 

This is the first modem work in the USSR to adequately deal 
witli the Uralian lapidary industry since publication of A E 
Fersman’s several works touching on the same subject in the 
early years of the Communist regime.

Mendelssohn states that this is "perhaps the best account of 
the early days of tlie Diamond Fields," but his reluctance to take 
a more positive stand is not understood; certainly there is not a 
work written in this period that surpasses or even equals it for 
scope and detail. If any criticism is to be leveled at Payton it 
sliould concern his inclusion of tw^o diaries of ship transits to 
and from Africa which are interesting and amusing to be sure, 
but add notliing to die core matter. The text is in four parts, the 
frrst, of 10 chapters, providing a general acamnt of the discov- 
ery of the fields and events that led to the now famous ’’rushes" 
t(^ the alluvial diggings along die Vaal River and later to the 
"dry” or pipe diggings. At die time die latter deposits w'cre 
completely misunderstood. Payton not only describes die dig- 
gings in Ix^th tv^pes of ground but also die climate, health, sport, 
amusements, etc of die miners, and odier cnviromncntal and 
social conditions w'hich prevailed at the time of his visit in 1870. 
He also describes a recommended "outfit" and a basic expense 
fund that a prospective miner should take to the fields, and notes 
the professions and trades that find ready employment in the 
event die visitor is not interested in active mining. This part 
concludes with a brief account of the annexatkin of die mining 
territories by the British and gives descriptions of diamonds and 
how one prospects for same. The second pan discusses routes 
into die interior and the means of transport while dre tliird part 
treats the life that miners lead, character sketches, how diamond 
buyers ply dicir business, and notes several catalogs of auction 
sales of diamonds. Other businessmen and native laborers also 
receive notice here. The last part is Patton's diary while residing 
in the fields and working in the dry diggings and followed at the 
ctid by remarks on newly- disctivcred gold deposits. The entire 
work is remarkable for its wealth of accurate detail and it re- 
mains today one of the most esteemed of all early accounts of 
life and labors in the diamond fields. Though physically a small 
book, small type enables a large amount of in formation to be 
compressed in its pages. Rare.

The author 
surveys the role of gemstones in medicine throughout history 
with emphasis on the curious lore associated with gemstones. 
The text, in three sections, commences with speculations of the 
ancients concerning the origin of gemstones, magical virtues, 
symbolism, medicinal uses, famous collections of gemstones, 
talismans, etc. The second section describes and discusses ancient 
lapidaries, from those circulated in India to those in classical 
periods thence into the middle ages. The last part briefly sum- 
marizes the therapeutic and magical properties assigned at some 
time or place to each of the gemstones, these being taken up 
alphabetically from ACOFI to ZXJRONISIO and providing a 
rich harvest of terms tliat should please the student of gemologi- 
cal nomenclature. Pazzini’s work is almost unknown but surely 
deserves further study and translation.

This, however, is its first appearance, though not published 
independently, Thorndike, History of Magic ^ 6, 301-2, notes that 
"tills Petrus Arlensis, who is styled a priest of Jerusalem, while 
condemning die "false magic" of the Arabs, approves of natural 
magic and of "holy and divine wisdom." He admits that there 
are many evil characters employed in magic, and that the char- 
acters carved on stones have no power or significance, but he 
approves of Hebrew characters and of the sign of the cross. 
Knowledge of natural magic, he says, is "the contemplation of 
secret things in their natures, properties, powers, qualities, 
substances and virtues/' In essence, the Sympathia discusses the 
possible connections and influences of the seven planets on the 
seven gems and the seven metals, and, presumably, according to 
astrological superstition, tiie wearer of a ring made of the proper 
metal and set with the proper gemstone, and selected according 
to the astrological sign under which birth occurred, being then 
most cfrcctively protected against evil influences. All of diis is 
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visually summarized in the quaint fiillpage woodcut illustration 
on p 259 whereupon are shown the seven appropriate rings: 
turquoise in lead, Saturn; carnelian in tin, Jupiter; emerald in 
iron, Mars; diamond(or sapphire) in gold, tlic Sun; amethyst in 
copper, Venus; magnetite in mercury(sic), Mercury; and rock 
crystal in silver, the Moon. The text contains ten chapters de- 
scribing in detail all the gems, metals and planets and intercon- 
nections, and tediously citing ancient beliefs in tlic nature and 
powers of the substances involved, their choice and preparation, 
die specific uses for the combinations named, and ending with a 
chapter on natural magic and die supposed magical value of 
inscriptions on gems. One of the most remarkable features of 
the work is die lengths to which the author carries what can 
only be described as sheer speculadons in the power of the 
substances treated. Concerning magical powers of inscriptions 
on gems, see P J Mariette, TraitS des Piares jjrav^es^ 1, 1750, p 
249 which discusses the present work.

properties, color, fracture, etc. The next chapter deals with 
chemistT)' but is largely a discussion of previous experiments on 
the combustion of diamond and speculations as to the possible 
presence of impurities which may give rise to color in particular. 
The question of impurities is further developed in the next 
chapter in which all types of inclusions are described. Next the 
diamond occurrences are discussed and satellites described. A 
very short chapter describes recovery of diamonds from alluvial 
deposits and is followed by speculations on the origin of 
diamond in which several current views are compared.

The author’s lifelong encounters and studies in stones, gem- 
stones included, in which lore and magic are emphasized rather 
than "hcxagonalen Systemen oder von Diinnschliffen die Rede 
war."

1465?', remains ''the nio&i popular natural history ever published," accordirig to E W 
Gudger, in Jjv, 6, IS, 1924, 269-81, who records no less than 190 editions that 
appeared in the 1 5th century, followed by others in the succeeding centuries for a 
total of 222 editions, and who states that there may be more that he was not aware 
of at the time. By far mt>5t editions arc in Latin and otdy several arc in modem 
languages as will be noted belcw^. For a survey of some editions from 1800 
onward, and references to commentaries on Pliny's tKX>k, or parts thereof, sec H L 
Eonnici:: ’’Bibliographie de I'Histoirc Naturcllc dc Pline rAndcn," in CoiUnim 
d^Etudes Socictc deg Etudes Latines, Paris, Seric Scientifique XXI, 1946, 

f^lPi p 54-5 dealing with studies and commentaries on Book 37, concern- 
ing gemstones. However, the latter cannot compare in fid I ness of information or 
critical study with S H BalPs /I Rmmn Book Precimi Stotm^ 1950, which devotes 
itself entirely to Pliny's accounts of gemstones. Some uselul remarks may also be 
found in F D Adams’ Birth and Devekpm^nt the Sciences^ 1938, 36-7, 

and in ihc extended treatmeru: on Pliny's book by L Thorndike, Hiftoty 
and Expmfn^ntal Science^ 1, 1923, 41-99, in which, however, Ihomdike dwells 
tnainly on the role of gemstones in magical practises.

Arabic, Pliny’s life is dealt with adequately in many other places, a fine account 
being converiiently available in the Entyclopacdia Brittanica, I960, in which due 
space is accorded to the Nalumi hittory itself 

The work is an encyclopedic compilation of all that Pliny could disetrver about 
nature, natural objects, productions of nature, pJienomcna, and the things made 
from riaUiraJ firoductiona of the three kingdoms, much of it culled from previous 
writings that Pliny had access to but mtisl of which are now lost. These references 
are listed in the opening of the book. Ihomdikc, ibid, 43, states that "its thirty'- 
sevtn books, written in a very compact style, constitute a vast collection of the 
most miscellaneous information. Whether one is investigating ancient painting, 
sculpture... or any of a number of other topics; one will find something concerning 
ail of them in Pliny," and further, "the Natural History is a great storehouse of 
misinformation as well as of information, for Pliny's credulity and lack of dlscrinh- 
nation harvested the tares of legend and magic aJor^ with the wheat of historical 
fact and ancient science in his voluminous granary (ibid, p44)/ Other commeiiia- 
tOTS have been far less lenient in their criticism, Charles Singer, Mifgk to Sdenee^ 
1928, p 178, called the natural history "scientifically worthless," but a more m<xlem 
view by H Rackham, in his introduction to the Loeb iJbrary translation, voJ 1, p 
tx, states that "it is a mistake to undciraie the value of his work. He [Pliny] is 
diligent, accurate, and fixe of prejudice. Though he had no considerable firsthand 
knowkc%e of the sciences and was not himself a systematic observer, he had a 
naturally scientific mind, and an unaffected and absorbing interest in his subjects. If 
he gives as much attention to what is merely curious as to what has an essential 
importance, this curiosity has incidentally preserved much valuable derail, especially 
as regards the arts; moreover anecdotes that used to l?e rejected by critics as 
erroneous and even absurd have now in a not a few cases been corrotx>fated by 
modem research." In any event, it is undisputed that our knCAvIcc^c of ancient 
gemolcgy is solidly based on die last book, Book 37, in his treatise. Indeed as 
consultation of the many older gcmolqgicaJ treatises confirms, none cciuJd have 
been written without the information contained in the Natuml History.

The most comprehensive, carefully researched, and endless 
source of information on turquoise ever published, and with an 
unparalleled bibliography leading to far more information, if so 
desired. B Laufer’s Notes on the turquois in the East, 1913, which 
sec, perhaps offers the next most important contribution to the

All the front matter of 5 1 unnumbered pages is studded with 
references to the earnest endeavors of those who made this 
reprint possible, but not satisfied with the mere reprinting, they 
engage in profuse self-praise, use affected language, insert Span- 
ish colloquialisms, and only occasionally provide some useful 
information especially on recent turquoise literature and a list of 
modem mines & prospects. The first color plate, for example, 
portrays two persons connected with the reprint which adds 
nothing to the book when a portrait of Pogue would have been 
better and more meaningful. The rest of the added color plates 
are mostly photographs of Indian woven blankets upon which 
arc spread barely discernible specimens of rough turquoise and 
turquoise-set jewelry. The entire production is garishly bound 
and surely detracts from the importance of the fundamental 
treatise. A serious mistake is the placement of Pogue’s color 
plates on the pastedowns which means that in time they will be 
marred or entirely lost.

An extremely important work which is esteemed for its 
accurate statement of the everyday knowledge possessed by 
jewelers and experts in gems in France of the 18di century but 
perhaps even more highly valued for its many hundreds of 
carefully- drawn and engraved jewelry designs which appear upon 
the plates. Apparently these were designed by Pouget, the noted 
Parisian jeweler, and engraved on copper by Mademoiselle 
Raimbau whose name appears upon the first plate. No less than 
30 types of jewelry are listed in the text, including 6 orders of 
chivalry and various large and ornate "bouquets." 

The work begins with a preface that extols the arts of the 
jeweler, especially as practised in France, and then gives a 
lengthy poem on the discovery of fire, and passes to a listing of 
jewel- gems in two categories of esteem, with a list of other 
lesser- valued gemstones. There are also lists of gemstones in the 
High Priesfs breastplate and the stones assigned to zodiacal 
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signs, plus a short hisrorical note on the uses of gems. The 
descriptive text takes up diamond, ruby, spinel, topaz, sapphire, 
emerald, d’emeraude," amethyst, aquamarine, opal, 

garnets, zircon, peridot, turquoise, pearl, coral, amber, jet, strass, 
agate, sardonyx, carnelian, jade, bloodstone, various chalcedonic 
quartzes, lapis lazuli, rock ciy^stal, fluorite, marcasite, alabaster, 
porphyry, and marbles. Otlier gemstones are occasionally includ- 
ed under the above Iteadings, but sometimes misleadingly as in 
the case of '‘oriental" topaz, a sapphire, described along with tlie 
genuine topaz. Following this large and important section, 
Pouget furnishes descriptions of the metals employed in jcw^clry 
and including copper, iron, tin, lead, mercury, and the lode- 
stone. An interesting group of small woodcuts depicting the 
Grand Mogul, Duke of Tuscany, Sancy, and Regent diamonds 
appear in the diamond discussion and are among the earliest 
such pictorial representations to be found in the gemological 
literature. 

Following the above, there appears upon p 35-9 a "Catalog 
of Authors Who Have Treated Precious Stones," which Includes 
comments upon the works of Theophrastus, Dioscorides, Pliny, 
Marbod, Dolce, Rueus, Bocrius De Boodr, Clave, Jeffries, and 
others. The next section, a large one, lists flic principal European 
orders of chivalry by country', then describes the most important 
jeweled badges. Closing the text arc notes on prominent gold- 
smiths of Europe, the six merchant guilds of France, a descrip- 
tion of the plates (very brief), and several verses of poetry from 
Voltaire, witli an addenda of Maltese chivalric orders omitted in 
tkc text.

Cabinets, including the Volume, each Series £ 4 4 0 [and] In 
Mahogany Cabinets 5 5 O." According to S Reinach, Pierres 
gravies ^ 1895, p 154 footnote, the above work was also issued 
complete, in one volume of XXXIV, 775 p., "not accompanied 
by illustrations/' 

An extended notice of Poniatowski^s collection appears in C 
W King^s Handbook of Engraved Gems^ 2nd edit, 1885, 193-7, 
who calls it ^'the most audacious fabrication to be met with in 
die history of antique art." The circumstances are these. When 
the Prince inherited the collection of 154 engraved gems from 
his uncle, Stanislas, the last King of Poland, all were deemed to 
be masterpieces of workmanship and unquestioned antiquity, 
according to King. However, for reasons that remain unclear, 
Poniatowski commissioned many more gems, generally large and 
fine, from Italian gem engravers of the first rank, inserting these 
into the collection with f^e signatures on them of ancient 
engravers, and then claiming them to be genuine antiques. After 
discussing the reasons for forgery, King goes on to say about 
Tyrrelfs photographic catalog, decribed below, that "one cannot 
but be amused at the blind faith of the parties, who (1853) took 
die pains to publish an erudite description, at an enormous cost, 
of these now discredited forgeries, illustrated with elaborately

In the foreword, the autlior states that the publisher asked 
him to produce a new edition of Schwahn’s Pr'aktischen Edslstmh 
kufide^ which see, but he concluded that complete reworking of 
the text would be necessary. Comparing the present text with 
that of Schwahn it is readily apparent that little remains of the 
original and that actually this is a new work rather than a revi- 
sion. Produced in the German Democratic Republic, the text 
reflects the tendency of writers in Communist regimes to delve 
deeply into scientific matters as applicable to gcmology, and 
suppress what seems to them frivolous or superstitious. Conse- 
quently, the first general part is considerably more technical than 
found in Schwahn while the descriptive portions emphasize 
technical aspects also and are illustrated with many photographs 
and crystal drawings supplied by Prokopowicz, with many 
borrowed from A E Fersman’s Verstmidlkhe Min£ralq0ie. The 


color plates arc the same as in Schwahn, On the whole, the work 
is considerably improved and more valuable.

Thoroughly fascinating, valuable history of the famous jewel- 
ry house of Tiffany & Company, New York City, established in 
1837 by Charles Lewis Tiffany(1812-1900) and John P Young, 
and continuously operated up to now.

A great deal of information of a non -technical nature on 
chalcedonic varieties of quartz is here assembled and presented 
in easily-read language.

The author takes pride in 
having received "no personal help of any kind, except in,,, secur-

Perhaps as a result of this independence, the work displays 
considerable repetition and some inaccuracies that could have 
been eliminated by a careful outside review.

An excellent, largely descriptive and non-technical work on 
gemstones which for many years enjoyed top position among 
French language gemological treatises. Despite its age, it still 
proves to be rewarding reading and one that is recommended as 
a permanent reference. The opening portion of text treats briefly 
the formation of gemstones, the beauty & fascination of gems, 
history of gems in antiquity, the stones of the High Priest’s 
breast plate, rarity & pricing, imitations, and other topics of a 
general nature. There follows a large description of the diamond 
which is perhaps the most valuable section of the book and 
which provides good information on famous diamonds and 
jewels in which diamonds were a prominent part. Principal 
gemstones are treated next, from the corundum gemstones to 
chalcedonic quartz, and including nacre, pearl, coral, amber, jet, 
ivory, gold, silver, platinum, and, remarkably, the then-rare 
aluminum which found some use in modish jewelry for a few 
years until improved recovery methods enormously increased 
supplies. A final section provides a history of the principal types 
of jewelry from rings to diadems and ornaments of heraldry. 
The frontispiece color plate, rather poorly done, depicts rough 
gemstones, also native gold and silver, and is characterized by 
feeble and sometimes inaccurate colors. On the other hand, the 
vigorous, handsome wood engravings are excellent and depict 
mining scenes, snow crystals, the famous cave of smoky quartz 
crystals found in the Swiss Alps near Tiefengletscher in 1 867, 
jewelry, engraved gems, etc.

The appendixes are 
an alphabetical Ust of minerals & varieties, including gemstones, 
with synonymy, cliemical formulas, colors, etc, followed by a 
glossary with the terms borrowed from A H Fay, A Glossary of 
tlie Mining and Mineral Industry, US BuMines Bull 95, 1920, 
and Webster JMrd Nm Internutioual Dictmmry. The third 
appendix lists reference libraries and museums in the USA; tlie 
last appendix is a bibliography, 684-90, 122 entries. As usual 
with bcx)ks of this kind that cover so many areas of knowledge, 
only brief remarks can be made and hence the m formation is 
fragmentary at best.

C W King, Antique Gems and Rin^s, 1, p 467, provides a 
good summary of thb w^ork - "by the learned Raspc, written as 
an explanatory catalogue of the 15800 pastes made by Tassie 
from gems of all classes and periods. A most serviceable com- 
mentary, illustrated with short dissertations upon the history oi 
the different series, and the myths of the more interesting de- 
signs, interspersed with curious remarks upon the artists and 
collectors, making the work still an invaluable companitm and 
guide to the study. The numerous plates, by [D ] Allan, of 
Ediiiburgii, are etched in a very sketchy style, but are done widi 
considerable taste, and an accurate understanding of the subjects 
to be drawn. From their slight depth, these engravings are often 
in very poor condition, which has given rise to the unfavourable 
opinion generally entertained of this work." Vinet, 1641, notes 
that Raspe apologizes for his "bad French" but does not excuse 
"his lack of decency and good taste in the explanation of sca- 
brous subjects," perhaps referring to certain of the gems which 
attracted the attention of Goodland, BMwgr Sex Rites^ p 501. In 
comparison to King^s favorable remarks, and as may be expect- 
ed, ^ose of A Furtwangler, DieAiitiken Gmmen, 3, p 420 are 
condemnatory, noting that the text is accompanied by "54 badly 
drawn plates" and that it is "scientifically worthless" and "true 
criticism is absent even though the author gives die appearance 
of being critical. " See abo the remarks of the Zazoffs, Gemmen- 
sammier^ p 171-4. 

The text in parallel English & French columns provides firstly 
a general treatise on engraved gems, touching upon many topics, 
but not exhaustively, and followed by the catalog proper which 
occupies most of the first volume and all of the second. The 
catalog is followed by a supplement of additional gems, a useful 
list of the cabinets in Europe with names of their proprietors, a 
list of celebrated gem engravers, inscriptions found upon gems, 
the principal subjects portrayed, paste replicas of portraits issued 
by Tassie, and a table of concordances. Tlie plates present several 
to as many as a dozen examples per plate, ranging from Egyp- 
tian subjects through several plates of cylinder seats, into en- 
graved gems of classic to modern times. 

The Tassie reproductions owe their existence to the discovery 
of readily fusible lead- potash glass, called by Tassie "white enam- 
el composition," and dbeover^ shortly after 1763 by James 
Tassie and Henry Quin, a physician who amused himself in his 
Sparc time by making imitations of antique engraved gems in hb 
laboratory. According to DNB (Tassie entry), ^Tassie varied the 
colour of his reproductions with great skill, made them opaque 
or transparent, and imitated the varied layers of a cameo." In a 
related field, "he supplied casts to Wedgwood and Bentley for 
reproduction in Wedgwood paste, and most of the cameos 
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named iji Wedgwood’s catalogue of 1773 were casts from 
moulds supplied by him." In this work, James tassie was joined 
by William Tassie, a nephew. The Tassie reproductions were 
executed with taste and skill and were sold in large numbers. 
Catalogs, although not incorporating as much detail as in the 
present work, were regularly issued, the first, of gems, in 1 775 
containing 3,106 items, and by 1781, the collection had grown 
to 20,000. The work of the factory was continued by William 
Tassie and catalogs were issued in 1816, 1820, and 1830. Cf 
DNB; The Gemm, 30, 1961, 36-7. 

James Tassie was born nr Glasgow in 1735; he studied 
modelling in Poulis Academy, Glasgow, afterwards traveling to 
Dublin in 1763 to become laboratory assistant to Henry Quin, 
MD, wherein the paste composition was discovered. Eventually 
he settled in London, where he died in 1799, His nephew, 
William, born in London 1777, succeeded to the business upon 
die deadi of his uncle, continuing same until retirement in 1840; 
he died in 1860.

In this valuable critique, Reinach provides short studies of the 
major engraved gem collections and the associated published 
works, as noted in the title above, along with remarks on the 
histories of the collections, their subsequent fates or dispersals, 
etc, supplemented by catalogs of the major gems in each and 
plates to illustrate same. The latter are reproduced from illustra- 
tions of the original publications. All in all, a most useful sum- 
mary of the works in question, many of which may not be 
readily accessible to students of engraved gems. Reinach criticiz- 
es each work, and provides useful additional detail which he has 
been able to unearth from other sources, thus providing a fund 
of knowledge which would be difficult to match elsewhere, at 
least insofar as the specific works named above are concerned.

In the preface to this remarkable and valuable work, Remus at 
explains his scheme of presentation and addition ally furnishes a 
brief hbtory of modern Khotan, or Hotien in Chinese, its loca- 
don and geography, remarks on previous writings concerning 
diis oasis town in SW Smkiang, located 160 miles SE of 
Yarkand, and a vague reference to die Chinese original from 
which the first part of the text is translated (see Hansfbrd*s note 
below)* Thus the first part of text takes up the history of 
Khotan from the Han Dymasty to end w^ith the Ming. However, 
die second part is of far greater interest to the student of jades 
l:>ecause of the raw nephrite found in the form of pebbles in the 
streams around Khotan, and under the name "pierre de Kasch," 
or "antique jasper," distributed diroughout Asia since earliest 
times. 

Remusafs discussion is largely etymological in its attempt to 
trace die real nanie or names applied to the nephrite jade by 
sifting through an enormous number of terms believed to have 
been applied to die same material, or perhaps other dense types 
of rock in various countries by various peoples and at various 
times, dius clearing up the confusion that has attended the 
identification of die true jade of ancient China. Many accounts 
of travelers into China are cited, including Marco Polo for one, 
and what dicy had to say about nephrite. Similarly, Remusat 
cites his own contemporary scientists who provide clear- cut 
identification of Khotan nephrite, eg, Klaproth and Cordier. 
Virtually notiiing is said about the collection of pebbles or 
mining in situ although several sources are identified and the 
color-ranges of the materials described. Much space, in contrast, 
is devoted to tracing early statements that inferred that die 
fabled murrhine vases of antiquity were made from nephrite, but 
Remusat concludes that they were not* In a brief section at the 
end, Remusat concludes "the names iUj kasch j and jaspe arc three 
forms of the same name, designating a substance valued at a 
high price in Asia..* the substance is our oriental jade, its source 
is die Himalaya Mountain... furthermore, it is today an object of 
commerce of which the principal mart is Khotan"(p 238-9).

Clearly and delightfully written discourse on engraved gems 
which is chiefly valuable for its practical information on the 
equipment and methods of the gem engraver and based on the 
author's own practice of the art. The first part is a concise histO' 
ry of the art throughout the ages with remarks on seal cylinders, 
famous gems and their engravers, later developments in the art, 
especially among Mediterranean cultures, modern work and 
modern artists, and collectors and collections. The second part is 
practical and describes the techniques and tools used by modem 
engravers, it being notable diat the author was "ejctremely fortu- 
nate from tlie fact diat my grand fatiier, my father, and two of 
my uncles were all experienced Intagho engravers,” thereby 
enabling this work to be written with the requisite authority. 
Renton tells how the engraver commences his work, the tools he 
uses {illustrated), and the manual movements he employs to carve 
away the stone. He also describes in considerable detail his own 
successful attempt to engrave a diamond to dispel the widely- 
held notion that this gemstone in unengravcable. The tinted 
plates depict cylinder seals, modern seals, and engraved gems, 
but the latter arc better shown on the 15 fillip age illustrations, 
each with one gem, considerably magnified. A valuable work 
and providing some help to the beginner vvho \\ashes to engrave 
gems, but at the same time he must understand that Renton's 
instructions are stated only in general terms despite the impres- 
sion given by him in his preface that he rev^eals all.

In these two uniform volumes Richter presents "the first 
comprehensive book on the subject since Furtw^gler’s monu- 
mental work published in 1900 \Die antiken Genimen\^' which 
claim seems exaggerated as do those made for the nearly con- 
temporary w'ork of Boardman, w'hich sec. The material is ar- 
riinged chronologically, with an introductory chapter for each 
period, preceded by a general intrcxluction dealing with the uses 
of engraved gems, tlie choice of designs, the materials used, the 
technique, and the information we have about the artists." 
However, to avoid needless repetition, the introductory matter 
in the 2nd volume is much reduced and the reader is referred to 
the first volume where it is to be found in extenso. In this 
volume we fuid a good discourse on gem engraving technique 
and referencing the treatises of Natter and Mariette, but all of it 
is very brief and not meant to be of practical value. The descrip- 
tions of materials stresses the importance of members of the 
quartz family, with remarks on other species and with two 
excellent color plates showing 38 engraved gems of quartz, 
peridot, lapis lazuli, beryl, and others. The introduction to the 
first volume also provides valuable comments on gem engravers 
and their signatures, the appreciation and collecting of gems, 
forgeries, and close relationships between engraved gems and 
coins & medals. The texts of teth volumes systematically de- 
scribed the major pieces preserved in museums & collections 
aroimd the world, giving for each the material, dimensions, 
provenance, subject, etc, and references to works in which they 
w'ere published or described. The gems are shown on the plates 
usually from photographs of casts which show detail better than 
actual gems in many instances but with a small photograph 
alongside of the gem itself in actual size. The bibliographies 
include independent works and articles but the latter (irritating- 
ly) arc without full paginations. Both books arc made from 


high-quality materials and are attractively designed, carefully 
printed, and stoutly bound; they should physically last a long 
time as well as endure as valuable references.

The author, a sociologist & educator, and graduate of Lon- 
don University, states that "most books about early Kimberley 
are based on the memoirs of old diggers. I have found these 
books, and their sources, extremely unreliable. Biographers of 
the diamond magnates have relied almost entirely on such mate- 
rial and have often been led sadly astray. Important events in the 


lives of Cecil Rhodes, Barney Barnato and the Joel brothers have 
never been disclosed; there are no informed critical studies of 
J.B. Robinson and Alfred Bcit(p 307)." Furthermore, Roberts 
found contemporary sources, among tliem, newspapers, "excep- 
tionally informative," and the present study therefore rehes 
heavily on such sources for much of its new infonnation and the 
correction of erroneous statements previously published. 

In his prologue, Roberts provides a concise historical sketch 
of the early diamond finds, among them, the Eureka and the 
Star of South Africa, which discoveries helped set off the rushes 
to the alluviaJ or "river" diggings and resulted in die first in situ 
discovery of diamonds in Coieberg Kopje. Part 1, entitled 'The 
Diggers," covers exploitation of alluvial deposits and provides 
biographical information on J E Robinson as well as remarks on 
the first appearance upon the scene of Barney Barnato, Harry 
Barnato, Cecil Rhodes, and others, setting the stage for the 
dramatic events when in situ deposits were found and their 
nature recognized. Part 2, The Miners," now gives the history 
of the great pipe mines and how they were haphazardly exploit- 
ed at first and how major figures such as Louis Cohen, Isaac 
Joel, Robinson, Alfred Beit, Barnato, and Rhodes became in- 
volved in their mining. The principal tlieme is the series of 
events that led to buying up all claims on the pipe in order to 
allow efficient, systematic opencut mining, and the formation of 
De Beers Consolidated Mines. In Part 3, The Magnates," the 
further careers of Barnato, Rhodes, Robinson, and others, are 
traced, now more often in respect to gold mining on the Rand 
and in politics. 

An excellent work but perhaps taking in too much of history 
to do justice to aU the major figures involved but nevertheless 
introducing a great deal of new information, particularly for J B 
Robinson whose personality, activities, and influence form 
continuous threads throughout the narrative.

In her iniroduction Robertson points out errors & inadequa- 
cies in several major works %vhich purport to present accurately 
the early history of the diamond fields of Soudi Africa, among 
dicm the great work by Gardner F Williams, and the books of 
George Beet. It is claimed that these works were based on 
"secondary" sources ratlier than upon the "primary" sources that 
she intends to explore; these are noted in the introduction, also 
in the bibliography, and include public and private papers writ- 
ten at the time when the described events were taking place. 
Accordingly, the present text, highly interesting and certainly 
valuable, consists of numerous extracts from correspondence, 
records, and the like, interspersed with Robertson's comments. 
Much Light IS cast upon the crucial period of diamond discover- 
ies and the launching of the diamond industry. The photographs 
are mostly of persons connected with said events, while the 
endpaper maps show a broad view of South Africa and a de- 
tailed view of tlie early diamond fields.

Already a famous mineralogist, Gustav Rose was chosen by 
Alexander von Humboldt( 1769- 1859) to accompany him on his 
scientific expedition through die realm of Tsar Nicholas 
1(1796-1855) in the year 1829, Humboldt leaving Berlin on 12 
April and returning 28 December. Rose was responsible for the 
acquisition of mineralogical information and geology, and for 
keeping die journal of the expedition. The present work is his 
official account of the journey interspersed with his rn'ineralogih 
cal/geological observations, of which there are many, and often] 
in careful detail and stressing the unusual or remarkable. Rose 
appreciated gemstones and for this we can be grateful for much 


information he includes on the gemstones of Russia, where they 
occur, how mined, and other remarks of value. Particularly of 
interest is his account of amber recovery from the Baltic Sea 
shoreline, and details on its sorting and marketing, with sharp 
remarks on the activities of the amber monopoly. Mineral collec- 
tions in St Petersburg, in which are contained gem crystal speci- 
mens, also the Shah and Orlov diamonds, are described, with 
these famous stones being figured on one of the plates and 
therefore becoming one of the earliest reliable representations of 
same. Other descriptions include the gemstone deposits around 
Ekaterinburg, now Sverdlovsk, in the Ural Mountains, its lapi- 
dary establisliments, and the alluvial diamonds of these moun- 
tains, to which considerable historical detail is devoted. While 
the gem-bearing deposits of Mursinka receive good coverage 
only a brief account is given of the emerald mines. Rose also 
includes excellent accounts of the lapidary plants noted for their 
creation of large objects of ornament from a variety of attractive 
stones at Kolyvansk in the Altay Mountains. In the second 
volume of his treatise, he describes the pegmatite gem deposits 
of the Ilmen Mountains, a deposit of aventurine quartz, the 
famous colored jaspers of the Orsk area, and gives a short but 
excellent account of the discovery of the alexandrite variety of 
chrysoberyl in tlie emerald mines. A systematic review of the 
mineralogy of the regions visited also appears here on p

According to the preface, the translation from the German 
was begun by Repp who could not finish tlie work; Morren 
took over past p 224 and brought it to completion. 'The origi- 
nal forms part of Roscnmiiller’s "Biblische Naturgeschichte," 
being the first half of the fourth volume of his "Handbuch der 
Biblischen Altertumskundc,”... Like all of die Author’s writings, 
it will be found to contain manifest traces of erudite research 
and discriminating judgment.” In another place, "the Bdolach or 
Bdellium of Gen.ii.l2, which is by some held to be a precious 
stone, was by Rosenmiiller considered to be the pearly and 
therefore finds a place in his Biblical 2Soology, along w'ith the 
Ranwth or Coral." In the body of the work, section 2nd, "Stones 
and Rocks, p 14-25, and section 3rd, "Precious Stones," 26-45, 
are mainly of interest, and while die latter is brief, it remains one 
of the indispensible sources of information in any serious study 
of the famed breastplate of Aaron and the identities of the 
twelve stones inset thereupon. In the stones section arc niiirblc 
and crystal, while in the precious stones section are carnelian, 
topaz, oriental emerald (green sapphire), carbuncle, sapphire, 
onyx, hyacinth, agate, amethyst, chry^solite, bcry^l, jasper, and 
several others. The original Hebrew is given for each, plus 
phonetic transliteration and an etymological discussion, citing, 
where appropriate, odier scliolars in copious footnotes. Addi- 
tionally, die "shamir" or diamond (.>), and the stones composing 
the battlements of the New [crusalem arc described and dis- 
cussed. Despite the importance of diis work it is unaccountably 
rare and seldom referenced in later works in this field.

This excellent work summarizes the history of the Vaal River 
alluvial diamond diggings in the area to the north and northwest 
of Kimberley, South Africa as shown upon the endpaper maps. 

It tells of the first discovery of diamonds, the earliest mining 
efforts, and recounts the great mistake made by Professor James 
R Gregory of England who claimed no diamonds could possibly 
come from the Vaal River diggings, even after making a person- 
al examination of the ground; liis view was shared by Harry 
Emanuel, the London jeweler and writer of an autiioritativc 
treatise on gem stones (which see) and also by the eminent geolo- 
gist, Rtxlerick Impey Murchison, all of whom were soon proved 
mistaken.

It is to be noted that the above copy is treated as if the text is 
in three instead of Wo parts, but in view of the fact that no 
mention is made of it in tlic table of contents, it is problematical 
as to whether Rosnel regarded it as a tliird part or merely as a 
division of Part 2; the latter is my choice because it logically is 
part of the general treatment of gemstones which is the gist of 
Pan 2* 

The first part of this much esteemed and sought for work by 
the Parisian goldsmith is a mining 3c metallurgical treatise in 
which gold, silver, and mercury arc described in respect to their 
mines and methods of mining, purification of ores by smelting 
or otherwise, and refinement of tlie metals. Special emphasis is 
laid upon the mines of the New World and it is this that causes 
the work to be referenced in connection with books on the 
Americas, eg, Sabin 7^29% However, in the second part, which 
includes a short treatise with its own titiepage on the valuation 
of gemstones, we find tJie matter that is of greatest interest to 
the geniologist* This 'part is divided into four books, plus the 
valuation division mentioned, the first book treating the origin 
of gemstones, then describing the diamond, ruby, spinel, garnet, 
sapphire, topaz, emerald, amethyst, aquamarine, opal, turquoise, 
quartz varieties, zircon, chrysoberyd, peridot, and others that are 
considered to be important. The second book treats pearl and 
includes remarks on the fresh -water pearls of Scotland, then 
much esteemed. The third book is devoted to cryptocrystallinc 
varieties of quartz, so much so, that it may be regarded as the 
first "agate" book to be published that deserves the name; it also 
includes descriptions of jades, serpentine, lapis lazuli, and some 
other massive ornamental stones, The last book describes coraL, 
rock crystal, amber, and bezoars. The author apparently was 
familiar w ith sources of gem materials because tlie text is quite 
remarkable for the detail he gives on localities. 

The last part of the book may well be an addendum perhaps 
provided by Rosnel well after setting up and printing off the 
front matter, which as noted before makes no mention of it. It is 
preceded by an inserted title leaf, and then commences with 
page 137* It treats realistically and in detail tlie methods by 
which values are assigned to cut gems of diamond, ruby, spuicl, 
garnet, and others, that b, the gems previously described in the 
first book. It is interesting to note that Rosnel provides a mathe- 
matical system for adjusting prices of diamonds upwards at a 
steepening rate witii increasing weight (p 141 ff) but his meth- 
od, and indeed the book itself apparently escaped die attention 
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of G Lcnzcn, Produktiotis- u Haftdelsjjtschichte d 
1966, p 64 ff, who paid special attention to the price structure 
of cut diamonds from die historical viewpoint. Rosncl’s method 
precedes the publication of the standard method of pricing as 
described by J E Tavernier, Les six voyajjes^ 1676, often cited as 
the earliest publication of the rule, and by far anticipates die 
similar rule published by David Jeffries in his A Treatise on 
Diamonds afui Pearls^ 1750.

Aside from the several major works on Faberg^ by Snowman 
and Bainbridge, this large and detailed treatise provides a third 
major work, covering much similar ground insofar as Faberge is 
concerned, but also including many other jewelers and their 
products working in the same period. For this reason it is almost 
unique and now much more in demand and commanding higher 
prices in the antiquarian market. It is excellent in every respect, 
well -illustrated, and based unon the large and varied collections 
assembled by Post and housed in her estate in Washington, DC. 
"Mrs. Post acquired her first Faberge object in 1927, and in 
1931 her daughter gave her Faberge’s imperial 'Tink Egg" made 
in 1914. Her interest in and systematic study of these art objects 
were given full expression during an extended stay in Russia, 
from 1936 to 1938 [dj]." 

The eight parts treat Faberge and his workrnasters, his Rus- 
sian emulators and followers, the Pan- Slavic Movement in 
metalwork and enamel, Russian imperial portraits, imperial 
mementoes, orders, decorations and prizes, decorations for court 
ladies, and Russian imperial watches. The most interesting 
gemological material occurs in the first part wherein numerous 
items made wholly or in part from gemstones are carefully 
described. However, Mrs Post’s collecting targets were enamels, 
of which far more are represented in the collections. On the 
other hand, the importance of gemstone carvings is acknowl- 
edged by a separate chapter, p 67-71, devoted to them. The 
catalog is also valuable for the considerable biographical & 
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historical information and anecdote given under workm asters, 
donors and recipients, and sources, all of which adds enormously 
to Its reference value. 

In 1969, the press carried the announcement tliat die Smith- 
sonian Institution had accepted the gift to the nation of Posf s 
Hill wood estate and its contents, including the items described 
in this catalog as well as other art treasures. Dillon Ripley, 
Secretary of the institution, tliercupon stated that Hill wood 
housed “die greatest collection of Russian imperial art outside 
Russia.” It seems that the present work was printed in limited 
number; by 1975 it was out of print.

The gemologist interested in the medicinal lore of gemstones 
as it was reflected in the herbals of tlie Middle Ages will find a 
wealth of material herein and the translation of Rosslin’s Kreut- 
terbiich of 1535 which appear on p 51-205. Aside from the first 
chapter, which gives instructions in the art of polishing stones, 
the remaining 92 chapters treat mineral substances in alphabeti- 
cal order, beginning with "adamas" or diamond, and ending with 
"zignites," a stone that b merely said to be "a glass-colored stone" 
by Rosslin. In betu^een are numerous true gemstones, ornamen- 
tal stones, the organic gemstones as pearl, amber, jet, and coral, 
and others, most l:)eing recognizable but a considerable number 
being fitted with names that can no longer be attached to 
known mineral substances. All comments are terse being no 
more than a brief identification followed by supposed healing 
powers. The extensive bibliography b a valuable feature because 
it provides fertile ground for any interested in delving further 
into similar treatises of locating translations and commentaries 
on lapidaries of the period. As Belkin & Caley point out, 
Rosslin’s information on stones was obtained from numerous 
sources before him, and unlike Agricola’s works, contains 
virtually no original material. Aside from its value to the student 
of ancient gemological literature, it ftirnbhes the reader with 
comparbons to other works of the period in order to portray 
medieval thought as it pertained to the mineral kingdom and 
especially in regard to the medicinal lore of gemstones.

The large collection was formed from Dr John 
Himter's{ 1728 -1793) collection, and from calculi purchased 


from the British Museum that formerly belonged to Sir Hans 
Sloane( 1660 1753), and further enlarged by various otlier 
purchases and gifts. The first two volumes do not fonnally 
acknowledge upon the titlepage the descriptive endeavors of 
Thomas Taylor (d 1848), but credit is given in die preface (p vi). 
The introduction provides a concise history of man’s knowledge 
of calculi found w ithin him and in other animals, and describes 
early attempts to examine calculi, determine their compositions, 
and speculate as to the causes of their formation and the cures, 
ameliorations and physical removals of same.

The first edition of a work that Thorndike, History of Magic ^ 

6, 306, states is "in the main... a compendium of past lore with 
little or nothing in the way of personal observation or classifica- 
tion... it is evident that his chief interest is in the virtues of gems 
and that he adds nothing of scientific importance to previous 
works." Thorndike goes on to say that Rueus’ remarks on the 
origin of gems and their occult powers reproduced statements of 
Albertus Magnus De mineralibus^ and as may be inferred from 
the title, "Rueus attempted to recommend his work to Christian 
readers by emphasizing the gems mentioned in the Apocalypse." 
Rueus’ remarks on the creation of Earth arc commented upon 
by F D Adams in his Birth and Development of the Geological 
Sciences^ p 306, J Ferguson, Bibliotheca Chemica^ 2, 302, is of the 
opinion that Rue "believed in the occult powers and actions of 
precious stones." 

Turning to the content, the first book discusses the origin of 
gemstones, their special properties, and the causes to which such 
powers as are attributed to them are due, and cites numerous 
older treatises as authorities for his own statements, always 
stressing the ability of God to confer such powers as these stones 
are deemed to possess. The second book is descriptive, treating 
the characteristics, properties (real & imagined), etc of many 
gemstones, among them being jasper, sapphire, emerald, sardon- 
yx, beryl, topaz, hyacinth, and also pearl, coral, amber, magne- 
tite, actites or "eagle stone," and others of non -gem ilk which 
were traditionally classed with mineral gemstones. Rueus also 
provides an interesting discussion of real versus fictitious gems. 


It must be emphasized, however, that while Rueus believed in 
the occult powers of some gemstones, he did not accept others.

The frontispiece depicts a large opencut 
along the seacoast as another method of reaching the "blue 
ground" layer in which the amber occurs.

A translation and intensive study of an Arabic manuscript 
lapidary in the National Library, Paris, and comparison with mss 
in Hebrew and Latin of similar treatises preserved in other 
libraries. While the supposed author is said to be "Aristotle” it is 
clear that the writing caimot be attributed to him but to an 
unknown author who derived his information from ancient 
Greek sources. The substance of the lapidary is compared by 
Ruska to that contained in Theophrastus’ Peri lithon and the 
mineralogical matter in Dioscorides, along with other compari- 
sons to writings of the Alexandrian School, the gem book of 
Teifaschi, and tliat of Mohammed Ben Mansur.

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RUSKIN, JOHN (1819-1900) 

Brit art critic, connoisseur, author, philanthropist; b London; stud Oxford U; 
noted mainly for his writings on sociolcgicaJ and art subjects. So many biographi- 
cal articles St books were published on him that no extended comment is made 
here except upon his stror^ geological imercsts and the not inconsiderable matter 
bearing on same that came from his pen. Even the extensive article in Du^t^iempy 
Niitwtutl Ei^ffmphy^ approx 22 doublc<olurnn pages, only mcntioi^ in |XiSsiiig his 
interests which included geological studies of mountains, mineralogy^ formation of 
agates, and collect i fig mineral sficcimcns, especially varieties of quarii, tJvc last 
being a lifelong p^irsuit. Also, rather surprisingly in view of his close relations with 
Ruskin, his major biographer, W G ColUngwood, Th^ and Wwii gf 
Rustin^ 2 V, IB98, had practically nothing to say of this side of Ruskin's interests 
andi writings. However, in 1903, he published his Ruikin London, Isbistcr & 

Co, wherein he rectifies this omission to some extent by inserting a chapter, 
entitled 'Ruskiti's Jewels," p 167-78, largely on Ruskiris mineral collcaing activities 
and Specimens, and insetting therein several drawings by Ruskin of native gold & 
silver, etch pits on diamond, etc. Much itK^rc of Ruskin'‘s earth science interests are 
treated in long passages in the introduction, p xvii-bcviii, of E T Cook & A 
Weddetbum^s splendid and unsurpassed The Works of John v 26, 1906. Ibis 

is the only place where I feemd a critical appraisal of Ruskin as a geologist, 
mineralogist, collector, and writer in this area orkncwicdgc. To the credit of Cook, 
who wrote tliose remarks, due weigh: is given not only to the importance of the 
writings but how mudi they were valued by Ruskin himself. Cook makes it plain 
that Ruskin wanted to be recognized as a competent geologise despite his lack of 
formal schooling in the subject, but as we are constantly made aware, the world of 
his time cottstricicd him to the role of art critic and sociological observer and 
almost completely ignored his considerable achievements elsewhere. Cook also 
discusses the unfortunate propensity of Ruslan to criticize the scientific commututy 
whid^ undoubtedly confirmed in its members the view that Ruskin was a dilletante 
and his writir^s and opinions not to be taken seriously. A work entitled The 
Bihtu^^phy gfRwJfcwi, ctc(From 1834-1 SSI), 5tli edit, London, Elliot Stock, nd, 
lists most of Ruskin^E gcological/mincralogical works but omits the collection 
catalogs dcscrilxd bcU^w; it is not included in Kirk H Bcctz''s Jo^m /iKfjbri.- d, 
Bihiu^mpfsy^ 1900-1974, Mctuchen, NT, The Scarecrow Press, 1976.

W G Collingwood, Ruskin’s biographer, writes that Deuca- 
lion "was begun as a companion work [to Fros^pina]., to be 
published in parts, as the repertory of Oxford lectures on Alpine 
form, and notes on all kinds of kindred subjccts"{'i72^ Lifi, 1893, 
p 467 ff). In these essays Ruskin wished to make life out of the 
inanimate and therefore chose the title "Deucalion" in reference 
TO the Greek mythological character who, upon the advice of the 
Delphic Oracle on how to repopulate Earth whose inhabitants 
had been destroyed by a flood sent by tlie angry Zeus, was told 
to cast stones behind him, those from his hand turning into 
males, those from his wife’s hand, into females. Ruskin’s consid- 
erable knowledge of geology and mineralogy is glimpsed in 
several of the essays, notably tiiat in Ch 7, entitled ’Iris of the 
Earth," p 97-139, which deals with "the symbolic use of colours 
of precious stones in heraldry," but rambles on to include much 
interesting matter on agates. It is accompanied by a handsome 
and very realistic engraved plate depicting two fortification 
agates rendered in delicate shades of grayish -blue. Ch 9, "Fire 
and water," 152-70, deals in part with the formation of chalce- 
dony and several of its varieties.

Descriptive catalog of 93 specimens plus "flint- fossil" spcci- 
mcns(nos F 12 to F 23); mainly quartz varieties as flint, agate, 
chalcedony, moss agate, mocha stone, chrysoprasc, jasper, quartz 
crystals, opal, and several specimens of gold in or on quartz as 
well as nuggets and flakes. No dimensions given while localities, 
when given, are unspecific or qualified. Ruskin’s fondness for 
flowery descriptive language is apparent in many entries. Curi- 
ously, and for reasons perhaps based upon personal exp>eriences, 
and despite never having visited either Australia or America, he 
makes derogatory remarks on specimens from these continents 
though it is apparent that his disdain was not sufficiently devel- 
oped to prevent him from acquiring specimens from both. On p 
9, for example, when speaking of chrysoprace[sic], he states 
"found, I believe, only at one place in Europe, and is extremely 
respected by me because it is found nowhere in America." 

At this point I insert remarks on the dispersal of Ruskin’s 
private collection, taken from Ward’s Natural Science Establish- 
ment, Rochester, New York, advertisement on the back wrap of 
The American Mineralogist 10, 8, 1925: 'John Ruskin’s Love of 
art and nature made him a wildly enthusiastic lover of minerals. 
He collected them from Boyhood and gave specimens to no less 
than fifteen British institutions. (The magnificent large yellow 
Diamond octahedron which he gave to the British Museum is 
probably the finest Diamond anywhere on public exhibition)^.

Written by a goldsmith and jeweler of Madrid, this early 
Spanish work is essentially a series of tables to be used by jewel- 
ers, goldsmiths, and otliers in reckoning values of gemstones and 
precious metals according to weight. The introductory matter in 
the first volume provides brief descriptions & notes on diamond, 
ruby, emerald, sapphire, topaz, chrysoberyl, amethyst, aquama- 
rine, opal, turquoise, sardonyx, garnet, zircon, peridot, coral, 
strass, agate, carnclian, onyx agate, jade, jasper, lapis lazuli, 
serpentine, aventurinc, bloodstone, crapDdma(toadstonc, or 
fossil), rock crystal, fluorite, marcasire, and others, and also the 
seven metals, namely, gold, silver, copper, iron, tin, lead, mercu- 
ry, and platina, the last stated to be an ahoy midway between 
gold & silver(l) and at tlie time unrecognized as a distinct 
element. Also in the introduction is a list of previous writers on 
gemology, p L-LU, some rules of subdivision as applied to the 
weights then in use, and specific instruction of how to apply the 
tables which follow. The latter do not give base prices for any 
specific gemstone or metal but arc solely designed to eliminate 
tedious calculations. The engraved plate in the first volume (in 
my copy) is bound-in at p 14 among tables where it is decidedly 
out of place and probably should have been bound-in at p XIV 
inasmuch as it bears figures of famous diamonds, about which 
the text in this place concerns itself, namely, Regent, Sancy, 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, Grand Mogul, and four view's of the 
Orlov, all described and weights given upon p XII-XV. The 
second volume briefly explains uses of tables and tables of actual 
values of gold & silver versus various weights. This valuable 
treatise is described by Maffei & Figueroa, 2, 1 26-7, no 2267.

The tide is mis- 
leading because assaying is treated only in die third part. The 
second part is of most interest to students of gemology because 
of its descriptions of cave dripstones (calcitc onyx), marbles, 
alabaster, serpentine, nephrite, g^'psum, Madagascar rock crystal, 
several varieties of crystalline quartz, including amethyst, many 
chalcedonic quartz varieties, several ornamental & architectural 
stones, and the precious stones as emerald, topaz, zircon, peri- 
dot, sapphire, chrysoberyl, dianiond, ruby, and jade. In most 
instances, descriptions include remarks on sources, varieties and 
chemical composition. Much of die information is inaccurate, 
due to die imperfect knowledge then prevailing on the true 
chemkaJ compositions of many gemstones complicated by 
analytical mediods used by Sage which were said to be less 
careful than those used by contemporary chemists. In the cases 
of chemically stable gemstones as quartz, corundum, and die 
like, then defying any attempt at dissolution by wet analysis. 

Sage presents sheer speculation as to composition, for example, 
in quartz, stating that it is "a salt composed of a vitriolic acid 
and absorbent earth.’* For many other gemstones, however, he 
wisely refrained from making any remarks on composition and 
contented himself with noting behavior when samples were 
strongly heated, thus providing for a number of gemstones some 
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earliest descriptions of fusibility and the alteration of color under 
heat treatment. Sage’s work is important because it marks the 
end of a period when inadequate analyses of the more recalci- 
trant minerals, notably gemstones, were the rule and resulted in 
many curious mis -classifications, particularly among the oxides 
and silicates.

Greatly expanded and reorganized, incorporating many new 
discoveries and again laying great importance on the combi- 
native functions of acids, particularly the acid of phosphorus 
which Sage, p vii-viij, deems to be "I’acide primitif, I’acidc 
universel elementaire.” As before, he considers most minerals to 
be combinations of one or another of the acids then known, plus 
some sort of "absorbent" earth, and in the cases of gemstones (as 
recalcitrant analytically as they were before), the combination is 
of phosphoric acid and some sort of alkali, but for quartz and 
relatives, the combination remains a vitriolic acid and an alkali 
analogous to tartar. Ail of these principles are explained in tlic 
lengthy preface. The original first two parts now appear in the 
first volume, the second being entirely devoted to the ores of the 
metals and their assay. As before, the first part includes descrip- 
tions of jet and amber placed under "bitumens," without much 
change, while the second part, drastically revised, treats all the 
gemstones previously mentioned, often in greater detail and 
including important changes in subject matter. The acidic classi- 
fication scheme of Sage is here reflected by placing minerals 
under the acids concerned. However, carbonic acid, then un- 
known to Sage, is absent with the result that carbonates, includ- 
ing the several varieties of calcite treated in the text, are placed 
under "combinations of phosphoric acid with an absorbent 
earth." In contrast, the sulfate, gypsum, is more or less correctly 
described as a combination of vitriolic acid and a calcareous 
cartli aldiough the table of contents incorrectly lists phosphoric 
acid instead. Unfortunately, this same class also includes such 
silicates as clays, tripoli, schists and slates, serpentines, and 
steatites. A similar error is perpetuated in those classes in w'hich 
gemstones arc included except now phosphoric acid, plus a 
"fixed" alkali, is deemed to be the basic combination.

In the introduction Salmony explains the formation of tlie 
collection and his commissioning by Mrs Sonnenschein to 
prepare the catalog.

The lengthy preface of 30 pages gives much information on 
Biblical gemstones, also magical stones as claimed by ancient 
autliorities, birthstones, and including the poem, "Le Blason de 
la Marguerite,” written by Jean de la Tailie de Bondaroy in 1 574 
(which sec), p XJV-XXI. All of this serves as an appropriate 
introduction to the text which is an alphahetical listing of all 
gemstones and stones said to be magical in their influence, or to 
possess value in the treatment of disease, and even including 
stones til at arc supposed to arouse sexual desire, or, conversely, 
to suppress it.

Very handsome, imaginatively designed book, with the un- 
usual feature of the title being spread over dtree pages. Appar- 
ently this work was meant to be the first of a series of mono- 
graphs on gemstone families but up to date(1988) no others 
have appeared. The first part treats emerald history, in the East, 
as known to Pliny, origin of tlie name, curious lore surrounding, 
famous emeralds, and tlie color and causes. The second part 
describes world emerald deposits with most space naturally 
devoted to the Colombian mines, type crystals, and a discussion 
of trapiche crystals. The third part provides property data, con- 
siderable detail on inclusions in emerald, doublets & imitations, 
and the methods of gemological investigation. Next appear four 
tables of constants of natural & synthetic emeralds, comparisons 
of emerald to other similarly-colored stones or imitations, and 
fluorescence of emeralds from various deposits. The bibliogra- 
phy, unfortunately, is replete with errors in contrast to the text 
which is relatively free of defects. The mostly high quality illus-

Excellent, sdiolarly study of the cultural history of gemstones 
from antiquity to the present. Remarkable for frequent referenc- 
es to classical \TOrks on gemstones in aU aspects, furnishing 
many excerpts, some of considerable length. The text first treats 
materialistic and esthetic values of gemstones witii emphasis on 
magical, medicinal, symbt^lic, and other spirit ial values particu- 
larly as evidenced in early Mediterranean and Near East civilhsa- 
tions, with Schmidt deriving his information from early Greek, 
Roman, and Arabic sources. There follows a discussion of Bibli- 
cal gemstones and tlie esteem of gems during the Middle Ages 
as recounted from Hildegard von Bingen, several Arabic schol- 
ars, Wolfram von Eschenbaeh, and others, and including a 
lengthy treatment on the philosopher’s stone and the significance 
of engraved gem figures. There is also a chapter on Dante and 
his WTitings, particularly w^herc the Divine Comedy is used to 
illustrate die poefs familiarity wixh gemstones and tlms suggest- 
ing the importance of same in the culture of his time and place. 
Another corollary chapter examines the position of gemstones in 
our modern culture. Turning to another field, Selim idt dien 
examines tlie lapidary treatment of gemstones, especially in 
Germany, but rather strangely, this technological chapter is 
followed by a short chapter containing a "consecration" formula 
or invocation for Epiphany in which gemstones arc prominent, 
and a poem on birtlistones by Theodor Korner, p 154-9. The 
appendix contauis a gemstone glossary, with color and transpar- 
ency indicated, the double-page color plate of gemstones(radier 
poor in quality and printed on paper little better than news- 
print), and tables of chemical composition, element symbols, 
and hardness. As i.s evident from tlie bibliography, Schmidt was 
not a stranger to folklore and mysticism because no less than six 
bo<iks on these subjects are included in the bibliography. The 
present work is a fascinating hodgepodge of m formation but 
nevertheless enjoyed a high reputation and is still cited by writ- 
cr.s treating the curious lore of gemstones. However, tew copies 
have appeared in the market, no doubt due to many having 
disintegrated from tlie poor quality of the paper.

In the introduction it is noted that the jade collection assem- 
bled by Alfred Baur(d 1951) of Sw'itzerland, the subject of this 
catalog, is small in size and lacks comprehensiveness, with the 
result that the descriptions are by class of object instead of by 
"stylistic criteria” and "chronology." The introduction also pro- 
vides notes on true jades as well as substitutes as 'Indian jade," 
or aventurine quartz, jade colors, shapes & decoration, of carv- 
ings, technique of carving, styles, dating, esthetic considerations, 
etc. Several line drawings of jade vessel cross-sections appear 
here but arc not repeated in tlic French introduction. The plates 
arc beautiful and the accompanying text, largely in English and 
w^th briefer parallel remarks in French, gives dimensions, nature 
of the material, color, and otlier features of interest, and in some 
cases, line draw^ings of incised or shallow relief work. A few 
drawings are placed upon special translucent tissues that accom- 
pany some of the specially important pieces. Only a few other 
hardstone carvings appear, eg, rock crystal vases, a carnclian 
vessel, and several vessels in agate. All aspects of design, materi- 
als, and manufacture of the book itself are of a high order but it 
is difficult to understand how a "perfection" instead of sewn 
binding was settled upon.

The discovery of the Alexandrian hoard of gemstones and 
other materials, including glasses, enamels, partly- worked, and 
finished gemstones during 1867-9, inspired the present study of 
Egyptian emeralds in a monograph of great historical and arche- 
ological value, not to mention the numerous gleanings of perti- 
nent information from ancient writers who mentioned Egyptian 
emerald. As a result of the discovery of the hoard, a controversy 
arose concerning the origin of the emeralds - were they from 
Egypt or were they from the Urals? Andreas Arzruni, the emi- 
nent European mineralogist, was called in to examine the speci- 
mens and compare tliem to emeralds from Gebel Sahara in 
Egypt and from the Urals. From his examinations, especially of 
inclusions, he concluded that the Alexandrian stones were from 
Gebel Sahara. In the course of his study, Schneider examined 
works by K R I>epsius(1810-1884), a German egyptologist, I^o 
Africanus, Diodorus Siculus, Ptolomy Philadelphus, Solinus 
Polyhistor, Aclian, Lucian, Strabo, Olympiodorus, and other 
ancient writers, and Uxyk much from a treatise on gemstones by 
Masudi(Abu-al-Hasan Ali al-Masudi, d 956 AD) and Achmed 
Teifaschi(13th c Cairo gem dealer), not to mention much later 
accounts of travelers, explorers, and visitors to the Gebcl Sahara 
emerald mines. Among the latter may be mentioned Frederic 
Cailliaud( 1787- 1869) whose account is referenced elsewhere in 
the present bibliography, and who rediscovered tlic emerald 
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mines in 1816. The present account by Schneider is of great 
importance but is rarely mentioned in the ordinary’ gemological 
bibliographies; it deserves translation into English and otlier 
languages.

The forew'ord gives the plan of the work, witli die statement 
that die author colleaed shells for 1 3 years prior to putting pen 
to paper in this treatise entirely devoted to die freshwater mol- 
lusks, especially those living in the waters of Thuringia, Germa- 
ny. In furtherance of his work, he also maintained an extensive 
correspondence with collectors and scientists in other countries 
of Europe. The copper plates were executed by a certain Capieux 
in Ixipzig, who prepared ten of them under direct supervision 
by the audior, but die 9di plate was sent off to another and did 
not turn out as well.

Schwed, born in New York City, educated at Lawrence 
Scliool and Princeton, and at the time of writing, pubhsher for 
Simon and Schuster, which he joined in 1945 after service in 
World War 11, spent almost ten years employed by the Provi- 
dent Ixian ScKiety of New York. He recounts fascinating anec- 
dotes from this period, among which arc many on making loans 
against diamonds and precious stones as securities. All of the 
text is worthy of reading but the gcmologist will be particularly 
interested in the material commencing with page 83 and contin- 
uing into the next chapter (5), entitled 'Tiow to become a dia- 
mond expert," p 92-118, and also Ch 6, "All is not diamond that 
glitters," 119-46. In these sections Scliwcd discusses how he 
learned to become an exj^ert appraiser of diamonds and tlie 
system used in the Society to provide fair loans at acceptable 
risk.

The detail and commentary in this large work reflect the 
author’s meticulous research into the literature and tlius forms 
one of the best works on curious lore of amulets and talismans 
manufactured from inorganic materials that one can find. The 
first and shortest part of the text gives a general history of 
protec'tive devices and substances, embracing natural attributes as 
well as those of supernatural origin. The next part discusses the 
substances, including those taken from the mineral kingdom, 
among such being prehistoric tools and implements, fossils, 
beads made from amber and gemstones, as well as ordinary 
stones and even fossils, while one section, 208-291, is devoted 
to stones entirely, commencing with a general view of the sub- 
ject, ancient stone materials, some of which are now no longer 
identifiable, colored stones, stones vAxh natural holes in them, 
and lastly, certain special stones as agate, alabaster, amethyst, 
and many otliers, among them many gemstones. The supersti- 
tions connected with these are explained. References are fur- 
nished at tlie end sections. The useful illustrations depict many 
types of amulets including those made from minerals.

Comprehensive, yet in enough detail to win quick acceptance, 
this work passed into a number of editions and proved particu- 
larly useful to tradesmen in England and elsewhere, and also 
won a wide following among gemologists. Of the four text 
parts, the first treats jewelry merchandise, the second the materi- 
als used in the fabrication of jewelry, including gemstones, the 
third describes jewelry manufacturing processes, and the last 
discusses practises tliat have proved essential if one is to succeed 
in the jewelry business. Notable is the large wordage devoted to 
gemstones and gemology, chapters 15 & 16, p 182-277, the 
first on diamonds and other top-value gemstones, and the sec- 
ond treating all others, including pearl. By themselves these 
chapters could stand as a satisfactory intrcxiuction to gemology.

The thoroughly remarkable and valuable detailed descriptive 
catalog of some of the specimens in the collection of amber 
inclusions that had lx:en assembled for August the 
Strong( 1670- 1733), Elector of Saxony( 1694- 1733), and King 
of Poland (1697- 1704, 1709-1733), and preserved in the famous 
baroque palace of Dresden known as the Zwinger. This collec- 
tion was partly destroyed in a fire in 1849. J H I..angenheim, 
Harvard U Botanical Leaflets, vol 20, 1964, p 226 claims that 
this is "the earliest work containing figures of plants in amber." 

The first part treats insects in amber, classed as flying types, 
terrestrial, and apodal, and aquatic insects; a supplement treats 
microscopic specimens and others not included in the groups 
mentioned, and also provides a chapter on the falsification of 
inclusions, p 250-8, which includes explanations of the methods 
used to enclose spurious inclusions, and referring to figs 19-22 
and to PI VI which depict several frogs (!), an insect, a fish, and 
a lizard, all mixlem The second part describes plant inclusions 
and also mineral and liquid enclosures, while the third part 
describes those specimens in which inclusions resemble human 
figures, also common objects, landscapes, and the like, and also 
describes some specimens of amber that were worked up into 
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miniature figurines and busts, several of the last shown on the 
fmal plate. A supplement furnishes additional notes to some 
plate figures. Of the 320 objects shown on the plates, many are 
given in different orientations and thus substantially increase the 
actual number of separate engravings over that noted above. 

The history of dte amber collection in the Zwingcr is given 
by Walcher Fischer( 1897- 1979) in '"Das ehemalige Bernstein- 
kabinett ini Dresdner Zwinger,’’ WiszcfmhaftUch^ Bcila0e des 
Dy-esdner Anzei^ers^ Jg 9, vol 8, Nr 44, Nov 1932, 175-6, who 
mentions Sen del’s work as being the first to describe scientificaJ" 
ly the specimens containing inclusions, with additional studies 
towards the same goal by G C Berendt( 1790- 1850) in 1830 and 
1845. Apparently the collection was augmented after Sendcl’s 
death by the specimens from his own collection. Scudder, Eiblio 
Fossil Insects^ 77, notes that "a large part of the book and nearly 
seven of the plates are given up to inseas, but amber and copal 
insects are, as is well known, not distinguished, and the book 
has therefore far less value and interest than it would otherwise 
possess.’^ In this same place, Scudder also gives a large number 
of early reviews of Sendcl’s treatise.

Fully dchghrfril, scholarly work which explores die unicorn 
legend in all its manifestations from antiquity to relatively recent 
times. Simultaneously, Shepard imparts much of value on horn 
and ivory, the forms of w^hich in earlier times may have bol- 
stered the belief in die existence of the unicorn. The first several 
chapters trace the lore of the unicorn in the Far East, Near East, 
the Mediterranean, and in the West, bringing the study up to 
date and then devoting all of Ch 5 to magical & curative powers 
attributed to die unicorn horn. Scarcely less valuable is Ch 6 
which should delight any bibliophile because of Its references to 
many works of past centuries in which the unicorn was des- 
cribed factually \ to fantastically. For examp le(p 1 76 ff) Shepard 
gives an excellent summary of Thomas Eartliolin’s De unicornu 
obsen^ationes nooae^ which work is devoted entirely to what was 
known in the 1 7th century about the unicorn. Here also are 
critiques of works by Sebastian Munster, Conrad Gesner, Andrea 
Marini, Andrea Bacci, Anibroise Pare, De Boodt, and many 
others, which Shepard sometimes examines at sucli length tiiat 


his remarks, in effect, become book reviews. Remaining diapters 
now discuss the information unearthed and provide speculations 
and conclusions, again uith insertion of much useful material fr^r 
the student of curious lore and the gcmologist interested in the 
nature and sources of ivory and horn. Much space is devoted to 
the singular ivory tusk of the narwhal which by protruding from 
the forehead of the mammal appears to be the most logical 
candidate for the origin of the unicorn legend. In addition to a 
brilliant, often amusing text, Shepard provides illustrations 
notable for their variety and interest, with many extracted from 
older works of art in which the unicorn is represented. Captions 
for Pis IX-XVn transposed; while captions read correctly, they 
do not in the notes to the illustrations, p 304; these mistakes 
also present in the USA edit.

Accordingly, the first part of four chapters treats the cultural 
history and the slow accumulation of knowledge concerning this 
mineral, primarily known as a gemstone, from Egyptian dynastic 
times to the present, and commenting upon the roles played by 
beryl in the arts, medicine, religion, and lore. The second part of 
nine chapters gives the natural history, its mineralogy, cutting, 
and the types of deposits in which beryl forms. The last part, 
consisting of Ch 14 alone, 357-609, describes occurrences & 
deposits, mining, commerce, and production of ore and gem 
beryl in 70 countries, arranged alphabetically, from Afghanistan 
to Zimbabwe. These sections are illustrated with appropriate 
photos, drawings, sketch maps, and crystal drawings, as deemed 
useful. Remarks are made on exceptional specimens, gem 
crystals, or crystals of great size. An appendix gives the complex 
nomenclature of beryl which has developed since pre-Christian 
times and includes at least 740 terms, to which 66 references 
apply. In general, references are appended to chapters, and 
altogether it is estimated that text references number 797, with 
1273 references in the localities chapter. There are, however, 
some duplications. The illustrations are diverse, some

A very important book, apparently the first general study of 
opal to be published in Australia. Althou^ it was preceded by 
C F V Jackson’s equally important monograph, Qutemkind Ge&l 
Surrey Rpt 177, 1902, whidi see, the latter confined itself to the 
geology & mineralogy of deposits in Queensland and did not 
delve extensively into the popular aspects of opal as was under- 
taken by Skertchly in his small but impressive work. He treats 
the nomcnclatural problems of opal, varieties other than pre- 
cious, eg, tabashcer, the cause of color play, here essentially 
repeating the hypothesis of Behrens, which sec, the geology of 
the deposits, origin of opal, and the peculiar geological condi- 
tions in Australia where opal is found, opal as a gem, and the 
mystery & poetry of the precious opal.

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simple terms, yet neglecting no important fact, and indeed 
introducing considerable geological evidence gathered by 
Skertchly and by others on the problem of opal formation in 
Australia.

The first edition of a work destined to become the most 
widely- used and respected treatise on gcmology in any language. 
Other works of comparable quality, and sometimes, suf>erior 
coverage, appeared afterwards but none achieved the wide 
circulation of the present work. Following well-established 
arrangement. Smith divided his subject matter into two parts, 
the first treating the scientific aspects of the study of gems, as 
crystallography, optical, physical and chemical properties, the 
means by vi^ich these are determined, and also the technical 
aspects of gemstones, that is, those aspects of primary impor- 
tance to the trade, eg, carat weight, cutting, nomenclature, and 
synthetic & imitation gemstones. The second part is descriptive 
and considers gemstones from the animal as well as the mineral 
kingdoms. These are grouped according to relative importance, 
namely, gemstones truly precious, those that are deemed semi- 
precious, then those that are ornamental and those from organic 
sources. Appended here is a series of property tables, 9 in all, 
meant to aid in the identification of gemstones. Most text fig- 
ures were prepared by H H Fenton, who also prepared the three 
watercolor plates of specimens in the collections of the British 
Museum (Natural History). These are skillfully done and faithful 
in form and color to their originals. The photographic plates are 
generally of good to very good quality and depict subjects from 
illustration of optical principles to scenes at mines, in lapidary 
shops, etc. No bibliography is provided, a serious omission that 
was rectified later.

The purpose of this book is to describe, mainly by splendid 
color photographs and other illustrations, some of the cut gem 
and gem crystal treasures in the collections of the museum, but 
prefacing such descriptions by an excellent survey of the collec- 
tion histories, the persons involved either as collectors or cura- 
tors, a brief history of gems in general, gemstone properties, 
cutting, sources, imitations, etc. The provision of thumbnail 
biographical sketches of personalities, plus excellent photographs 
of them is a valuable feature. The main body takes up diamonds, 
corundums, beryls, and other major species, then passes into 
ornamental stones, and includes organics as pearl, amber, coral 
and jade. At die end the authors describe rare or unusual gem- 
stones. On the whole an interesting and instructive work but 
marred here and there by errors that should have been eliminat- 
ed by more careful proofing, eg, a wrong attribution of illustra- 
tions on the publishing data page to the "Geological” Institute of 
America instead of to the "Gcmological" Institute, and misspell- 
ing of Sinkankas in the bibliography twice.

This is Sommerville’s largest, most elaborate, and most im- 
portant monograph; as such, it completely incorporates the 
content of hb earlier work of 1877 which bears a confusingly 
similar tide. As b readily seen from the Ibting of contents above, 
it b abo a complex work that actually consbts firsdy of a long, 
interesting work on engraved gems generally, and secondly the 
catalog of his collection, plus additional matter as descriptions of 
several famous gems in European collections and a series of 
facsimile letters congratulatory of Sommerville’s achievements. 

In the first part are three chapters dealing with the hbtory of 
engraved gems, reminiscences of the author’s numerous travels 
which are both fascinating and handsomely illustrated with 
competent sketches from hb own hand, and anecdotes concern- 
ing gems, Following thb are short essays on famous gems, 
especially the very large examples of cameos, suitably illustrated, 
and the facsimile letters, all from French savants. After a special 
titlepage to the "catalogue rabonne" of 1500 numbers, abo dated 
1889, there appears a brief preface which dbcusses the identified 
materiab forming the substances of the gems, and the 103 
mosdy photographic plates of the collection gems, and another 
plate depicting photographically, in actual size, the large cameo 
of Jupiter Aegiochus with accompanying description. The book 
now closes with the formal catalog which b illustrated in places 
with photo vignettes of gems. As before, each gem b identified 
as to subject and material but lacks dimensions. Thb splendid 
treatise contains so much interesting matter that in places it is 
fully rewarding reading even if one has no special interest in 
engraved gems. W^ile the paper quality is good, the large size, 
weight, and an insufficiently stout binding result in most copies 
loosening along inner hinges and eventually dbbinding; for thb 
reason, good sound copies are very scarce.

is rich in anecdote and personal experience, and also lavishly 
illustrated, the present abridgment is not only much smaller in 
size but also a bare-bones recital of the basic information incor- 
porated in 22 very brief essays which begin with a general 
appreciation of engraved gems and progress through the gems of 
antiquity to the present, also remarkable gems, religious gems, 
mythology as depicted on gems, pastes, and other topics, re- 
spite its brevity and the mistake of trying to take up too many 
(inadequately treated) topics, it provides much valuable informa- 
tion.

A famous paper commencing with Sorbys avowal that "I 
shall attempt to prove that artificial and natural crystalline sub- 
stances possess sufficiendy characteristic structures to point out 


whether they were deposited from solution in water or crystal- 
lized from a mass in the state of igneous fusion; and also that in 
some cases an approximation may be made to the rate at, and 
the temperature and pressure under which they were formed (p 
453)." ^^ile other papers, reviewed by him in historical intro- 
duction, note and describe inclusions of various kinds, Sorb/s is 
the first to lay the groundwork for use of inclusions as geologi- 
cal thermometers and barometers, and as clues to the environ- 
ment in which crystals grew. Zittel, Hist Geol, 1901, 328-9, calls 
Sorbys work "epochal in its effect." For gemologists this paper is 
also of great importance because it focused attention on the 
significance of inclusions in gem crystals, which because of their 
inherent features aided greatly their identification. The plates 
clearly depict many types of liquid-gas -solid inclusions; in this 
connection, sec also the similar illustrations in Lea’s Further notes 
on inclusions in £cms, 1876. 

In a later paper, Sorby, with P J Butler, describes inclusions 
in ruby, sapphire, diamond and some other minerals (Quart J 
Geol Soc London, 1869, 291-3-2, PI VII). For an appreciation of 
Sorbys work, see "Henry Clifton Sorby, and the birth of micro- 
scopical petrology," by J W Judd, Geol dec 5, vol 5, 
193-204, portr; obit, also by Judd, in Min 15, 1908, 
180-4, pi 6.

A remarkable, unnoticed and very rare work. The first chapter 
gives a general history of the diamond, occurrences in Brazil, the 
Urals, and the United States, its valuation, and diamonds in 
Georgia, noting the possible significance of itacolumite as the 
supposed host rock. The second chapter describes amethyst and 
beryl, also localities in Georgia where tliey are found, as well as 
the lazulite and rutile from the celebrated deposit of Graves 


Mountain in Lincoln County, and lastly, topaz, also reported 
from Georgia. Odier gemstones of the state are treated in Ch 3, 
namely rock crystal, conindum, opal, carnelian, and chalcedony. 
The 4 til chapter similarly treats chrysolite, emerald, onyx, and 
die breastplacc stones, while the last chapter is in the nature of 
an appendix, providing a general discussion of Georgia’s mineral 
resources and a long list of values of metals and other elements. 
It is all a most curious lot of infonnation, much of it included 
either because of catching the interest of the author or to flesh 
out what would othcrw'isc be a work too meager to publish. 
Nevertheless it appears to be the first substantial monograph on 
die gemstones of Georgia but it should be noted that Stephen- 
son previously published in 1871 his Gcchjjfy und ntinernlojjy of 
Goorj^ttij with a particular de^criptmt of her rich diammid district^ 
Atlanta: Globe Publ Co, 244 p, map, 16^, not seen but noted 
upon LC QE 10LS8. This w'ork may have provided the basis 
for his remarks on diamond, and possibly other gemstones. G F 
Kunz, Gems atid Precious Stmus of North America^ 1890, p 23 -4, 
notes the just mentioned work by Stephenson but is less than 
complimentary^, claiming that "exaggerated accounts of Georgia

After a few general remarks on diamond, a description is 
given of tlie diamond cutting process, w'ith closing remarks on 
the establishment of the diamond cutting industry in the United 
States. The first factory was opened by Henry Morse of Boston 
in association with James Yerrmgton of New' York. Several more 
attempts to open factories took place in tiie 1880’s but these

The cover statement that this is "the first really practical book 
about jewellery,” immediately aroused the condemnation of the 
gemological community familiar with current and vastly superior 
works on gemology and jewelry. Unfortunately, the authors, or 
the publishers, or both, neglected to submit the manuscript to 
an outside expert for review; otherwise the many serious errors 
and misstatements that characterize this work would have been 
eliminated. The highly informal text provides advice on jewelry 
and gemstones, also timepieces, telling how to choose same, 
how to care for them, how to detect fakes, and further discuss- 
ing topics that bear on the subject. Chs 6 & 7 treat the valuable 
and less valuable gemstones, furnishing descriptions, properties, 
lore, and choice qualities.

Clioice engraved gems depicted and described from among 
the many in the great collection assembled by Baron von Stosch. 
However, according to Carl Justi, ’Ehilipp von Stosch imd seine 
Zeit, 3. Das Gemmenwerk/' 1724, ZeitscMfijur Hidend^ 

7, Leipzig, 1872, p 333-46, the most important text was witten 
by Francesco Valesio{1679-i742) who consented to do so only 
anonymously. The splendid plates, mudi enlarged over the 
originals, but indicating size with a scale, were designed and 
engraved by the famous Parisian engraver & bookseller Bernard 
Ptcart( 1663- 1733). The Latin of Valesio was translated into 
French by Henri-Philippe de Limiers(d 1725). A detailed history 
of how this work came into being is provided by Justi who 
stated that the collection contained 3,454 pieces, of whidi 121 
were modern works, 378 modern pastes, 253 with mscriptions, 
938 set in gold rings, and a number of impressions in sulfur and 
plaster stored in three ten-drawer chests. Zwicrlcin- Diehl, Antike 
G^mm in dmtschm Sammlun^m^ Bd 2, 1968, p 9, difrers 
somewhat, giving 3,444 gems, of whidi 887 stones and pastes 
were incxlern, and also 400 impressions made from glass and 
sulfur. Of the 70 gems depicted, A Furtwmgler, Dk antiken 
Gemmtn^ 3, 409-10, notes that only a dozen are not antique. 
Shortly before his death, Stosch persudaded J J 
Winckelmann(1717-1768), the celebrated antiquarian, to pre- 
pare a fuU catalog of the collection which duly appeared in 
1760(which sec).

Furtwangler, ibid, who dismisses the adverse criticisms but 
inserts a few of his own, and on the whole broadly favors it. 

One of the plates is reproduced by him to face p 408 in his 
antiken Gerntnen. The full remarks on the Stosch catalog by P J 
Maricttc, Traik des Herres Gravdes^ 1, p 328-34, are specially 
noted in the extensive section on the same work incorporated in 
S Reinach’s Pierres Gravies ^ 1895, p 147-84, who also reproduc- 
es the gems in reduced scale in his plates section and provides 
descriptions of in his text. In regard to the gems bearing inscrip- 
tions, C W Antique Gems atid Eings^ 1, 1872, p 468, 
specifically notes that this work "the first publication of gems 
bearing the supposed signatures of artists, as such, and which 
gave the greatest impetus to the forging of such signatures in the 
years that followed,’^ and, further, "the plates... are most elabo- 
rately executed, but on so gigantic a scale of enlargement, as to 
give the effect of bas-reUefs rather than of gem-work."

It is the size and perfection of the plates that contributes 
to the scarcity of copies in the antiquarian book market, such 
being so fine, and so eminently suited for framing, that many 
copies were broken up on their account, Cicognara 3216.

An interesting^ and in places, a valuable melange of informa- 
tion consisting of 55 unnumbered short chapters apportioned as 
follows: 6 on atomic structure and distribution of dements, 37 
on gemology, including gemstone descriptions, organic gem- 
stones, curious lore, famous diamonds, and odier topics, 6 on 
noble metals, and 6 on symbolism in ornament, die wisdom of 
the Chinese, and a closing statement. The illustrations cover a 
wide range of sub}ects and include technical illustrations as well 
as those of cut 8c rough gemstones, among others. In die fore- 
word, Schlossmacher explains the content of the book as being 
an attempt to draw togetlier into a unified whole die world of 
minerals iind the world of men, and to demonstrate the connec- 
tions betu'cen them. It is a handsome book but the use of pale 
yellow for certain illustrations makes them difficult to perceive.

A curious mixture of mysticism and fact, taken from die 
realms of astronomy and astrology, philosophy, and gemology, 
widi the avowed purpose of guiding the reader in an excursion 
through the spiritual world. The author sees close connections 
betw^een die stars and living forms on Eardi, and the so-called 
"dead’^ crystals of the gem world. The text consists of essays on 
mystical influences of die stars as the basis of mtxiern astrology, 
the place of yoga in self- fulfillment and spiritual peace, and the 
mystical and magical powers of gemstones. All of diesc diemes 
are more or less interwoven widi the curious lore of gemstones. 
The part specifically devoted to them, however, appears on p 
119-70. Throughout are found references to the mystical or 
philosophical writings of such persons as Jung, Haeckel, Hauer, 
Goethe, Nietsche, Kierkegaard, etc. Rev by W Fischer, Der 
Aufichluss^ 14, 6/7, 1963, 196-7, "Provides histories of gem- 
stones in old religions and kingdoms, also notes on famous 
diamonds, legends and symbolisms of gems, zodiacal gems, 
birthstones and planetary gems.

In his forword, Strecker acknowledges that this work is a 
reconstruction of a voyage to South Africa from extensive notes 
and letters sent by others but it is so written that it seems to be 
a firsthand account. Nevertheless the book contains an enormous 
amount of information on all aspects of South African life and 
industry, with a good chapter on the diamond mines, Ch 11, 
482-522, and additional material in Ch 13 which discusses Cecil 
Rhodes and his accomplishments.

A large and highly important treatise on gemstones, the first 
m a long series of editions, from the hand of the well-known 
and wealthy I.jOndon jeweler. Section 1 contabs chapters defin- 
bg gemstones, their occurrences, ancient uses, lapidary treat- 
ment, and commerce. The next three sections take up the mber- 
al gemstones and provided for each a description which bcludcs 
rcinarks on properties, deposits, varieties, etc. The last section is 
on pearls and coral* Amber is bcluded b section 4. 

Streeter, obviously well-read b his subject, and ccrtably with 
vast experience b the practical aspects of buybg and selUng 
gemstones, pearls, and jewels, penned a work that won bstant 
popularity, not only for its easy, readable content of almost 
bipeccable accuracy, but also for its bclusions of bteresting 
anecdotes from his personal experience and remarks of a practi- 
cal nature on the busmess of buybg and sellbg the wares of a 
jeweler. The color lithographs are largely crude representations 
whose garish hues and amateurish rendition are bconsistent 
with the much higher quality text. Two of the Ime-drawbg 
plates, showbg cut gems versus weights, are b the manner of 
those b Jeffries^ A Treatise on Dianmnds^ which sec, but chiefly 
of bterest, bsofar as illustrations are concerned, are the remark- 
ably good actual photographic prbts that depict early opencut 
mbbg at Kimberley; these are prbted upon very thin photo 
paper and cemented to thick- paper leaves. They are valuable now 
as early examples of the photographer's art b addition to their 
historical value; commonly they arc missbg from copies both 
because of their desireability and because of the tendency for the 
plates to break loose from the book through frequent tumbg of 
pages. Despite the age of all editions of this wor^ all contab so 


much useful b formation of historical value that copies remab b 
demand. 

In respect to material quality of paper & bbdbg, it is indeed 
strange that despite Streeter^s personal stature and importance, 
he apparently could nor bfluence the publisher to use better 
materials. Most copies contab seriously embrittled paper which 
commonly crumbles at the slightest flexure, while the color and 
other plates suffer from bebg on such thick, also embrittled 
paper, that they ordbarily broken at tlie hinge and loosened, or 
missbg altogether. Use of thick layers of glue on the spbe also 
results b crackiiig of the back, loosen bg of sections, an d other 
damage b the course of ordbary handling* The many copies 
that I have exambed have been so poor b condition that it is 
mipossible to rebbd most of them; anyone obtabbg a copy is 
advised not to attempt rcbbdbg or repair, but contab the book 
b a clamshell case or similar protective enclosure.

The first chapter is a fascinating account of how the author 
became interested in engraved gems and how by taking lessons 
and guidance from Ottavio Negri, her mentor (and dedicatee), 
she mastered the necessary skills to become herself a gem en- 
graver of high repute. The other chapters describe the develop- 
ment of gem engraving and the works of gem engravers from 
antiquity to the present. The first appendix lists the tools and the 
techniques employed in gem engraving, but is far too short to 
be uscfiil to one who wishes to learn how, which is a pity, 
considering tliat the history of gem engraving, which occupies 
most of the text space, is readily discovered in many other works 
on the subject or in modern encyclopedias, but specific hints, 
tips, and practises such as Sutherland must have mastered are 
not.

The text is princi- 
pally a catalog of mostly stone objects, classified according to 
subjects depicted, eg, human beings, animal life, images from 
mythology and legend, and others. There are remarks on the art 
of carving, especially as practised now. Many fine photographs 
of modern pieces.

The 
text is preceded by a hardness table and data on carat weight and 
platinum. A later printing is detected by worn & broken ty^;. it 
is identical but the end-papers are heavy gray stock matching the 
color of the wrapper.

The engravings though 
small are very clear and are distributed throughout. After the 
preface, the lengthy treatise on rings is valuable summary essay. 
The descriptions of rings provide dimensions, weights, and other 
specifics, with the illustrations, where present, commonly 
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viewing the ring frcim the top and the side* A scarce treatise and 
remarkably^ rarely mentioned by writers on engraved gems*

On all counts one of the most remarkable and important 
works on gems ever published, particularly so because its Indian 
author stresses the knowledge of gems and their cultural signifi- 
cance in die Indian lands. For bfbrmation on Indian gems, one 
must ultimately seek out and consult tliis splendid work. It is the 
product of many years research b locatbg and extracting the 
ancient literature of India and placing it before the reader b a 
manner that allows either cursory exambation of the contents as 
translated mto English, or for the scholar, the opportunity to 
compare directly diis translation to die origb aJs b native lan- 
guages which are conveniently placed in parallel. Dr Richard 
Gar be, who relied heavily on this work for the material he used 
m decipherment of an ancient Sanskrit medical encyclopedia, Dk 
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6475. Titlepajje to Tapjore^s ^Mnni-Mala'^ which remains a 
fiindamental source of information on the cultural aspects ofjjiemstones 
in India 

indisc hen Miner alieti.^ 1882, which see, acknowledges (p IX) the 
great value of Tagore’s book but states tliat tlic latter was not as 
precise as he could have been in his translations nor as familiar 
with existing technical works on gemology as he should have 
been. 

In general, the major portion presents extracts from the 
Purdnas and other classics of Indian literature in which gem- 
stones arc treated or mentioned. The story of the "Syamantaka," 
a magical jewel oftlic Hindu pantheon, begins the text of Part I. 
Next follow general remarks on gemstones and a translation of a 
work on diamond in which is emlx>dicd much curious lore, and 
supplemented witli considerable information on diamond from 
Western sources. Similar treatments arc accorded to other gem- 
stones. In Part II minor gemstones arc discussed, among them, 
aquamarine, tourmaline, jade, and otliers. However, die major 
text of Part II is an amazing potpourri of information, derwed 
from both Oriental and Western sources, which includes sections 
on gemstone genesis according to ancient Sanskrit sources, and 
many remarks on curious lore. The appendices arc equally wide- 
ranging in subject matter, taking up properties of gemstones, 
mosaic work, enamels, pastes, sale prices of gems, the State 
Crcmii of Kngland, wedding rings, diamonds and their 


imitations, the Imperial State Crown of France, a list of gems in 
the French regalia, the Peacock Tlironc of Shah jehan, the 
decoration of the Taj Mahal, views of Arabic and Persian writers 
on gemstones and minerals, also views of same by modern 
Hindustani jewelers, terms used by die Jaharees in valuing gems 
and jewels, analyses of gemstones, table of weights and die 
cutting styles of the largest diamonds and precious stones, a 
table of the names of stones *ui various languages, and a 
bibliography of gcmological works, 988-1015, apparendy copied 
verbatim from that in Emanuel’s Diamonds and Precious Stones.^ 
1865, which see, Rajah Mullick’s collection of rough stones, 
Nostradamus’ 'The Ring of Strength," synonyms for precious 
stones in several languages besides English, occult powers of 
gemstones, and another bibliography, of works consulted, 

1034-7, 129 entries. 

As may be expected from its private publication, only an 
occasional set of volumes ever appears in the antiquarian book 
market, and it is now one of the rarest of all gemological 
treatises. From copies examined, it appears diat the work was 
issued in printed wrappers, and for this reason, many unbound 
copies were lost. The ptxsition of the portrait plate of die author 
in Vol 1 is particularly voilnerable to careless handling and 
destruction with the result that copies arc sometimes ofrered sans 
this plate.

The text is essentially a recital of die values, virtues, and 
magical properties of gemstones in general, with specific descrip- 
tions of diamond, emerald, ruby, carbuncle, pearl, sapphire, 
chry^solitc( 'Vailed topaz"), opal (given as "panture"), zircon, tur- 
quoise, agate, amethyst, blaodstonc, rock cry'stal, chalcedony, 
jasper, coral, magTietite(3 varieties), amber, and sele- 
nitc(moonstonc^), The data are suitably vague, some sources of 
materials are given, but mostly the comments dwell upon die 
curious lure assfxriated with the gemstones. Tlic text ends by 
noting writers who presumably were consulted in amassing die 
information, namely, Pliny, Picin, l^onardus Cam ill us, Allxrrtus 
Magnus, Agrippa, Cardan, and odicrs, Following this treatise 
appears the poem dedicated to Alarguerite of Navarre, extend mg 
over f 1 2v to f 1 5r, and which extols die virtues of gems. Tiiis is 
followed by a poem on the "magnet" or lodestone(niagn elite), 
translated from the Lathi of Claudius, a poet of Alexandria, a 
sonnet addressed simply to Vne Damoyselle," and a series of 
epigrams, closed by "Fm" and the portrait. 

While little new is to be found therein, diis appears to be the 
first gemologica] treatise of importance to be publislicd in 
France in the vernacular. To be sure it was preceded by Rueus' 
De ^entniis aliquot^ published in Paris in 1347, but this treatise 
was in Latin. It was not until De Boodfs treatise on gems, 
originally in Latin, was translated into French by Bachou, he 
parfaict joaillier^ Lyon, 1644, that a second gemologica I work 
appeared in diis language.

Gemstones as viewed by an Indian author steeped in the 
traditional lore of India, much ofwhicli remains as seriously 
regarded as ever. As the review of this work in Gems & Gemolo- 
£iy^ 14, 2, 1972, p 61-3, states, it is "a unique combination of 
Indian culture and gemology." The introduction is lengthy, 
interesting, and valuable for its insights into Indian gem lore, 
and discusses the traditions of such lore in India and the sources 
of such that may be traced to ancient writings as well as to some 
of modem vintage. Such works are cited by Tank, along with 
the names of their authors. Also included arc discussions on the 
grave importance of imperfections in gems, the distinctions 
between synthetics and natural stones, and the classification of 
tlie traditional Indian gemstones, numbering altogetlier 84. At 
the heart of tlic book are the nine traditional gems depicted on 
the color plate preceding the text: emerald, diamond, pearl, 
coral, zircon, blue sapphire, sapphire, ruby and caPs-eye. The 
text describes them by providing both traditional information 
and modern scientific knowledge, but strongly emphasizes those 
features tliat any gem must possess to make it qualify as truly 
protective or influential. In addition. Tank dwells upon varieties 
and their relative merits in view of the foregoing, with sources 
of such gems given and recommendations made as to when and 
where they should be worn as guardians. In case of the pearl, for 
example, shape is crucial, and no less than 20 shapes are depict- 
ed on a plate with their Indian names. With all gems appear 
synonyms in various Indian languages. Other gemstones are also 
treated, as garnet, feldspar, quartz, opal, topaz, tourmaline, 
beryl, etc. The text ends with brief statements on lapidary treat- 
ments and the birthstones. The monochrome plates depict 
cutting styles for the most part and a plate on inclusions. Unfor- 
tunately, and rather typically of modern bookbinding in India, 
the book is very poorly bound, the back is unrounded, and the 
inner hinges break as soon as opened.

One of the outstanding jade books but not well known due 
to its rarity. Its text is meager and its principal value lies in die 
enormous variety of objects of which there are approximately 
2,000 portrayed upon die plates. As an encyclopedia of forms 


that imaginative Chinese lapidaries created from jade this book is 
worth whatever is asked for it. However, in addition to jades, 
there are also depicted objects carved from quartzes and other 
hardstones. The impression gained from examining the plates is 
that die author collected everything without much discrimma- 
tion because a great many pieces are crudely carved, some being 
little more than slabs of material incised without any serious 
attempt to produce fully- shaped forms, while others display poor 
finishes, unremoved pits, and other marks of careless work.

Considerably more than a mere catalog, tliis work in fact is a 
short treatise on gemology, with an important bibliography. The 
first section treats general properties of gemstones and is fol- 
lowed by a icngtiiy section describing individual gemstones and 
varieties in alphabetical order witii brief notes of their properties. 
The third section consists of identification tables according to 
color and optical effects, while the fourth is a list of gem names. 
The next two sections treat lapidary work and manufactured 
gemstones. Section seven, an important one, is an extended 
discussion of the gems mentioned in the Bible and with the 
following section on curious lore provide valuable guides 
througli the ancient literature of gems insofar as dicy mention or 
discuss tliesc subjects. It is not until section nine that the catalog 
of tile Isaac Lea gem collection is provided, listing the gems 
with their dimensions, color, weight, and provenance. The large 
bibliography, probably based upon or expanding that of Harry 
Emanuel in his Dinmond:^ and Preewus Stanes^ 1865, 1867, also 
suffers from fragmentary entries, lack of paginations, and simple 
errors in spelling and otherwise.

The life of Tavernier appears in excellent detail in Valentine BaJfs translation 
below, of 18 &9, vol 1, p x-jodx, from these few details were obtained 

Tavernier was b in Paris, his early youth unknowru but by age 22 he had E raveled 
extensively throughout Europe and had acquired a fair command of the moat 
useful languages; misat of this period was spent in die miliiary services various 
royal houses. His travels in the Near & Far East took place during 1631-68, after 
wlijch he succcssfuj in selling imjior gems in Europe to such as Lotus XTV of 
France, In 1669 he was awarded the title of Baron of Aubonne, assuming the 
baronetcy In 167Q at Aubonne, near Geneva. Hie first published account of travels 
appeared in 167S as his NoupeU^ Rrhtmt du cic. Up to 1684 he is beHeved 

to have led an ''active, commercial, though somewhat retired life," but in 1685 he 
sold his land and barony, and evidence suggests that thereafter he died in Russia, 
where he is known to be buried near Moscow. Fogg 2, 1071. lltc firineipul w'ork 
for which he is known in the world of gems is his Les Siv narrating his 

experiences during travels from Europe into Turkey, Persia, and India. AgassU IV,

A third volume, entitled Rscueil De Flmiers R£iatwns...^ 1679, 
is commonly considered to complete tlie full set of Tavernier’s 
travels, bur is not described here because of its lack of gemologi- 
cal content. 

This work is much prized by historians and geographers for 
its detailed accounts of the places visited by Taver tiler, from 
1631 to 1668, tlie sights seen, and his dealings with politically 
important persons at a time when reliable reports from the Near 
East and tlie Orient were scanty or lacking altogether. Doubt has 
been cast on Tavernier’s accuracy, but as William Crotike states 
in his introduction to the 2nd edition of Valentine Ball’s 
translation, see below, p xxxiii, "my personal impression coin- 
cides on the wiioie with that expressed by Dr. Ball, that his 
narrative, when tested by modern authorities, is much more 
accurate than it has often been supposed to be." Insofar as 
gemological information is concerned, Tavernier’s observations 
have also w^ithsttx>d the rest of time and are considered reliable. 

Clearly the most important sections of Tavernier that interest 
the gemologist are his dealings in precious stones, especially 
tiiose of large size and unusually liigh quality, and understand- 
able in view of the fact that at some point in his career he be- 
came a successful jeweler in Paris, and his trips to die countries 
of Asia had die aim to buy important gemstones and sell them 
at a profit to crowned lieads in Europe. In diis he was most 
successful The Turkey-Persia travels are described in five bo<.>ks 
and the Indian travels in three, with the latter by far of most 
interest. The pertinent accounts are in Ch 10 of Bk 2, p 248-51, 
concerning the jewels of die Great Mogol, Aurangzcb 
(1618-1707), which he ordered shown to Tavernier; Ch 15, 
293-304, on the diamonds found in India, die rivers and mines 
that supply tliem, and the author’s visit to die mine at 
Raolconda; Ch 16, 304-8, trips to other diamond mines and die 
manner of searching for diamonds; Ch 17, 308-12, more on the 
diamond mines, and 312-9, the w^eights used in the diamond 
trade and other details of tlie trade; Ch 19, 319-23, on colored 
gemstones; Ch 20, 323-8, on pearls and die places where they 
arc fished; Ch 21, 328-33, how pearls originate in oysters and 
the methods used in fishing; Ch 22, 334-9, on very large dia* 
monds, rubies, pearls, and other precious stones seen by Taver- 
nier; Ch 23, 339-46, on coral and amber and the places where

obtained, and Ch 24, 346-53, on musk, bezoar, and other 
medicinal materials. 

Several famous diamonds, among them the Great Mogul, 
Koh-I-Nur, and Florentine, all now believed to have been first 
described by Tavernier, are discussed in detail in V Ball’s transla- 
tion below. The large blue diamond, called the 'Tavernier blue,” 
brought back to Paris and sold to tlie royal house, is believed to 
be the source of the famous Hope diamond, cut from it some 
time after the stone was stolen from the Garde Meuble. Also 
among the "firsts” to be credited to Tavernier are several of the 
illustrations as the engraved plate facing page 334 in the Indian 
travels which depicts the Florentine, Great Mogul, and the 
Table” diamonds. Another plate facing page 336 shows other 
large gems, while the famous folding plate facing page 337 
depicts numerous cut diamonds, including one described as ”112 
3/16 quarats... beau Violet,” presumably the famous blue from 
which the Hope diamond was cut. Two other engraved plates 
show very large pearls and balas rubies. 

The following entries are based on copies examined by me 
and on the extensive bibliography in Valentine Ball’s translation 
of 1889, vol 1, p xxxviii-xlvi, and also the 2nd edition of same, 
by Crooke, of 1925, "primarily this list is based upon one by 
Professor Joret” (Jean Baptiste Tavernier^ Paris, Plon, 1886). I 
have not seen Joret. Pascal Pia published Voyages en Perse ^ etc, 
tlie 1677 edition, by Tavernier^ which is part of the "Collection 
Voyages Ft Dccouvertes Aux FMitions Du Carrefour,” Paris, 
1930, printed wrap, 351, [Ijp, portraits, etc, a fine work, but 
not ftirther descrilx:d herein because references, to precious 
stones in the Persian travels are virtually nil.

Traces the development of mineralogy from its earliest re- 
cords into tlie present era, with numerous footnotes of explana- 
tion or reference. The first six chapters arc of interest to tlie 
gemologist because of treating very early mentions of gemstones 
in the works of Theophrastus, Pliny, Damigeron, Orpheus, 

Evax, also treatises by Arabic scholars, among them Solinus, 
Isidore of Spain, Pseudoaristotle, Al Biruni, etc. Chapter five 
describes German mining & mineralogy in the Middle Ages 
along witli discussions of the contributions of Albertus Magnus, 
Marbod, Arnaldus Saxo, Konrad von Mcgcnberg, Agricola, and 
others.

The largest and most detailed monograph yet published on 
coral used in jewelry and ornament, with most of the text devot- 
ed to knowledge of this material throughout the ages and the 
objects which were made from coral in each of them. Only the 
first chapter treats natural history with remarks on the develop- 
ment of knowledge concerning the true nature of the coral 
animals and the process by which they form the stony structures 
that support tliem. Here also are mentioned geological evidences 
of corals in past eons, and the composition and properties of the 
corals used in the jewelry trade. The second chapter discusses the 
mythology and folklore associated with coral. In somewhat 
disorganized fashion, chapters 3 & 4 return to more technical 
aspects such as the coral fisheries, distribution of coral banks, 
uses of coral, commerce & trade, development of the coral 
industry in the vicinity of Naples, particularly in Torre Del 
Greco, and then, in chapter 5, passing to a discussion of the 
geological ages of corals, evidence of coral use among prehistoric 
trib>es, and paying most attention to the cultures that depended 
upon the Mediterranean banks for their supplies. The last Chap- 
ter gives an interesting, detailed exposition of the coral industry 
in the vicinity of Naples, the schools in Torre Del Greco where 
apprentices are taught the necessary arts in the carving and other 
working of coral, shell, and other materials used especially in 
cameos. Here will be found good accounts of specific lapidary 
processes as well as information on the grading of corals. The 
entire book is handsomely illustrated with most of the plates and 
text figures showing the diverse objects made in whole or in part 
from coral, either as jewels or as table or other types of orna- 
ment.

According to Caley & Richards, ibid, 4, the treatise is a set of 
notes, possibly taken down by a student listening to lectures 
delivered by Theophrastus but "safely assumed to represent the 
actual views of Theophrastus, and he may reasonably be consid- 
ered the author." On the other hand, Eichholz, ibid, is firmly of 
the view that the treatise is from the pen of Theophrastus him- 
self and that it is not a fragment, as has been suggested numer- 
ous times, but a complete, though short work. 

Theophrastus* treatise, commonly called the Peri Lithon^ or 
"Concerning Stones," commences with speculations as to the 
origins of stones, and discusses their distinctive properties as well 
as some tests by which differences among them may be elucidat- 
ed. This is followed by a rather rambling description of numer- 
ous minerals, gemstones, and earths, excepting metallic minerals 
and metals, which arc stated to have been described elsewhere in 
a treatise now lost. All of the matter is presented tersely and is 
almost entirely free of superstitious lore, except for the emerald, 
for which it claims tliat gazing upon it refreshes the eyesight and 
that an emerald placed in water colors it green. F D Adams, 

Birth Developmmt Geol Sciences^ 1938, 19, notes that "it differs 
entirely in its style and content from any other work upon this 
subject written in classical times - in fact, no other work at all 
resembling it appeared until later on in the Middle Ages. It 
remained for 1800 years a most valuable and authoritative work 
on minerals, referred to and quoted by all, and shows that even 
at this early time there existed, probably among miners, quarry- 
men and other men engaged in the technical trades and indus- 
tries, a body of knowledge of mineralogy, especially on its 
practical side, which had been drawn upon by Theophrastus in 
the compilation of his work." Adams further notes that Pliny 
must have had a more complete version of the treatise because 
of mentions of stones that arc not now in the Peri Lithm^ but 
this is refuted by Eichholz as noted alx)vc. H Tcrtsch, Das 
Geheimnis tier I&istallwelt ^ 1947, 31-4, also provides illuminating 
remarks on the treatise, suggesting that it reflects the views of 
his mentor, Aristotle.

The gemstone content of Peri Lithan is not large but impor- 
tant for those ornamental and precious materials that it does 
mention, namely, marbles and calcitc onyx, lapis lazuli, obsidian, 
and other massives, and also emerald, sard, garnet, adamas 
(probably corundum), amber, rock crystal, and others, all of 
which are carefully examined by Caley & Richards and by Eich- 
holz, who make identifications where possible. Both authorities 
offer much ancillary material which makes rewarding reading as 
well as providing lists of printed editions of Peri Lithan from 
which I have freely drawn much of the information below on 
those not personally examined.

As a result of an extended visit, Trollope was able to write 
this excellent work which was commended by contemporaries as 
being free of bias in respect to the political difficulties surround- 
ing the discovery of rich diamond fields. While it covers all 
aspects of geography and culture of the country, it by no means 
neglects the subject of diamonds and the diamond industry, with 
most of such material to be found in the second volume under 
"Griqualand West," p 135-205, while Ch 7 in this part clearly 
explains the historical reasons why the land was acquired by 
England, followed by the story of the discovery of diamonds and 
subsequent development of the diamond mining industry and 
the alluvial and "dry"(in situ) diggings in Ch 8. Remarks on the 
City of Kimberley are given in Ch 9, which also contains a very 
good account of diamond buying and selling as then practised.

These two volumes reflect Veltheim’s wide-ranging antiquari- 
an, historical, and mineralogica] interests. Mainly of value to the 
gemoiogist and gemological historian are the following essays* 
"Ueber die Vasa Murrina," Pt 1, p 191-218, in which he discuss- 
es views of previous writers on the still unsettled question of the 
identity of the material used in their manufacture, presumably 
some sort of stone or gem material.

A quite remarkable scientific treatise on calculi but also 
containing numerous accounts of Venette’s geological studies, 
and even incorporating a folding engraved plate of Mount Etna 
in Sicily. Venette was intrigued by the concretionary forms of 
calculi and similar- appearing objects elsewhere than in the hu- 
man body, eg, pearls in shellfish, corals, and in the mineral & 
fossil kingdom, all of which suggested to him that some com- 
mon cause of formation was at work, and it is this thesis that 
pervades tlie work. For example, he examines the formation of 
minerals and gemstones rather generally, introducing informa- 
tion on precious and ornamental stones, and others, postulating 
a "lapidifying juice" that formed minerals via aqueous processes, 
and then passing on to animal concretions that were also hard 
and similarly formed of mineral-like matter. He compares these 
to similar replacements to be found in fossils, corals, shark’s 
teeth, pearls, and not unsurprisingly, in the human calculi and 
bezoars. A substantial dissertation on pearls 189-96, another on 
coral, 154-62, and on nephrite, 263-65. The frontispiece plate is 
a portrait of the author while the other seven plates show petri- 
fied animal teeth, sea urchins, shells, etc, with one of the plates 
depicting the ferociously gaping jaws of a shark which illustra- 
tion apparently formed the model for the similar engraving in 
Mercati’s Metallotheca^ 1717, p 333, which see. In addition to 
die folding plate of Mount Ema in eruption there are diree 
odiers on corals, making altogether seven plates, die number 
called for in previous descriptions of this work although accord- 
ing to the list at the foot of p 326 there should be another plate 
of bezoars at p 20.

One of the great books on die history of jewelry, in this 
instance, the work of the famous founder of the jewelry estab- 
lishment bearing his name in Paris, noted principally at the turn 
of the century for his splendid Art Nouveau style jeweiry. The 
diree volumes are astonishingly detailed and reflect the enor- 
mous amount of research that went into their preparation and 
are further remarkable for the numerous high quality photo- 
graphic and other iilustrations that grace their pages. As large as 
the work is, it only covers a century in French jew^elry design but 
perhaps that which produced the largest variety in jewels and 
ornament in a period of prosperity and enlightenment.

Pachinger, who wrote the forward, describes his search for a 
comprehensive book of the kind herein described and his lack of 
success until he discovered Villier’s The Mftscot Book although 
this title is nowhere mentioned. Using it as the basis, he aug- 
mented its content considerably and added new illustrations of 
objects primarily from his personal collection. The result is an 
encyclopedic compilation on amulets and talismans, the materials 
from which they are made, their attributes, powers, uses, etc, 
and including the various gemstones, curative stones, magical 
stones, and the birthstones, as well as others to which magical, 
preventive, or curative powers have been attributed.

Visser now takes up all other minerals and gemstones but 
places them into groups which do not always conform with 
miner alogical textbook classes. In each group, the minerals are 
arranged alphabedcally, with inserdons of varietal names, also in 
alphabetical order. Each is briefly described and the applications 
in the healing and occult arts given. Many of the minerals can 
scarcely have any known medicinal applicadon nor can they be 
old enough to accumulate a body of lore, for example, the 
hiddenitc variety of spodumene which Visser nevertheless in- 
cludes. Furthermore, the text is not free of factual errors and 
indicates that mineralogically at least, Visser was not as careful 
in research as he should have been. The last pages, 98-106, form 
Part rV, an alphabedcal listing of species & variedes with alter- 
nadve names and the name of the group in which included, but 
without page numbers which makes it difficult for the reader to 
locate specific information.

This volume takes up the nature and significance of mineral 
colors, providing some scientific information on such colors and 
causes, a list of typical colors, their symbolism in curious lore, 
with the major text taking up colors in quartz family minerals, 
and opdeal phenomena as asterism, chatoyancy, etc, and also the 
metals, and at the end including sulphur, amber, jet, red coral, 
pearl, and other materials. The entire work represents a great 
deal of research effort but its poor and often illogical organiza- 
don and absence of indexes make it a difficult reference to use.

By far the greatest value, and one that sets this book into a 
class to itself, lies in the extremely detailed descriptions, instruc- 
tions, advice, and warnings in all stages of the cutting of dia- 
monds; there is simply no other work in existence that ap- 
proaches this one in respect to the fullness of detail in instruc- 
tions to the novice cutter, or for the advanced cutter for that 
matter. It is readily apparent (to this cutter of gemstones) that 
Vleeschdrager knows his profession and knows how to describe 
the many operations in clear, understandable language. The 
major portion of the book consists of 1 0 chapters covering 
history & legends by way of an introduction, and including a 
large table of famous diamonds, the mineralogy and properties 
of diamond (physical & optical), with remarks on color and its 
alteration, inclusions, etc, synthetic diamonds, sources of dia- 
monds and their mining in various countries, then chapters on 
the actual manipulations from cleaving or sawing to bruting, 
cutting, finishing, etc, the cutting chapter being especially de- 
tailed with numerous diagrams of cuts and how they are pro- 
duced, including automated cutting. Another chapter deals with 
equipment for the diamond merchant while the last chapter 
describes and comments on the world trade in diamonds from 
rough to cut. As can be divined from the size of the book no 
aspect of the diamond in nature to commerce is neglected. The 
large glossary is very useful as is the dictionary of terms in 
English, French, Dutch and German. There is some unevenness 
in reproduction of figures and diagrams, and also in 
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photographs, but on the whole all is legible. The lack of 
bibliography and index, not to mention a table of contents, are 
major flaws.

This magnificent and highly important collection of engraved 
gems and rings was formed over a pericxi of many years, begin- 
ning in the early 1930’s, by Leo Merz( 1869- 1952), an eminent 
jurist and high government official in Bern, Switzerland.

On the ornamental and monumental stone and metal objects 
in the Hermitage Museiun in Leningrad that arc veneered or 
ornamented w'ith malachite, the latter mineral obtained from the 
famous deposit at Mednorudyansk in the Ural Mountains. 

Figure 2 shows the underground position of the exceptionally 
large mass of malachite which eventually was brought to the 
surface in one piece and provided much of the malachite used in 
the ornamentation described. A brief history of the collections 
from which the objects came is given, along with remarks on 
special exhibit rooms and rooms tliat were decorated with mala- 
chite.

While best 
known for its gigantic vases and urns in malachite veneer, many 
other kinds of objects arc also descrilxid and depicted. Color 
photographs are blurred but tlie color is faithfully reproduced; 
the black & white photographs are sharper.

This appears to be the first book-leng^ monograph devoted 
entirely to the discussion of the factors which influence quality, 
hence the price of cut diamonds, Wade treats the following 
factors in a simple, factual manner: color, flaws, and the "make" 
or geometrical proportions of the shape and placement of facets. 
In addition, he discusses the advantages and disadvantages of 
repairing damaged stones or recurting same, especially from 
older styles of cut into modern brilliant forms. Other topics 
include mounting of stones and buying an engagement ring. 
While much has now been written to supersede this work it still 
contains fundamental invaluable advice put into language that 
retains the freshness of simplicity. In his time, and despite not 
being a member of the trade, Wade exerted an enormous influ- 
ence on the conduct of the trade as well as on the study of 
gemology.

Solid, substantial, clearly written elementary treatise on 
gemology written in such a manner that it readily serves as a 
self- instructional textbook. The first 16 chapters treat the basics 
of gemology, while Ch 17 assesses the suitability of various 
gemstones for use in Jewelry, taking into account their physical 
properties.

The splendid mineral collection of Alexander Crichton in St 
Petersburg, rich in Russian minerals, is described and certain of 
its major pieces shown upon the plates. The first part of the text 
is in the nature of a historical introduction that discusses the 
state of mineral-collecting in Russia and briefly comments upon 
noted collectors and their collections. Careful notes are made of 
the special areas in these collections which make them impor- 
tant. The remainder of text takes up notable specimens in Crich- 
ton’s collection by class, with much space devoted to the Russian 
specialties, notably the gem beryls, topazes, and tourmalines. 

The plates are skillfully and accurately drawn and depict topaz- 
es (2 pis), beryls (6 pis), including several crystals that arc 
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intricately etched, amazonite crystals(2 pis), tourmalincs(2 pis), 
and a miscellany of specimens, including one fossil, on tlie 
remaining plates. As well as being the author, Wagner was also 
an artist and well acquainted with minerals, hence his designs for 
the plates reflea a refreshing combination of taste and 
mineralogical accuracy. They are simple line representations 
without attempts at embellishment, all readily recognizable. 
Wagner also prepared the splendid frontispiece portrait plate of 
Gotthelf Von Fischer [Gotthelf Fischer von Waldlieim, 
1771-1853] and notes his work on turquoise in the dedication; 
this work is elsewhere described in diis bibliography. 

Crichton was born in Edinburgh, and in youth apprenticed to 
surgeon A Wood, then obtained his MD in Leyden in 1785, 
practising in London from 1789 but appointed personal physi- 
cian to tsar Alexander 1.(1818-1881) in 1804. He soon achieved 
important status in the court and was appointed head of the 
entire civil medical department. Near the end of his career, he 
returned to England; died nr Sevenoaks 1856. He wrote a 
number of important medical treatises and several on geological 
subjects; while in Russia he amassed his large and important 
mineral collection. DNB. The collection was put up for sale at 
public auction, "in the ensuing April and May, if not previously 
disposed of by Private Contract. G.B.Sowerby. Dec.1826," from 
a 24 pages brochure (not seen), but apparently this sale was not 
consummated inasmuch as anotlier auction catalog, of 1827, 
notes that a "Catalogue of a magnificent collection of minerals, 
and precious stones, fonned... during thirty years, by Sir Alexan- 
der Crichton... will be sold by auction by Mr. G.R.Sowerby...

Based on his doctoral dissertation described above and textu- 
ally identical up to Ch 5, with minor changes in front matter, 
the introduction, and omission of addenda on p 132.

Note on illustrations: after examining several copies it seems 
that much carelessness attended insertion of the glossy plates, 
especially in the later olive-green cloth issue, wherein about a 
dozen plates are missing and no indication is present of glue 
marks at the places where tlie plates should have been tipped -in.

In this erudite and searching work, the author attempts to 
portray as completely as possible the status of ancient knowledge 
of amber and the amber- producing regions as evidenced in the 
writings of early authors and some modem writers. The latter 
are cited in the preface while the authors of antiquity are chro- 
nologically listed, under Greece and Rome, in Appendix A, 
along with the original language excerpts and parallel transla- 
tions in German. The first section, on ancient knowledge, traces 
mentions and descriptions, along with curious lore, through a 
maze of references, and devotes considerable space to examining 
the etymologies of numerous amber- related temris.

The theme of this work is not coins, medals and gems, but 
the early religious sect of the Gnostics with the above-named 
objects merely used to illustrate the history of the sect so far as 
Walsh was able to discover. Thus the first 80 pages refer to 
engraved gems, many illustrated on the plates, upon which 
appear the symbols and signs typically employed by the 


Gnostics. Allibone states that the work was "favourably reviewed 
in Lon.

^rtjcir Rsmains^ 2nd edit, 1887, calls Walsh’s work a "very

Ward assembled his collection of scarabs and cylinders during 
many "wanderings by the Nile," and obtained the services of his 
friend F Llewellyn Griffith to arrange the collection and translate 
the inscriptions. The introduction discusses the uses of scarabs, 
the different types, significance of forms & inscriptions, and is 
followed by a detailed catalog that contains much ancillary 


information on ancient persons and events as well as descriptions 
of the pieces themselves.

After a long and productive career, the present work, clearly 
Webster’s magnus opus, is the finest of his many books. It is 
handsome, carefully designed and produced, using first class 
materials, and its broad general treatment a worthy successor to 
Bauer’s Edelsteinkutuic but of course incorporating an enormous 
amount of information that has developed since the last edition 
of that work appeared in 1933. In respect to descriptions of 
classic locahties, Bauer’s work remains superior but falls behind 
in respect to modern scientific information on gemstones and 
the discovery of new gemstone species and varieties. A similar 
modem work is the enormous encyclopedic compilation of 
Cavenago-Bignami Moneta’s Gemmologia^ 4th edition 1980, 
which however inclines toward redundancy and the incorpora- 
tion of considerable material of marginal value, some uncritically 
included. Each volume of the present work has its own table of 
contents but the index for the entire work appears only in the 
second volume. The color plates, except for two of spectra in 
color, were originally published in E Giibelin’s Edelsteim^ 1952, 
and here retain their splendid character; all other illustrations are 
of uniformly high quality. The first volume topics arc: origin & 
mining of gemstones, descriptions of gemstones, natural glasses, 
massive & ornamental stones, synthetics & other manufactured 
stones, lapidary work, and the organics, pearl, coral, shell, oper- 
culum, amber, jet, ivory and tortoiseshell. Volume 2 is entirely 
technical, dealing with the nature and properties of gemstones, 
light phenomena, inclusions, and the methods and instruments 
by which gemstones are identified. The extensive and complete 
identification tables, the best of their kind yet devised, are an 
invaluable feature. Appendices include a list of famous dia- 
monds, a bibliography, p 748-50, of 101 entries, and very large 
glossary.

It adequately covers the most important 
facts of diamond and otlier usual gemstones, but docs include 
comments on several rarities* A bit of tcclinkal material is inject- 
ed here and tliere but sometimes it does more confusing that 
clarifying because of lack of preparatory groundwork prior to a 
discussion in which technical terms are not explained, nor the 
concepts to which they apply. Faced with the problem of alter- 
ing his WTiting to accomodate the general public, his text veers 
from very simple, almost childish writing in some places to the 
use of the scientific language previously objected to, Nevertlte- 
less, the book contains a great deal of interesting and uricom- 
mon information, liberally laced witli anecdote, colorful descrip- 
tion, and intriguing facts.

Westropp’s interesting and useful book is in two parts, the 
first on precious stones to p 57, and the remainder on antique 
engraved gems with three appended catalogs of the Townshend 
Collection, now in the Victoria & Albert Museum, London, the 
Blacas Collection in the British Museum, and the Devonshire 
engraved gems that were set into the parure shown in the fron- 
tispiece plate. For a fuller discussion and picture of the parure 
and its gems see C F HANCOCK, 1857. The first part furnishes 
brief descriptions of many gemstones from diamond through the 
more important species into several gemstones of lesser impor- 
tance.

In a highly interesting style, yet preserving the dignity of 
scientific accuracy, Whitlock provides a general treatise on gems 
and gemology that has lasted for over forty years! Few gem 
books can boast similar careers, especially when it is considered 
that no substantial changes were made to the text in succeeding 
versions. The first four chapters treat gemstone properties, uses 
in antiquity, and the arts of the lapidary(2 chs), the last re-using 
the outstanding line drawings of cutting styles previously em- 
ployed in his TJje Art of the Lapidary^ 1926, described above. 

The remainder of the book, probably responsible for the most 
part for its enduring attraction, consists of fascinating descrip- 
tions and anecdotes concerning major and minor gemstones, 
how and where they originate, how mined, and other bits of 
information. The excellent illustrations are germane and provid- 
ed throughout to liven the pages. The frontispiece doublepage 
color plate, specially drawn for this book, depicts 24 cut and 
carved gems but the renderings are rather sketchy. Two translu- 
cent leaves with captions are inserted between the facing plates. 
The last part provides a long table of gemstones and their

A charming, if gloriously disorganized work of almost enc)'- 
clopedic proportions on die Mineral Kingdom but by no means 
confined to that subjea since it delves into geology, mining, 
mountains, caves, volcanoes, geysers and hot springs, and also 
paleontology. The first volume introduces minerals, dwelling at 
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length upon outward appearances and aggregate gro\^ths in the 
Wernerian manner. It includes an entire section on mineral 
colors in which may be found no less than 56 hand-colored 
strips on each of four engraved plates for a total of 224 hues! 
This was an early attempt to solve the problem of matching 
color terms to actual samples of color corresponding to those 
terms. The first volume also contains sections on crystallography, 
physical & optical properties, geology, mining, and other related 
subjects. It is here that many pieces of apparatus and equipment 
used in testing are described and quaintly depicted upon the 
plates. The second volume is almost entirely descriptive, lumping 
together in broad classes all manner of minerals, stones, rocks, 
and organic materials according to the imperfect classifications 
then prevailing. There is much on '^silica family" gemstones, p 
108-250, in which appear diamond, exhaustively treated in all its 
aspects of mineralogy as well as economics, including cutting 
and famous diamonds, then chrysoberyl, sapphire, ruby, water 
sapphire(iolitc), spinel, zircon, garnet, chrysolite, topaz, emerald, 
and beryl. Several more sections deal with the "unedle" or non- 
prccious stones, p 25 1 -447, ie, the many varieties of crystalline 
and chalcedonic quartzes, opal, more spinels, star sapphire, 
idocrasc, tourmaline, bronzite, obsidian, lapis lazuli, feldspar, 
jade, and others. Turquoise, classed as a compact variety of 
wavellite, appears in a later section as do meerschaum, serpen- 
tine, and amber. The last sections of the second volume are 
devoted to metallic minerals. 

Like others in the series of 'TJnterhaltungen" books edited by 
Wilhelm, the present example is noted more for its quaint hand- 
colored plates than for any important subject matter. In general, 
all plates are simply designed, in fact abnost childish in their 
draftsmanship, but this in no small measure adds to their charm. 
The plates of mineral testing apparatus in the first volume are 
particularly noteworthy as are several scenes depicting geological 
manifestations. The second volume contains several most attrac- 
tive plates of mineral collectors in the field, dressed in fashion- 
able costumes more appropriate to the salon than to the field, 
but the actual collecting is being done by a manservant. A fine 
plate shows several connoisseurs examining the contents of a 
mineral cabinet. Many plates of crystals, minerals, and ores in 
the second volume are readily recognizable copies of the color 
plates in C C Schmiedel’s Fossilium Manila^ 1753. This volume 
also contains pictures of cut gems, numerous types of agates and 
jaspers, and other ornamental gemstones. A rare work.

A truly monumental work of increasing scientific importance, 
not so much for its information on diamond and its mining as 
for its detailed studies of the petrology & mineralogy of kimber- 
litic pipe-fdlings. Such treatment of originally deep-seated man- 
tle-derived rocks was well ahead of its time in providing clues as 
to the nature of the mande and the formation of the crust in 
general. The significance of Williams’ studies escaped even 
himself, and certainly most others as evidenced in the niggardly 
review accorded the work by E H Kraus, Amer Min^ 18, 4, 
1933, 176 w'ho saw it as merely ”supplementing and bringing 
up-to-date the monumental and classic work of hb father.” 
Because of the greatly increased interest in mantle problems and 
plate tectonics, the work now appears to be one of those inad- 
vertently fortunate amassments of accurate data which find 
applications at a later time.

Volume I opens with a short chapter on modern mining 
practise at Kimberley and dien describes the geological relation- 
ships of the intrusive kimberlites to host rocks and possible 
origins with details on die kimberlites themselves. Practically all 
of this volume is devoted to petrography. The second volume 
continues similar studies with emphasis upon the inclusions in 
kimberlites, but now with much space devoted to the diamond 
itself, taking up such matters as the characteristics of diamonds 
from various mines, speculations as to their gencsb, inclusions in 
diamond, crystallography & X-ray analyses, physical properties, 
chemical composition, and growth phenomena. The final chap- 
ter treats diamond iferous alluvial deposits of Soudi Africa and 
the diamonds found therein. There is a long table of diamonds 
that weighed over 100 carats on p 619-36; it is mostly a listing 
of crystals from the Kimberley district although some large 
Brazilian stones are included in an appended list. As may be 
expected from a largely petrological work, many of the color 
plates depict kimberlite thin -sections with careful descriptions of 
the minerals tlicrein, but other plates are of more general inter- 
est, one showing the now- famous collection of colored diamond 
crystals formed by the author during his tenure in De Beers.

This work, and its second edition below, remains tke most 
important historical treatise on tlie diamond mines of South 
Africa* Its excellence is not difficult to understand when it is 
considered that the position of the author enabled him to draw 
upon resources that perhaps would not have been available to 
another author. However, in a review in the Minerah^icat Mng- 
I^ondon, 13, 1903, 386-7, he is criticized for the inade- 
quacy of and certain inaccuracies in the mineralogical data, and 
the failure to describe diamond mines and deposits other than 
those that were under the control of the De Beers organisation* 
Indeed, as one peruses this large work the impression is gained 
that it is a work primarily of persons, places, and events, but not 
of the diamond and its environment. There is no separate bibli- 
ography but numerous references appear as footnotes. 

In general, Williams presents the earliest knowledge of the 
diamond, a description of fabled "Ophir,” or South Africa, 
followed by a recital of the events that led to the discovery and 
exploitation of the mines, the steps by which the deposits were 
delineated and mined, commerce in diamond, and the life and 
occupations in the diamond camps. Several chapters are devoted 
to mining mediods, equipment, personnel problems, use and 
problems of native labor, and housing for both blacks and 
whites. The final chapters treat formation of diamond, tiie 
diamond market, cutting, and the importance of the diamond 
mining industry to the economy of South Africa. The five 
appendix chapters discuss the Boer War and its impact upon 
Kimberley, technical details of mining machinery, relative value 
of fiiel coals, and statistics concerning the De Beers diamond 
industry and organization. This work must ultimately be studied 
by anyone studying the diamond mining industry whether in 
Africa or elsewhere* This edition is considerably scarcer than the 
second described below.

However, from this 
point, the text treats amber m Sicily, Romania, and Burma, 
remarks on the similar- sounding ambergris, describes other fossil 
resins, the making of amber varnish, and amberoid or pressed 
amber. The bibliography is very extensive, possibly the largest to 
be assembled up to that time, but the entries lack paginations, 
and some lack the names of journals from which taken, and 
others are trivial.

Despite its large physical size, this work contains a relatively 
small text but that which is present adequately covers the most 
important topics in readily assimilable language that rings with 
authority and discussion of controversial areas in the archeology 
of jade. The text is in two major parts, the first exclusively on 
Chinese jades, and the second on jades in Islam, Japan, Korea, 
and New Zealand. The first chapter discusses mineralogy of 
jades, confirmed deposits, especially those in Khotan and Burma, 
with details on same and methods of extraction, and qualities & 
colors of the jades. Wills lays to rest the notion that Burmese 
jadcite was known to China as early as the 13th century, quoting 
from a consular report that cites a local legend, and which by 
repetition achieved the status of truth.

The last 
chapter of the first part considers jades to the Ming and Ch’ing 
dynasties, and interesting information on modem carving.

This is not a book on diamonds, per se, although a great deal 
is said about them; rather it is a book on the geological circum- 
stances that govern the creation of diamond in the Earth’s crust 
and its transport to the surface. The 5 -part text, based on the 
findings 8c conclusions of a number of recent far-reaching sym- 
posia on kimberlites 8c eclogites, and other hosts of diamond, in 
effect summarizes such findings and adds thereto much useful 
information on specific diamond deposits world-wide. As 


expected, by far the largest quantity of information treats 
occurrences in Africa but deposits elsewhere have not been 
neglected, unless, as in the cases of China and Australia, too 
Uttle information has appeared so far. The first third of text 
discusses the mantle, continental drift, plate tectonics, intcrplate 
rifts, "hot spots," etc, along with theories that have been 
advanced to account for the present positions of continents and, 
incidentally, the grouping of diamond deposits in certain broad 
regions. These are treated in considerable detail, country by 
country, from Southern Africa to China, and including several

One of the most valuable papers published in North America 
on jade and little known because of being embodied in a rela- 
tively obscure journal. Wilson commences with a review of all 
that was known of jade, its nomenclature, its sources, etc, from 
the earliest mentions that he could find in the literature, citing 
such authors as Pliny, Agricola, Mandcville, Cesi, Aldrovandi, 
and others, especially those who wrote of the jade of Mexico and 
the confusing terminology which was applied to green stones 
and therefore embracing nephrite, turquoise, and even emerald. 
The use of jades in Mexico is especially treated, and then, pass- 
ing on to the jade of the Pacific Northwest & Alaska, we find a 
true bibliographical rarity indeed when Wilson states ’^o official 
report has been published [on Alaskan jade], but the following 
statement of the expedition, including the discovery of Jade 
Mountain, has been furnished me by Lieutenant- Commander 
Stoncy:... [p 157-162].”

First part treats gemstones generally 
and contains a table of properties for those found in the state. 
Topics: esteem of gems, lore, cutting, color changes, synthetics, 
imitations, assembled gems, brief history of NC gemstones, 
descriptions of major species and varieties up to p 19; includes 
the 4 color plates by Prang from G F Kunz’s History of the Gems 
Foufui in North Carolitia.^ but strangely, and inexcusably not 
identifying this source although the other color photographic 
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illustrations arc so acknowledged. The bibliography is meager 
and lacks important references as J Sinkankas’ Gemsroms of North 
America^ in which is incorporated much old as well as modern 
information on North Carolina gemstones. Also lacking are 
recent articles from current journals diat describe field trips and 
mineral finds in the state.

Selected engraved gems of the Stosch collection were first 
published in the magnificent illustrated work by Stosch & Picart, 
Pierres Antiques Gravies^ 1724, which see. The present catalog, 
tlie first complete description of the Stosch collection, originated 
in unusual circumstances. According to Furtvv^gler, Dk mtikm 
Gemmen^ 3, 415-7, Stosch, some hours before his death in 1757, 
expressed the desire that Winckelmann, with whom he had 
maintained an extensive correspondence, prepare a systematic 
catalog of his collection. This wish was carried out by his heir, 
Wilhelm MuzcfStosch, who invited Winckelmann to Florence 
to accomplish the task, eventually done during 1758-1759, with 
the completed work published in Florence in 1760.

First compkte description of the Stosch en^aved^mis^ published 
with or without plates 

Winckelmann describes the gems in eight classes: 1 Egyptian 
and some pieces of Persian origin, 2 sacred mythology, 3 histori- 
cal mythology, 4 ancient histor>^, 5 amusements, festivals, vases, 
symbolic rings, 6 vessels and navigation of die ancients, 7 ani- 
mals, and 8 abraxoid and some modern gems. The last part of 
the work is a catalog of maps & charts collected by Stosch but 
having notiiing to do with the engraved gem collection; it is 
described as Stoschb "second celebrated colleaion^ of 324 speci- 
mens of the mapmaket'S art. The order of gems was taken from 
an existing MS catalog upon which Winckelmann depended 
heavily for his descriptions and also upon die Stosch -Picart work 
of 1724, which see, and numerous impressions taken from the 
Stosch gems. At this time the Stosch gems numbered 3,444, 
according to A Furtwanglcr, Eesclrreibun^ der geschniumen Steim 
in Antiquarium^ 1896, p V, which see. 

C W Km^, Antique Gems and Rings, 1872, 469: "an admira- 
ble description by the great antiquary of the extensive cabinet 
formed by Baron Stosch, including copious dissertations upon 
die subjects and the styles of the principal pieces. As the collec- 
tion had been formed with a view to its completeness in point of 
subjects, for which purpose pastes of all other celebrated gems 
were admitted into it, this catalogue becomes the most useful of 
guides to the collector, hardly any type than can come into his 
hands not finding its counterpart and elucidation in the text of 
Winckelmann," 
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Apparently this work was issued in two states, the most 
abundant being that just described, sans plates, but another 
version, called the "Luxusausgabe” by Furtw^gler, is said by 
him to have eight engraved plates, but R Goodland, Bildiojjfrapfjy 
of Sex Rites^ 653, notes as illustrations a portrait of Winckelmann 
plus 10 plates. Graesse, VI, 461, claims that some copies have 
12 plates. Brunet, V, 1464. In any event, the plates were en- 
graved by Johann Adam Schweikart( 1722- 1787), celebrated for 
the perfection of his work in both Germany and Italy, for a 
proposed continuation of the original Stosch-Picart work but 
such was never issued and the plates instead were used by 
Winckelmann in the deluxe version (Furtwangler, ibid, 410). 
Vinet, 1628, merely notes that figures exist. A recently acquired 
copy contains eight plates (JvSL), done in the typical meticulous 
style of Schweikart, impression size 27 x 19 cm, save for one 
plate which measures 22.7 x 15 cm. The larger plates had to be 
folded twice to fit within the book: p 50, no 110, Jupiter com- 
batting Typhon & Titans; p 101, no 434, Hermaphrodite, 3 
cupids; p 206, 1240, canine head; p 251, no 1553, bust of a 
bacchante, signed by Schweikart and dated 1745; p 348, no 
174, Tydeus, the sole unfolded plate, del by G A Nagel and 
engrav by Schweikart; p 490, no 122, an urn; p 543, no 1, 
horse head, signed by Schweikart. Page number & catalog 
number appear in the upper right hand comer of each, except 
for the unfolded plate, but since they appear outside the en- 
graved areas, they seem to have been added solely for the deluxe 
version. There is no reference whatsoever to engraved plates 
anywhere in the book.

Very little is known about the author of this splendid work 
aside from that he gives in his title. Magnificent, outstanding 
color-plate book of the Mineral Kingdom, depicting an almost 
infinitely- varied scries of marbles and allied ornamental stones 
from deposits in Germany and nearby countries. Presumably 
each of the rectangular panels represents the appearance of a 
polished slab, with most plates depicting six such pieces, but 
others two, four, and as many as nine, W^ile one is immediately 
captivated by the richness and depth of the watercoloring, often 
heightened by the application of opaque white for veinlcts, it can 
be see that under each painting lies a complex, lightly-incised 
network of lines, almost like roulctting, over v\diich the colors 
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have been laid. Near the end of die volume appear the most 
complex designs, beautifully done, of slabs of dendritic lime- 
stones. 

The first series, 13 plates, 6 panels each, are marbles from 
Bayreuth, the neset 12 pis, 6 panels each, are from Wiirtemburg, 
dicn 5 plates bearing 9 panels of stones from Neresheim, also 6 
plates, 6 panels each, of stones from Durlach, ditto from Salz- 
burg, and from Switzerland, 7 plates, 4 panels each, specimens 
from Canton Bern, 3 plates of 4, 2 and 2 panels each of den- 
drites from Argau, and lastly, 2 plates, 6 panels each, of Tyrol- 
ean marbles. In regard to die so-caUed "marbles,'' all are by no 
means the granular /crystalline metamorphic rocks normally 
considerd to be marbles but include numerous very fine-grained 
types that probably are limestones, many veined, others spotted, 
and still others brecciated, and including fosstliferous varieties. 

In some examples the banding suggests that these are calcitc 
onyxes or possibly several cut from cave onyxes. Each plate bears 
two engraved numbers, one at top center for the plate position 
within die section and another number in the upper riglit hand 
corner that is the consecutive number within the book as a 
whole. There is index and it is assumed that this, die first edi- 
tion, is complete. C C Ixonhard, J H Kopp & C L Gaertner 
Propadeutik der Min^ralqgie^ 1817, p 271, mention this work but 
not the number plates. The accompanying text provides brief 
descriptions and in places footnotes in Latin & German, with 
locality and an indication in feet of die sizes of the unbroken

According to the English closing note, this work was pub- 
lished in 100 plates but the Lathrop Harper catalog of 1977 
included an example in 12 parts only "widi original part wrap- 
pers bound in," and with only 56 leaves of text and 73 plates. 
This suggests that the work was regularly issued in parts by 
subscription and therefore accounts tor examples containing less 
than the maximum number of 1 00 plates. In addition to the 
localises indicated in the first edition there are new^ plates for 
marbles from the south of France, Brabant, Saxony, and Italy, 
wlxh a supplement of miscellaneous stones as porphyry, syenite, 
granite, jasper, lapis lazuli, amethyst, and others. The text was 
provided by naturalist Casimir Christoph Schmidel(17i8-1792), 
who had earlier, in 1 753, published a color plate volume of 
mineral specimens. Brunet IV, 1243, claims that no more than 
98 plates were ever issued and text only up to Plate 75.

In a quite remarkable essay which forms the Preface, Wood- 
ward extols the mineral wealth of Britain, pointing out its pro- 
duction of the useful metals as tin, lead, iron, and copper, and 
especially noting its resources of fuller’s earth which he claims is 
responsible for the preeminent position of the domestic wool 
manufactory. Also singled out for praise are resources of jet and 
amber, and various gemstones. The Preface closes with a sum- 
mary of contents. Next appears a folding table, perhaps the most 
important single feature of this work because of its presentation 
of a scheme of classification of mineral substances which Wood- 
ward apportions among six classes, from eartlis to metals, and 
including in the second class the "durable” stones, that is, the 
precious gemstones, and also those gemstones that are opaque, 
translucent, or transparent respectively. Among the less valuable 
gem materials included in this section arc "Stones," eg, alabaster, 
marble, ornamental rocks, nephrite, malachite, "root of the 
emerald" or prase, lapis lazuli, many quartz varieties, etc, with 
footnotes citing older authorities who describe or mention same. 
For the most part, this class is nearly all devoted to gemstones 
and rewards reading due to the abundance of interesting foot- 
notes and asides. 

In the second part of the work, given its own pagination. 
Woodward reproduces letters written to Sir Isaac Newton and 
Sir John Hoskyns( 1634- 1705), which generally discuss classifica- 
tion problems and nomenclature, the second of these, and the 
much longer letter discussing true fossils mostly. In a third 
letter, conmcncing on p 24, Woodward treats the "cerauniae" or 
as he positively identifies them, the "stone-weapons," about 
which much speculation had raged, and in the same place gives a 
series of engraved plates that depict examples of same. He 
criticizes Dr Listcr(Martin L, 1638-1712), and others, who were 
unshaken in dieir belief diat cerauniae were true fossils, and even 
were artifacts of man grown in situ by celestial intervendon. In 
this section Woodward also includes certain gemstones to which 
were ascribed magical properties, among them, British quartz 
pebbles, several depicted upon the first plate. Other magical 
stones, including some gem varieties, are also critically examined 
and properly identified. The remainder of the book is notable 
for a letter urging the systematic and scientific collecting of 
natural history specimens and giving in detail those precautions 
that should be observed in the field to insure the safety of the 
materials and then what steps should be taken later to preserve 
diem. Another letter discusses belemnites and is illustrated with 
a plate. 

The importance of Woodward’s treatise is manifest, from the 
standpoint of the mineralogist it provides a scheme of classifica- 
tion of as much merit as it was possible to accrue in that time, 
and from the standpoints of the paleontologist and gemologist it 
truly identifies fossils tor what they are, also figured stones to 


which all sorts of superstitious beliefs had been attached, and 
dismisses the supposed magical powers assigned to certain 
gemstones.

The celebrated catalog of Woodward’s collection, both large 
in size and varied, and "procured from all the known Parts of the 
Globe, with Trouble and Expence more than sufficient to dis- 
courage any other body from attempting a [similar] Work." In 
its complexity, we may discover details on tliousands of speci- 
mens of fossils, minerals, and rocks, whose overall size cannot be 
appreciated from the pagination alone inasmuch as a very small 
type was used in its printing, tlius compressing an enormous 
amount of information into a physically small book. Further to 
be discovered is the fact tliat Woodward collected everything 
derived in some way from Earth’s crust, not being above insert- 
ing into his cabinet such mundane things as sand, gravel, and 
pebbles, not to mention a large variety of rocks and animal & 
vegetable fossils. As in his previous work above, Woodward 
provides his classification scheme in Tome I upon wfiich he 
sorted out his specimens, from earths, to metallic ores, and 
listing and briefly describing each piece, often with fascinating 
details and comments, both his own and those taken from other 
authorities. This first part is followed by a catalog of British 
fossils, with own titlcpage, these being "extraneous" or true 
fossils as we recognize them now. Additional domestic fossils 
appear in another catalog, again with own titlcpage, commenc- 
ing Tome n, with tlie date of 1723, which appears to be in 
error inasmuch as the entire work is signed continuously, and 
suggests an unbroken process of composition in the printer’s 
shop. Again the specimens are largely minerals and rocks but 
include a few true fossils. Following this is still another catalog, 
also with own titlcpage, listing specimens obtained from abroad, 
that is, countries of Asia, Africa, the Americas, and various 
European countries.

C W King, Antique ffcms and Rifles ^ 1, 469, "an extensive 
scries of 179 [sic] plates... reproducing the most noted gems of 
all English cabinets then existing, more particularly of the Marl- 
borough. These plates, though displaying incredible labour, are 
often inferior to the Spilsbury in catching the spirit of the origi- 
nals, and the descriptions placed below are for the greater part a 
set of the most ludicrous misnomers." A fix^tnotc states that 
"some of them (e.g. The Reposing Hercules) show traces of 
considerable retouching. Clarac can find no terms sufficiently 
strong for the condemnation of drawing, style, and execution, 
equally, of these plates."

The entire work is filled with unusual information and on the 
whole, is far more a general treatise on gems than a mere catalog 
of a collection.

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Wulfcn carefully describes this famous occurrence of luma* 
chclle or a fine-grained pale gray limestone in which arc imbed- 
ded numerous mollusk fossils which display iridescent colors that 
sometimes are very striking and resulted in much use of the 
material for ornaments.

A delightful work written as a series of letters (Bricfwechsel 
zwischen Philalethes und Karin iiber die Mineralien) whose 
topics cover the entire range of then extant mineralogical knowl- 
edge and including letters on economic geology. After a few 
preliminary historical remarks, the text describes siliceous, alum- 
inous, magnesian, calcic, etc, minerals, also fuels, salts, ores, 
smelting & metallurgy, ore deposits, mining methods and pale- 
ontology. Gemstones are fully treated in Chs 10-23, 53-141, in 
which all major and minor & ornamental gemstones arc consid- 
ered. An attractive feature of the book is the illustrative material 
which takes the form of crude, but charming hand-colored plates 
scattered throughout the text at germane points. Those pertain- 
ing to gemstones include plates of crystals, a panorama of the 
famous Schncckenstcin, Saxony outcrop productive of topaz 
crystals, opal, labradorite and other gemstones cabochons, and a 
plate depicting agates & jaspers but rather poorly done.

A self-serving guide to the general public strongly suggesting 
that if they wisely purchase a series of gems in what Zucker 
terms "portfolios," they could realize a substantial profit upon 
resale some years after. The text accordingly begins with defin- 
ing gems and explaining why they are good investments, fol- 
lowed by how one may invest in rubies, sapphires, emeralds, and 
diamonds, with bolstering arguments and citing cases in which 
similar investments have paid off handsomely. After the major 
gems, other chapters take up the lesser species, the matter of 
appraisals, tips on attending auctions, and suggested "portfolios" 
in terms of total dollar sums.

A large, handsome, and w^eU-made book based on the auth- 
or’s dioices of what he considers to be tlic principal gemstones, 
namely, ruby, sapphire, emerald (but not aquamarine), diamond, 
pearl, ambcr{l), lapis(l), jade, turquobe(t), opal, and garnet. 
Absent are tourmaline, topaz, amediyst, etc, all of which seem to 
be at least as "principal" as some of those named. Each chapter, 
one per gemstone, gives history, lore, sources, lapidary treat- 
ment, qualities, sizes, etc, aU of which, on the whole, provide an 
accurate and well-rounded discussion of each stone. Groups of 
color photos accompany each gemstone and show mainly cut 
specimens and gems as set in antique to modem jeweby pieces* 
Generally the color photos are good but some, notably among 
emeralds, opals, and garnets, arc not faithful reproductions of 
true colors. The bibliography is very good although author J

Thorough studies upon a select portion of the engraved gem 
collection in the State Museum of Prussian Culture in Berlin. 
The collection was begun by Frederick the Great(1712-1786) 
when he acquired the Stosch Collection, and augmented by 
numerous gems purchased after the last formal catalog of the 
collection by A Furtwangler, 1896, which see, and thus des- 
cribed here for the first time. The history of the collection, p 
9-17, includes reviews of important literature which refers to the 
collection.

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Biographical Sketch 
Of The Author 


John Sinkankas was born in Paterson, New Jersey of 
Lithuanian immigrant parents on May 15, 1915. Both 
parents were of peasant stock and came to the United States 
to escape the oppression of the Tsarist regime and to seek 
their fortunes in the New World. Curious and adventurous 
by nature, Sinkankas in childhood explored both the city of 
Paterson with its silk manufacturies and such sights as the 
famous Passaic Falls w'hich provided power to Alexander 
Hamilton’s Society of Useful Manufactures in the early days 
of the Republic. By the age of seven, the famous traprock 
quarries of West Paterson, Great Notch, Haledon and 
Prospect Park had been visited by him and their fascinating 
minerals collected to begin a lifelong interest in mineralogy 
and geology. 

His early efforts in collecting and studying minerals 
were guided by Dr James F Morton, Curator of the Paterson 
Museum, to whom he had gone for help. Dr Morton not 
only visited quarries with Sinkankas but also took him along 
on the Sunday hikes of the Paterson Rambling Club of which 
Morton was a member, especially when such hikes visited 
some of the abandoned iron mines in the dense woodlands of 
Northern New Jersey. Readings in mineralogy and geology, 
Dana and Kunz being favorite authors, took place in the 
Danforth Memorial library of Paterson, Frequent visits, m 
fantille^ were also made to major natural history, art, and 
science museums in New York City, and particularly to the 
American Museum of Natural History whose Morgan Hall of 
Gems proved irresistibly attractive. It was here that Sinkankas 
saw the famous faceted blue topaz egg prepared by New 
York lapidary Anthony Espositer and vowed that some day 
he would create its equal. 

Early cultural activities were not limited to mineralogy 
and with the encouragement and accompaniment of his sister, 
Jean (Mrs. Rondo), James Davenport, instructor in English 
Literature in Eastside High School, and Miss Marguerite 


Bristol Tiffany, Professor of Art, Paterson State Teachers 
College, numerous visits were made to New York City to 
visit collections of art and studios of prominent artists, attend 
concerts, and see the many plays that were then available at 
low Depression prices. He had the privilege of seeing the 
Gershwin opera Porpiy and Bess in its initial production. Skills 
in watercolor painting were further developed at this time 
and served him in go<xl stead when he was able to make the 
watercolor illustrations for his Gemstofies of North America and 
Emerald and Other Beryls volumes, plus many other sketches 
and drawings for these and other publications. In college he 
was a member of the Soccer Team and the Glee Club, partici- 
pating in the annual productions of Gilbert & Sullivan oper- 
ettas. Other hobbies included botanical studies and collecting 
of native flora, trout and bass fishing, camping, and skiing. 

Sinkankas’ interest in aviation came early with numer- 
ous visits to such flying fields as Caldwell and Teterboro, 

New Jersey to watch famous aviators perform as well as to 
sec the antics of the Gates Flying Circus of Teterboro. In 
addition to constructing many balsa wood flying models of 
aircraft, Sinkankas also built a replica of a German training 
glider but a near disaster on his first solo in this machine 
caused his father to forbid further attempts at flying. It is 
understandable that upon graduation from college with a BS 
degree in Education, and no job in sight, that an offer from 
the US Navy to try for flight training was eagerly accepted. 

After ten hours of instruction in the primitive biplanes 
which then served as trainers, Sinkankas soloed at US Naval 
Aviation Reserve Base, Floyd Bennett Field, Brooklyn, New 
York in the summer of 1936. In September he was dis- 
patched to the US Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Florida and 
the next year, in 1937, designated Naval Aviator Number 
5390. In the same winter he was ordered to duty to fly patrol 
seaplanes from the waters of Lake Washington, Seattle, 
Washington, and to engage in two advanced base operations 
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in Sitka, Alaska in winter and in summer of the following 
year. 

Desiring a diange in scene, Sinkankas then accepted an 
ofter to transfer to duty in Coco Solo, Canal Zcme, Panama 
ill 1939, from which base he flew in Soutli America and the 
West Indies on photographic and submarine rccoimaissance 
missions. A former edict against Aviation Cadets being mar- 
ried was Lifted, and die newly- appointed Ensign John 
Sinkankas, was free to marry his college sweetheart, Marjorie 
Jane McMichael of Paterson, New Jersey and take her to live 
in government quarters in the Canal Zone. Marriage took 
place in St. Paufs Episcopal Church in Key West, Florida on 
February 5, 1940, while Sinkankas^ patrol seaplane detach- 
ment of Catalinas w^as based there during convoy escort 
operations. Shortly afterward, Sinkankas returned to Coco 
Solo and hb wife to New Jersey to await US Army transport 
shipping to the Canal Zone. Children of this marriage are 
John William, living in the Seattle area, Washington, George 
Martb, Professor of Library Science, University'' of Tennes- 
see, Knoxville, Sharon Jane Too ley, employed in Nord- 
strom’s, San Diego, and Marjorie Ellen Coates, employed as 
an accountant in Adanta, Georgia. There are six grandchil- 
dren. 

Upon die formal entry of die United States in World 
War II, Sinkankas was sent to Floyd Beimett Field as an 
instructor , and then assigned to a patrol seaplane squadrtjn 
diat eventually based in Argentia, Newfoundland and in two 
bases in Greenland. Wliile in Greenland, Sinkankas began his 
wxiting career widi an article on charr fishing in Greenland 
for Field 6^ Stream Magazine ^ and took the opportunity, with 
Colonel Bernt Balchcn of Admiral Richard Byrd flying fame, 
to visit Danish communides dong the West Coast of Green- 
land, especially the famous locality for the duminum fluxing 
minerd known as cryohre which then was being mined at 
Ivigtut in Southern Greenland. Here he collected a box of 
typical minerds from the deposit and dispatched them to the 
Paterson Museum whicli had also received his collection of 
minerals when he first entered the Navy. The first occurrence 
of the rare garnet variety rhodolite in Greenland w^as found 
by him on the shores of Sondre Strom Fjord above tlie Arctic 
Circle and duly reported in the literature. From Greenland, 
where he had suffered an accident during skiing, Sinkankas 
was transferred to Brooklyn Naval Hospital and then to 
Naval Air Station, Pensacola to take command of an anti-sub- 
marine convoy coverage unit, after which he was appointed 
commanding officer of the patrol seaplane training squadron. 
Subsequent tours of duty included staff assignments in Adak 
and Kodiak, Alaska on the staff of the commandant of the 
1 7th Naval District. Here he had the opportunity to answer a 
call from the Naval Aircraft Factory, Philadelphia for ideas on 
how to construa non -dam aging arresting barriers on aircraft 
carriers to accommodate jet aircraft. He submitted a design 
for an erecting barrier which essentially became that now in 
use. In addition to two tours of duty in Washington, DC, he 
also had the opportunity to serve as Exeaitive Officer aboard 
the aircraft carrier USS Saipan during a prolonged stay in 
Japan in the closing months of the Korean War and then to 
participate in the ship’s round the world cruise. 


Interest in e:uth science was renewed at the end of 
World War II when he took tlie correspondence courses of 
die Gemological Institute of America and die American Gera 
Society to earn the degree of Certified Gcmologist, AGS. In 
addition, amrses in geology and aviation safety were taken in 
Californian universities, and also a year of mathematical, 
foreign language, and literary studies in the University of 
California at San Diego. During his last few years of active 
service, Sinkankas began cutting gems via self-instruction and 
at die same time wxote articles for various journals, as for 
example, for FMcks & Minerals Magamne^ to which he con- 
tributed 34 articles from 1948 to 1959 on his travel experi- 
ences, collecting trips, and the practice of lapidary work. A 
long-term friendship with Dr W F Foshag, Curator of Geolo- 
gy, Smithsonian Institution, resulted in obtaiiimg numerous 
samples of minerals for cutting whose treatment had never 
been published before and the results of which were incorpo- 
rated hi his first lapidary textbook. With enlarging experience, 
he was entrusted with the cutting of a series of very large 
gems now made practicable by use of a giant- size faceting 
machine and from which came gems of several thousand 
carats size. The largest cut specimen is the flawless faceted 
rock crystal egg of over 7,000 carats which is a featured 
eichibit in die Gem Hall of the US National Museum of 
Natural History in Washington, DC. Other small to large 
gems were also cut for the Royal Ontario Museum and the 
American Museum of Natural History. 

A tour of duty in die Washington Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics where he was appoinred Head, Aircraft Equipment Divi- 
sion, led to the adoption of the British Martin- Baker ejection 
seat for Naval jet aircraft despite vigorous opposition by 
domestic manufacturers who wished the program to be 
delayed until diey could design and test their own scats. Also 
m this tour he w^as nominated for membership in the Cosmos 
Club of Washington, DC by Dr McBirney of the Bureau of 
Standards and Dr Pecora, Director, US Geological Survey, 
and was elected a member in 1960, and continues as such to 
the present. He also actively participated In local mineralogi- 
cal and geological societies, and is honorary member of the 
Miner alogical Society of die District of Columbia . 

His numerous publications attracted the attention of 
Norman Hood, Senior Editor, D Van Nostrand Company, 
New York who requested him to prepare a manuscript on the 
art of cutting gems aimed at the growing amateur gcm-cut- 
ting fraternity in the country. This proposal was accepted and 
in 1955 the first edition of Gem Gutting - A Lapidary Man- 
ual was published, to be followed by a second edidon in 
1962, and a third edition in 1984 which was translated into 
Russian under the sponsorship of the USSR governmental 
publisher "'MIR" in 1989, and is the only lapidary textbook 
available witliin the USSR wrinen in their language. 

Other major w'orks foOowed, as Gemstofies if North 
America^ 1959, which augmented and partly replaced the only 
previously available work of similar content published by G F 
Kunz in 1890 and 1892. A second volume, bringing bfbr- 
madon up to date, was published in 1976. In 1961 he pub- 
lished his Gemstones and Minerals^ How afid Where to Find 
Them^ with a second edition under the ddc Prospecting for 
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Gemstones atui Minerals in 1970 and finally reprinted as Field 
Collectinjj Gemstones atid Minerals in 1989. His text book, 
Mineralo^fy^ first appeared in 1964 and was also issued in a 
college first-course edition. Other works are Sinkankas^ Stan- 
dard Catalo£f of Gems^ first published in 1968, and Gemstotie 
atid Mineral Data Book^ first published in 1972. By far the 
largest and most complete treatise from his hand is Emerald 
atul Other Beryls^ Chilton, 1981, with a shortened version by 
P C Read published by Butterworths in 1986. Up to date, 
Sinkankas has published 135 articles and the books noted 
above which by die end of 1990 had sold nearly one-quarter 
million copies. 

In 1961 Sinkankas retired from active duty in Norfolk, 
Virginia in his permanent rank of Captain, US Navy, settling 
in San Diego, California where he still resides. This city was 
chosen because of its wealth of gem mines in adjacent San 
Diego County and taking a position of editor on the staff of 
the Ijipidary JourtiaL With the experience gained in visiting 
many similar gem mines in the New England States, North 
Carolina, and Virginia he was able to examine virtually all 
significant gem mines in the county and in the similarly 
mineralized region south of the border in Baja California to 
discover and mine additional gem minerals. At one time 
Sinkankas owned interests in the Rutherford Mine, Amelia, 
Virginia and Esmeralda Mine, San Diego County, California. 
While mining upon die Little Three topaz claim near 
Ramona, San Diego County he discovered and identified the 
rare borate mineral hambergite for the first time in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. During this retirement period, Sinkankas 
finished his Mineralogy^ and as a result was appointed Re- 
search Mineralogist in Scripps Institudon of Oceanography 
where he participated in the mineralogical examination of the 
first samples of rocks from the Moon. He also received a 
temporary appointment as Associate Professor in San Diego 
State University where he taught mineralogy for two semes- 
ters but left both universities to devote all his time to writing. 
Sinkankas’ writing career was based on the premise that in 
order to write with audiority it was necessary to accumulate a 


private library rather than to depend upon finding necessary 
references in a local library. Even prior to his first book. Gem 
Cuttings he began assembling articles and books which dealt 
with lapidary work, mineralogy, geology, and associated 
fields of learning. His library, sold in toto in 1989 to the 
Gemological Institute of America, Santa Monica, California 
was more than forty years in the making and served not only 
as the basis for his research but also for this bibliography via 
careful notes and descriptions made as each item was 
acquired. 

In addition to honors and memberships mentioned 
above, Sinkankas was elected a Fellow of the Mineralogical 
Society of America in 1967 and in the same year received the 
Distinguished Alumnus Award from William Paterson State 
College. In 1982 he received the Distinguished Associate 
Award of the Gemok)gical Stx:iety of America, and also the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy, Honoris Causa, from Wil- 
liam Paterson College. In 1983 the American Federation of 
Mineralogical Societies presented him with their Scholarship 
Foundation Award because of contributions to mineralogical 
education and knowledge and in 1984 a new phosphate 
mineral was named sinkankasitc in his honor. In 1985, he 
was named an honorary member of the Rochester, New York 
Academy of Sciences. The first individual Carnegie Mineral- 
ogical Award, for the Year 1988, with medal, was presented 
to Sinkankas by the Carnegie Museum of Natural History of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Sinkankas is a Charter Member of 
the Naval Aviation Museum Foundation, Pensacola, Florida, 
a member of the Authors Guild and of the Antiquarian 
Booksellers Association of America. He is Associate Editor, 
Gems & Gemology Magazine^ Santa Monica, California. 

With his wife, Marjorie, he operates an antiquarian 
earth sciences book selling business named Peri Lithon Books 
after the treatise on stones written by Theophrastus, a disciple 
of Aristotle. He remains active in the field of writing geologi- 
cal literature and book selling, and from time to time takes 
brush in hand to paint a watcrcolor.
